OIL AND mmmmm 

If Drivsrs Had Mors Knewledgs of 

Cars and Applied It Much of Rt* 
pair Business Would FItalo— 
Lubrication Abustd. 

It Is deplornhle hut true that for 
etch motor owner who really under- 
stands his car in Its multiple details 
there are dozens Ignorant of every- 
thing save the control. They know 
how to start It and stop It. But they 
know almost nothing about the proper 
pare of the machine. Only the other 
day, for instance, a dealer told a man 
who had bought n powerful car and 
who was totally Ignorant of the fact 
that oil and grease played important 
parts In Its running. 

When he was towed In a few days 
later with a badly damaged engine he 
said he had thought that little things 
such ns lubrication were arranged be- 
fore the oar left the factory, and that 
nil he had to do was to keep the tank 
Tull of gasoline. Repair men state 
that If private drivers had more real 
knowledge of their cars, and applied It, 
more than three- fourths of the repair 
business would fall away. 

Motorcar Abuses. 

Of motorcar abuses. Improper lubrl- 
enllnn Is probably the most common, 
which Is a little strange, considering 
that keeping a ear oiled and greased 
Is one of the easiest of the attentions 
It requires. The motor Is a mechanism 
which runs at high speed and high 
temperature. It contains many rub- 
bing surfaces. In order to keep these 
surfaces from burning each other. It 
is necessary to separate them by a film 
of oil. 

If the lubricating system Is In good 
condition and the oil of the right con- 
sistency, this protective film will be au- 
tomatically provided. This applies to 
all the surfaces, su<-h ns pistons, cylln- 
i der walls, crank shafts, rod pins, 
bearing, <Tankshnft bearings, push 
rods, push rod guides, and even to 
the gears. The teeth of the meshing 
gears, of course, are not spaced to rub 
against each other, but to have simply, 
a rolling eontiu-t. However, It Is Im- 
possible to attain this degree of per- 
fection In practice, and a certain 
amount of rubbing does take place, 
due to the fact that the teeth cannot 
be sclontlflcnlly correct. 

Severe Test of Oil. 

The severest test of a lubricating oil 
Is found In lubricating the pistons and 
cylinder walls, especially at the up- 
per end of the stroke. At the moment 
of the combustion the temperature Is 
above 3,000 degrees Fahrenheit, and 
both pistons and cylinder walls are ex- 
ceedingly hot ; therefore it is necessary 
to use an oil which will stand this 
temperature, neither vaporizing nor 
burning. 

If the oil Is too thin or has a ten- 
dency to vaporize or burn, these high 
surfaces will be Improperly lubricated. 
Increased friction will result and 
tlnolly the film of oil may disappear 
entirely, with the re.sult that rubbing 
betw«*en the two surfaces will occur and 
the parts shortly will he ruined. There 
also Is a possibility when the piston 
heeoines heated that It will expand un- 
til it fills the cylinder bore and be- 
comes sealed. 

If the oil Is not clean, if it contains 
grit or dirt of any sort,- It will rapidly 
wear away the metal parts, the grit 
acting IIS an abrasive. Oil Is liable to 
contain not only grit and free carbon, 
but also a certain amount of gaso- 
line, and In many cases, water. The 
gasoline thins the oil,, making It In- 
capable of resisting the pressure be- 
tween the rubbing surfaces, and wear 
Increases. Water may form an emul- 
sion and produce the same effect, while 
in winter there Is always some danger

FIRST AID FOR CARBURETORS 

Useful Precaution Is Provided in Fil- 
ter Designed to Permit Use of 
Only Clean Fuel. 

A nseful precaution In these days 
ot low-grade gasoline is provided in a 
clean fuel to reach the carburetor. 
Gasoline enters a lower chamber, 
where all sediment Is supposed to he 
deposited, and from which It may be 
drawn off through a drain cock. Tbe 
gasoline then rises through the filter- 
ing element of layers of gauze and 
special inuteriul to an upper chumher, 
from which It fiows into the carbu- 
retor.

Shipping Beard Quarrel Ended by 
Change of Personnel — Ruseia’s Mil* 

itary Collapse in Galicia Complets 
—French Repulse Tremendous 
German Attacks. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

Tlie United Stutc.s !.'« hiiviag Im- 
pressed u|ion It the mugnitiide of the 
war In which it bus emhurked, and is 
beginning to realize that it must be 
fought through to a victorious tliilsh 
at iremendoiis cost in money, energy 
and, doubtless, life. 'I'he money end 
of it was brought shnrply to the at- 
tention of congress last 'Diesday, when 
Secretary of the Trea.sury McAdoo In- 
formed the Inwiuakers that $5,000,000,- 

000 more than had been estlmaunl 
was needed, and needed at once. Much 
of this will be expended for ordnance. 
Setiutor Smoot infortned the senate 
that by the end of the tisciU year the 
war expenditures by tlie Uniteil States 
are likely to amount to $20.(X)0,i)00.000. 
The tigures staggered the nieinhers of 
both hriiises, and there was a hasty 
eulliug together of the senate tinaiice 
committee to revise Its report^on the 
war-tax hill. 

Transportation Is now one of the 
adminisirution's liiggest problems — 
trunsporlation by both land and sen, 
hilt esiieeially the latter. .\n immense 
numher of ve.ssels must he provided 
to curry to Kurope our troops and the 
vast supplies they and tln> allied arm- 
ies, must have, and elTorts are being 
made to gatlier togelher all tin* avail- 
able ships, even Japan being asked to 
ridease many of lier inerchaimneii. 
Meanwhile the |ilun of hiiilding a mon- 
sler merchant marine of our own was 
given added Impetus last week. As 
had been predicted. President Wilson 
was oom|ielled to take a hand in tlie 
dispute between (letieral (loelhal.s and 
l.'hairmun Denman of the shipiiing 
lioard. and he settled the matter by ac- 
cepting the resignations of both, and 
of tTapt. J. IT. While us well. He then 
named K. N. Hurley of t'hiengo us 
chairman and Hulnlirldge Colliy as 
member of the Itoard. and Hear .\d- 
mlral Capps, long chief constructor of 
the navy, as head of the emergency 
rteet coriioratlon In place of (loethuls. 
Of these appointments, only that of 
I Colby was adversely criticised. Hiir- 
I ley la an energetic business man and 
I has been on the federal trade hoard. 
Though the elimitmtioD of (Joethals is 
regretted by the Innunierahle admir- 
ers of the great builder of the Pan- 
ama canal. It U felt that uo oue bet- 
ter than Admiral Capps could be 
picked to manage the construction of 
the emergency fleet. It is understood 
that as many steel ships as possible 
I will be built, which was Goetlml's plan, 
j Later in the week the president ac- 
I eepted the resignation of Vice Chulr- 
; man Theodore Brent of the shipping 
I board. 

Stapa in Making tha Army. 

The need for many vessels is em- 
phasized by the seiiii-otticiul urmounce- 
i uieut that the United States plans to 
send to Kurope not only btAl.UdO men. 
but more than a million us soon as 
' they can be (ruined and equipped and 
as fust us trans|tnrts can be uhtuined 
to carry them across. Two more steps 
In the making of this great army were 
taken lust week. The men drafted for 
‘ the uutlonul urmy began to receive 
their culls before the exem|>tion 
tioards, tlie city of Wu.slilngtim lead- 
ing the way. and the .National Guard 
of ill slates and tlie I^isirict of Co- 
luiublu was moliilized to tie taken Into 
llie federal Service. Alter u few weeks 
of Intensive training in eumps. tlie 
best of tlie guardsmen will be sent 
' to Prance to prepare for the spring of- 
fensive. 

1 The shortage of railway transporta- 
i Uou at home also Is troubling ibc aU- 


mlnistmllon. though It doubtless will 
be remedied with the willing assist- 
ance of the .\?npriean mirwn.v execu- 
tives. Tlie demand for ears alrendy is 
tremendous, for the moving of materi- 
als and sitpiilles for the ui;my training 
camps and for n djzen other purpo.ses, 
and It will he Inereased Iminetllately 
ns tltp men of the National Guard and 
of the iiatlonul army begin moving to 
Ihclr allotted phiees. 

Ruaaia'a Collapse In Galicia. 

The eollapse of Itussln’s offensive 
In Gallelu, due to insubordlnattoii In- 
stigated by German agents, developed 
Into a general retreat, and the retreat 
Into n virtual rout. Abandoning vast 
tullitary stores and burning villiiges. 
the mutinous Shivs flew everywhere 
before the easy advance of the Teu- 
tons, except on tlie Rournatiiun front, 
where for the time at least, they stood 
firm. Further north. Indeed all the 
way to the Baltic, the Russiuas gave 
ground. 

Premier Kerensky, armed with dicta- 
torial powers, declared he would apply 
a policy of blood and Iron to stop the 
niiiriny and trea.son. and General Korn- 
lloff ordered bis loyal troops to' shoot 
down any who deserted or refused to 
obey orders, hut this was Ineffectual to 
retrieve the disaster. Staaislnu. lialicz 
and other Important clt(e.s were evac- 
uated, and from the wooded Carpathi- 
ans to the region of Tarnopol the 
country was full of long columns of 
fleeing Russians on which the Teu- 
ton field guns played with merciless 
slnughter. 

Gne story from Petrograd told how 
loyal troops In Kornilofl”s army blew 
to pieces on entire mutinous division 
wiih Its own guns. 

On the demand of the military com- 
manders at the front, the iirovislonal 
government lias again put In force cap- 
ital pnni.shnient for treason, w liich was 
aholi.shed at the time of the revolu- 
tion. 

However, this second gre.at niisslan 
slump, serious (hough it he. is not fa- 
tal. Kerensky and his colleiigiies are 
(hderinined to rid Iheir country of the 
(Jernian agents and their traitorous 
Itiisslan ald.s. LeiiiiK*. the chief of the 
laltiT. Is already under arrest, and It 
Is believed he will he either ex(*cnted 
as an agent of the German giaienil 
stuff or at least l.solated as iiisiiiie. 
Itiissians and their friends still believe 
Iheir new republic will emerge trl- 
iiiniihant from the chaotic eonilitlons 
that now hold It almost lieljiless. 

The “(inard of Death.” the hattulion 
of Russian woiniui rtilsed li^’ Vera 
MnlchkaretT. was in aetloii on Tuesday 
for Ihe first time, at Krevo. The wom- 
en fought well, guining the respect of 
the male soldbTs. 

No Military Success for Germany. 

Germany has scored no real mili- 
tary HUi'cess of moment for a long 
time. The Galician utTair Is not a suc- 
cess of arms, anil though the kaiser 
decorated ' some of his commiiiiders 
there, they gained no glory by the pur- 
suit of mutinous and ilisorgunized 
troops. Rather should Wilhelm have 
bestowed his decorations upon the 
spies who stirred up the lusubordl na- 
tion. 

In the Champagne region the crown 
prince liuricd his troops against the 
I’rench lines with the utmost reck- 
lessness all week long, but the only re- 
sult was tremendous losses for Ihe 
Germans, for the pollus were Indomita- 
ble and if now and then their line 
was bent, they counter-attacked so fu- 
riously that the Teuton could not hold 
his small gains more than an hour or 
so. In some places, especially on the 
Cullfornle plateau, the French ad- 
vanced their Hues considerably and re- 
pulsed all attempts to drive them from 
the new positions. 

Germuny’s hullabaloo over peace 
terms and Internal reforms has slm- 
lucied ilown to a dlsconii*nted discus- 
sion of Chancellor Michaells’ Inten- 
tions and policies, basisl on his speech 
to the relchstag. which Is universally 
admitted to have l>een ambiguous and 
’ even secretive. .<s has been said l>e- 
' fore, the poHti*‘al upheaval there 
I ihMsn't bring appreciably nearer Ibe 
end of the war. .Many of Ibe oppo.sl- 
i tion leaders and newspapers more 
than bint that the I'-boui campaign is 
really a failure lu that U Is not starv- 
ing Knglund. and they realize that Its 
couliiiuauce is reducing daily the num- 
ber of friends Germany will have after 
|ieace Is coiicludod. Hut the uiiiitur- 
I ists of I'russla can't let go of that 
1 weapon, and the masses of the Ger- 


man people, who have an astonishing 
capacity for self-deception, evince no 
desire to throw these militiirlsts out 
and save their empire from ultimate 
dl.suster. 

Siam Joins Kaiser's Foes. 

One by one Ihe snmiler nations of 
Ihe world are lining up with Ihe ene- 
mies of tlie kaiser and despollc inlll- 
tiirlsrn. Far-away Slam Is the latest 
iKhlitlon to the list. Germiin vessels 
in SliiiiK'se ports were seized and Ger- 
man cilizeiis were Interned. The In- 
fluence of every country that comes 
in on Ihe side of freedom and justice 
will he felt. If not sirongly now, at 
least after the war Is ended. The 
Tenioiilc economists well know thi.s, 
and even now are holding a conference 
on post-war conditions, seemingly still 
hopeful that their armies cun bring 
about the realizutlnn of that dream 
of a "Mil tel Europii" that would be 
self-sustaining and self-contnlned and j 
that would always threaten the peace 
of the rest of the world. The frus- 
tration of that hope Is the great ulti- 
mate aim of the allies. 

Representatives of the entente allies 
met In Paris on Wednesday for the 
purpose of determining the course of 
their future policy in the Balkans, 
which Premier Ulhot. who presided, 
said must be nimllfied because Greece 
is now ranged with the allies. The 
United States was not represented, the 
administration holding that this nation 
Is not .vet directly Interested In Balkan 
mutters. 

Food Control Bill Delayed. 

President Wilson's strenuous objec- | 
tlon to the senate amendment to the i 
food control hill creating a cnngre.s- 
slonal committee on expenditure.s for 
the war, and the determination of the* 
house to defeat the senate amend- 
ments, ennsed a delay In the final pas- 
sage of the tneiisnre. The prohibition- 
ists were hound to have r’estored the : 
"hone-dry" jilan for which the house ! 
voted. ! 

The entente allies l;eld a conference ] 
in Paris and adopted unanimously thi.s ' 
declaration: | 

"The allied powers, more closely ] 
tiniled than ever for the defense of the | 
people's rights, p.artlcnlarly in the Bal- 
kan peninsula, are resolved not to lay 
down arms until they have attained | 
the (*nd which In their eyes dominates j 
all others— to reniler Impossilile a re- 
turn of (he criminal aggression such j 
ns Unit whereof the central empires ; 
hear Ihe resiumslhllity.'' 

In ac(*ordunce witli the recommenda- ^ 
tion of General Pershing, the American 
army Is to he reorganized ou the 
French (ilan of conformation. This 
will cimnge a company from 150 to 
tnen, a regiment from l,8d0 to 3,- 
(MX) men. and a division from 28,500 to 
approximately 17,000 men. 

The government Is planning a sys- 
tem of war Insurance that will pre- 
clude tlie estahlishlng of pension rolls 
as a result of this war. It Is proposed 
that every man In the army, navy and 
marine corps sliull he entitled to In-sur- 
ance ranging from $1,000 to $10,000, 
paying a premium of $8 a thousand, 
the insurance being assumed by the 
government In lieu of pensions; In ad- 
dition, Ihe families and other depend- 
ents will be provided for by allottneuts. 

Uecniltlng was given a big boost 
Inst week, partly by Ihe Hnnouncement 
that drafted men would not be accept- 
ed us volunteers after they were called 
before the exemption hoards, and part- 
ly hy the concerted cunipulgii of tha 
American and British recruiting ofll- 
cers. The British mission Is obtaining 
large numbers of enlistments In (!'hl- 
cago. New York and other large cities. 

Despite the tremendous finuucial 
drain on the country due to war ex- 
penditures and In the fu<‘e of fervid 
protests froiu Senators Borah. Ken- 
yon, King and a few others. Ihe sen- 
ate (lassed the annual rivers and har- 
bors bill, currying an appropriation of :

By a Local Expert. { 

Now is the time the garden is apt 
to dry out ao that the plants wilt 
down daring the day. Keeping a 
dust mulch by constantly stirring the 

0011 will help save the soil moisture. 

After showers .(something that 

seems to be nissing thie year) culti- 
vate or hoe so as to save the water 
•nd alao prevent a bard crust from 
forming. 

Watch the late cabbage plants for 
the cabbage wot ms. These are so 
near the color of the leaf that one 
has to look closely to find them. 
Where one has only a few plants 
they may be hand picked. 

Arsenate of lead may be sprayed 
on the cabbages until they have 
formed a good sized head — then 
hellebore can be used safely. 

In spraying with arsenate of lead 
add resin soap — one pound to fifteen 
gallons water, other wise the spray 
will not stick to the leaf surface. 

Warm weather like this brings out 
the squash bugs. Look on the un- 
der side of the leaves for the egg 
masses. These should be crushed 
to destroy them. 

Too much emphasis can not be 
put on thinning beets, carrots, pars- 
nips, onions, etc. They must have 
room if expected to mature to any 
size. 

Some potato plants are bothered 
with the potato aphis. To date I 
have seen no plot that seemed to be 
seriously affected. “Black leaf 40” 
diluted ns given in the directions or 
Kerosene emulsion diluted about 1 to 

12 will help control this pest. 

It will pay to keep spraying the 
cucumber plants with bordeaux to 
help control blight. Keep the cu- 
cumbers picked off and the plants 
will continue to bear better. 

Don’t let the summer squasLca get 
liard before you pick them. If ctrt 
when young and soft they will be 
very good to eat and the plants will 
continue to bear better. 

Now is a good time to can string 
beaus^ for use next winter, as the 
price on both the wax and green 
string beans is very low al present. 

Irish Cobler potatoes which were 
planted fairly early ought to furnish 
some of a table size now. I have 
been digging enough for my own 
table use for the last few days. Dig 
only as you use them ns those in the 
ground will continue to grow as long 
as the tops remain green. 

It is beat to pick string beans in 
the afternoon or early evening so as 
not to cause the plants to rust. 
Lettuce, cucumbers, swiss chard, 
peas, etc. will be much better if 
picked in the morning before tlie sun 
is too hot.

The Kaiser’s Secret 
Trip to the Hague. 


! NB May moralng in 1907 I was 

1 walking on the terrace of the 
1 f Castle of Halberg, at that 
' time In the possession of the 

late Freiherr von Stamm, whom the 
emperor often vlslteiL 

I think, however, that oar host be- 
came secretly irritated at the frequent 
visits of his imperial guest, for certain- 
ly what with the establishment of the 
•pecial telegraph to Berlin and a spe- 
cial post office, and the finding of ac- 
commodation for the crowd of person- 
al attendants, each visit must have 
cost poor old Von Stamm a consider- 
able amount. 

I bad already been busy upstairs In 
the room allotted to me, and had some 
out to take a walk In the warm and 
welcome sunshine, when suddenly I 
saw the emperor in a suit of brown 
civilian clothes striding towards me. 

> He seemed to be in a humorous mood 
and Joked with me as I walked beside 
him. 

Suddenly he halted, ns though re- 
collecting something and asked ; 

“QcItzendoriT. have you with you 
some of our paper fur important docu- 
ments?" 

"Certainly," was my reply. 

' "Ah ! then please place some of It 
with envelopes upon my table, and also 
wire to Berlin to send here ten cou- 
riers." j 

“Ten couriers?" I echoed in surprise. ! 

"YeH, ten. 1 may want even twelve | 
or more," 

Just before eight o’clock that night 
I was informed that the couriers were 
waiting below, and on descending 
found six of the Imperial messengers 
and four from the ministry of foreign 
affairs, ready to travel anywhere, even 
to the uttermost ends of the earth. 

A Stupendous Hoax. 

’ On Informing his majesty, the lat- 
ter banded to me about thirty of the 
great blue envelopes containing "docu- 
ments of the highest Importance," ad- 
dressed in his own hand to various of* 
fleers of state, princes, princesses, aad 
other prominent people In all parts of 
the empire. 

"These are to be taken at once, Helt- 
sendorff," the emperor said. "The meo- 
pengers are to bring us replies." 

"In every case?" I asked. 

•1 "Yes. In every case," ho answered. 

' Then I carried the batch of corre- 
opondence below, and much puzzled at 
the nature of this latest activity In 
private letter-writing, I handed them 
to the couriers, who sorted them out 
and distributed them among them- 
selves.

Old 
princes were awakened in the middle 
of the night to be handl'd a dispatch 
from tbe emperor; old princesses 
Jumped out of bed to receive an im- 
perial communication ; officers tore 
q pf fl tha envelopes eagerly expecting 


high appointments; the admiral of the 
grand lleot believed that war had been 
declared; and insignificant foreign di- 
plomats were under the Impression 
that the cmpcfor had at last deigned 
to notice them. 

The whole thing was a huge Joke in- 
vented by the kaiser on tbe castle ter- 
race, and the court and the imperial 
family were in fits of laughter over It 
for a week. 

A Measaga to tha tmparor. 

One afternoon when we were bock 
again at the palace at Potsdam the 
emperor was explaining to me a cer- 
tain order he wished carried out. Pres- 
ently one of the flunkeys entered with 
a private note for bis majesty. The 
emperor read it, and Inatnntly I saw I 
that his countenance grew pale and 
bis manner changed. | 

Be read It again, and then re-read 
It, his lips compressed, his eyebrows | 
narrowed, and his cheeks onduly pale, j 
Afterwards he struck a match and 
burned tbe letter In the grate. 

That missive no donbt (wntnlned 
some grave news, the nature of which 
I (Tould not guess, because he suddenly 
abandoned his work, and, telling me to 
meet him In the study at eight o'clock 
that evening, he strode out 

When be had gone ont I picked np 
the blackened tinder and examined It, 
but It waa so charred that I conld not 
read any word, though from the two 
or three marks of tbe pen I realised 
that It had been written by the hand 
of a woman. 

An hour later I learned that the em- 
peror bad left Potsdam. He had by 
receipt of that letter evidently become 
seriously pertnrbeiL 

I called the flunkey who had handed 
him the missive and questioned him. 
He bad received it from another serv- 
ant who had received It from someone 
else, until at last 1 discovered that it 
bad been handed by a young girl to 
one of the sentries on duty ontslde the 
palace, who In due course had aeot It 
In to hl8 majesty. 

While passing along one of tbe cor- 
ridors that evening I met bald-headed 
old Von Klupfel, who was at that time 
grand cbamberlala, and be beckoned 
me Into bis cozy room. Then, when the 
door was closed, he asked-— 

"What has happened? Tbe emperor 
has left Incoghito and all of a sadden. 
Tbe state ball tomorrow night has been 
cancelled.” 

"Cancelled !” I echoecL "Where has 
the emperor gone?" 

“Nobody knows — except Herman, 
his personal valet, whom he has taken 
with him.” 

“Curious," I remarked, thinking of 
the letter, though, of course, I told Von 
Klupfel nothing of it. Whatever tran- 
spired within his majesty's study was 
always regarded ns n strict secret. 
More than one serious family quarrel 
bad occurred there in my presence. 

"Well, something serious has cer- 
tainly occurred. That is my belief," 
declared tlie old charaherliilu. “ ‘Uncle* 
Zeppelin was coming to the palace to- 
morrow on a visit, and I have Just sent 
him a telegram to postpone bis Jour- 
ney."’

that I have to attend to. It would be 
as well to tell them at my office that 
I have been called to Hamburg. Can 
jron hear me?”

While It Is a little early to predict 
• qrhnt the Western Canada grain crop 
will orotluee, there Is every indication 
at the present writing that the 1817 
crop will give an excellent return. He* 
porta rwelved from all portions of 
Ifanitoha, Saskatchewan and Alberta 
apeak of good growing weather, a 
fairly adTane«>d stage of all grains, 
with prospects ns good as In the past 
two years. Should conditions con- 
tinue as at present, it is safe to con* 
Clnde tiint Western Canadian farm- 
•m, already free of debt, as a re- 
• cult of the splendid crops and prevail* 
Ing high prices, expect from this sea- 
aon'a returns to be in a position that 
will place them away beyond any fear 
•f the future. 

The acreage of Western Canada will 
be about the same ns last year. Seed- 
ing was somewhat Inter than ^ast 
year, hui germination was quicker. The 
only possitile drawback uow would 
■eem to be a scarcity of harvest hnntls, 
but it is felt by the nutimritles that the 
■Ituatlnn will be pretty well oared for 
by that time. 

Land values are Increasing, hut there 
Is room for a much greater Increase 
than in the past, owing to the returns 
that fanned land will give when com- 
pared with Its cost. In some districts 
land that could have been hncglit five 
years ago for $1.'» an acre Is changing 
hands at $l‘iO an acre, the seller satis- 
fied that he Is giving the purchaser 
good value for his money. And why 
not, when It Is known that In a great 
myny <iises during the past two years 
crops have be«>n grown on th^s land 
that have produced a profit of forty 
and fifty dollars per acre, over and 
shove cost of production. These cases, 
while not general, were not excep- 
tional. 

In addition to the lands that are 
offered for sale by railway companies, 
land compiinles and private indivld- 
nals. the homesteading ureas offer 
great Imlucemenls for those who are 
willing to do a little pioneering for a 
year or two. Hy that time settlements 
would come Into existence, and this 
means a condition similar to that en* 
Joy»*d by many of the older settlements 
of today — scbools, churches, railways. 
The land Is of higti-class quality, 
strong and vigorou.s, easily worked, 
and capable of producing the very be^ 
of crops. 7 

The demand for all grains for so^e 
years will be great, anil It will reoiAIre 
all the resources of man, beuat/ond 
soli to uie<>t it. That the price's will 
be good goes without saying, but at the 
present time then* Is someilmig more 
appealing than the lucrative prices 
that prevail. 'I'hat is, the desire to 
assist in winning tin* wor'id war. The 
man at the phiw Is doing/ his "bit,” and 
the spirit of patriotisrn that prevails 
will lead him into a broader sphere of 
action. No matter wkiere he may he he 
will look about Idm. that he may find 
land to further develop the country’s 
re.sourcc8. It Is yi»osslhle (hut his own 
atuto may furnW^h the land, in which 
case he will h.* (pjlek to lake udvan- 
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It in unllmitt^l quantity, us she Is vital- 
ly Interested! in largely increasing the 
supply of Wiodstuff which is nt*w as 
urgently nc/ded and is us vulnuhle as 
ammunitlonl to the allied countrl'es. 

The nppctal made by Mr. Hoover, 
United Stut/es eoiitroller of foods, and 
also by Ihifn. \V. .1.

The progressive farmer Is careful of 
the appearance of Ids farm. Whether 
this is because of tho fact that be 
knows It has an effect on the sale value 
of the farm, because of Ids personal 
pride or because of the influence of Im- 
proved funning methods and sanita- 
tion, makes little difference. It is suf- 
ficient that this tendency is in force. 
Naturally the appearance of the build- 
ings will determine very largely the ap- 
pearance of the farm. 

Some of tile best farms are built ac- 
cording to a definite plun wliicli prede- 
termines Just where each building Is to 
be placed, the type of building which it 
is to be and the style of nil 
of the buildings is made to con- 
form to H selected standnrd. The 
scheme mny even be carried to 
a conformity between liullding ma- 
terials used. The most noticeable man- 
ner in wlilch farm buildings may be de- 
signed to follow a selected style Is In 
the shape of the roof. The roof of a 
burn constitutes a large proportion of 
the total external surface and Its shape 
will, therefore, have a decided effect 
upon the appearance. 

There are throe principal types of 
roof which are used on farm buildings. 
These are the pitched or gable roof, the 
gambrel roof and the gothic roof. In

The gothic roof would be selected by 
the funner who wishes to make his 
tun ' appear distinctive. ButldlhRa 
having this type of roof are chameter- 
Ind by their neat appearance and In 
moat localities they are out of the or- 
dinary. This matter of appearance, to- 
gether with the strurturnl advantages 
already mentioned, are sufficient to 
rK^Rimend such a ham to any faitner 
who wishes to follow a plan somewhat 
different from the usual layout found 
on farms throughout -the country. It Is 
noticeable that the farms which are 
carefully planned usually are the large 
ones built practically In their entirety 
at one time. This fact Is to be regret- 
ted, since the smaller farmer. If he 
cares to do so, mny consult with the 
builder and building material denier 
and plan his farm In Just ns systematic 
u manner as that used for the largest 
farms. rrogres.slve building material 
dealers In farming communities in nil 
parts of the country are rapidly «4uip* 
ping their offices with nil kinds of lit- 
erature and various other helps which 
are at the disposal of the farmers. 
Builders who are interested in farm 
building construction are studying cata- 
logues, textbooks and building Jour- 
nals BO that they will be fitted to offer 
useful suggestions to the forwers who 
come to them for advice on building 
subjects. This building service need 
not be limited to the fanner who is 
planning a new farm. It Is Just ns use- 
ful In the development of n farm which 
has been established and is growing 
beyond the limits of Its present facili- 
ties. The advice to farmers — all farm- 
ers — la, then, to make friends with the 
builder and the building material deal- 
er In the nearby town. Ho can serve 
you and his service mny save you 
money on your improvements. 

Coming back a|| the gothic roof Fam 
shown in the accompanying Illustra- 
tions, let this structure serve ns an il- 
lustration of what the tippenrnnee of 
such a structure mny be. Clean cut 
lines are responsible' for the neat ap- 
pearance. The appearance of a group 
of buildings modeled as tills pattern 
may easily be imagined. 

This born is 30 feet wide by 42 feet 
long and it is arranged ns n horse barn 
with haymow above the stable. A 
building designed as n cow barn would 
be made n few feet wider In order that 
plenty of space would be available for 
two rows of stalls and three alleyways. 
The length of any barn mny be varied 
to Increase or decrease Its capacity, 
but the width remains constant. Win- 
dows lire placed rnlher high In the 
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selecting the style of roof for the 
buildings of the group, the barn which 
Is to have a hay mow should govern 
the decision. This liuUding should have 
a roof which will provide the largest 
possible haymow’ volume for every 
square foot of ground covered by the 
building, under ordinary circumstances. 
There might he conditions such that a 
large biiymow would he unnecessary In 
any of the buildings and then the style 
of roof would be wholly a matter of 
pc*r.soual taste, hasi>d on appearance 
only. Assuming that the large mow Is 
I necessary, however, the following facts 
are considered: The gniile roof pro- 
I vioes the least volume of any of the ^ 
! thrc*i» types inentii>nc>d for a given 
I height. The gamhrel roof furnishes a 
larger volume for the given height and 
the gothic roof gives the largc'st volume 
' of the thr«‘e types. 

The gable roof has no imrticular ad- 
vantages from the siruiiural stand- 
point other than the fact that its con- 
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cVaiiip sit***.."

strucilon is exci-edlngly simple. The 
gaiiibiel roof bus the advuuiage that 
lit is adapted tu the vurious luruis uf 
plunk fruiue construction, wliiiii is a 
tyjte of construction that bus replaced 
tlie heuvy limber uii<l beuui burns in 
many purls of the country. Its princi- 
pal advantages are ibui it requires no 
lumber liuviug a iliickm-ss greater than 
two iiiclies. It may be fruuicd by a 
small force of men bc-cause there qre 
no exceedingly heavy mc-mbers to be 
raised into place and the hay mow 
space is unobstructed except for the 
. purlin jiosts and the main truss chords, 
which jiroject only a few fe* t Into the 
! mow. The gothic roof may likewise be 
c-Ias.sed as a plunk frame structure. 
There Is absolutely no obstruction of 
any sort in the mow uf a gothic roof 
bam. When properly braced with 
Jiagoual strips spiked and bolted 


horse barn, hinged to swing in at the 
top for ventllutloD. In tlie cow barn 
arrangement, when used us a dairy 
barn, the windows would be made 
larger and a special ventilating sys- 
tem would be Installed. 

There are eight double stalls, a box 
stall and a harness room showm on the 
plan. If the rapacity of the building 
were to be Increased, It would be 
lengthened in Increments equal to the 
width of a single or double Btell, as 
preferred, until a sufficient caifncity 
W’ould be obtained. Tlie harness room 
Is carefully inclosed to make it as near 
dust-tight ns possible. It pays to give 
harness a little extra care, during these 
dny» of high-priced leather. The cen- 
tral driveway Is nearly 12 feet wide. In 
case a concrete floor Is plnceil In the 
hntldlng this central driveway will be i 
of concrete, bur the floor In the stalls | 
must be liullt up nhove the concrete | 
with wood planks, wood blocks or some j 
otlier material which will not he un- 1 
comfortable or' cold for the animals to i 
stand or He on.

BUNGALOW GAINS IN FAVOR 

Btructura Haa Individuality af Its Own 

and Haa Leat Crudaneaa That 
Markad tha Karllar Typaa. 

The bungalow has pcactioally revo- 
lutionised the entire hullding plan of 
the country, from n home construc- 
tion angle. The structure possesses 
au Individuality of Its own which 
makes It a real home, not merely a 
shelter from the elemente. Bven an 
empty bungalow Is not as deaor’ed 
appearing as a vacant house of anoth- 
er type. 

Apparent crudeness of construction 
which was cliarnctorlstlc of the early 
typo of bungalow is practically extinct 
save at the seashore and sylvan cnnips. 
Bungalow-building has dovolopeil 
through many phases of construction 
In recent years, hut the bowlder con- 
tinue.s an effective ally of the builder. 
Well-piniined bowlder adornments, 
which are at the same time useful, 
ns in n wall or ohlraney, are always at- 
tractive and enhance tho beauty of 
the building. 

Popularity of the cholot type of bun- 
galow is easily explained. It Is not 
only unusually attractive, but makes 
an excellcut place uf abode. In tlie 
chalet type more room Is nllovved on 
the second floor than in most other mod- 
els, yet the low effect Is not lost and 
low porch eaves, which are among 
the real features of bungalows, are re- 
tained. 

Stucco bungalows hold much favor 
throughout the country. With a flat 
roof and with or without a comice 
this type of building is attractive. A 
low-pitched tile or other visible roof 
would be In keeping with the general 
plan o‘f a stucco bungalow. 

Bungalows built very close to the 
ground, with the first floor but one or 
two steps up, are also quite popular, 
especially when portions of It are over- 
grown with vines. Pergola posts, either 
of wood or stucco, according to the 
material used in constructing the bun- 
galow, when overrun with roses or 
other flowers, enhance the beauty of 
the dwelling. 

WARNING LAMP FOR AUTOISTS 

Red Light Near Base of Street Stand- 
ard Keeps Motoriata From Strik- 
ing the Support. 

An electric-light standtird In the 
center of a busy street in Minneapolis 
has a small red 
light mounted

Weymouth is to have next week 
a Prodace Exchange, which are ad- 
vertised for all Massachusetts towns, 
and are becoming popnlar. It will 
be on similar lines to the Public 
Market at Quincy, illustrated on the 
Gazette Picture page today. 

Executive Manager Kndicott, in a 
letter addressed to every food division 
of the city and town safety commit- 
tee, urcs g the immediate formation 
of community produce cxcliaugcs for 
tlic sale of foodstuffs that may else | 
go to waste. 

“ The work which tlie food pro- 
duction committees throiighout the 
commonwealth did early tliis spring,” 
he says, “is now heginning to bear 
fruit. So well and so thoroughly 
was it done and so many additional 
acres in the total have been planted 
in Massachusetts that many people 
will find they have surplus products 
to sell. In fact, today reports arc 
coming from all over the state that 
a lot of green vegetables are going to 
waste because of the lack of means 
for any surplus to find s market. 

“It is true that the surplus in any 
community could probably be sold 
locally, provided there was a well 
defined time and place to do it. 
Quincy has solved this problem and 
the Produce Exchange started three 
weeks ago has worked out very suc- 
cessfully. Other towns are quickly 
taking it up. I am sure that your 
committee can call to its a ssistance 
plenty of men and women as volun- 
teers to start a produce exchange for 
Wednesdays and Saturdays along 
the line of the Quincy idea and I 
cannot urge you too strongly to start 
such an exchange in your community. 

“The Quincy committee tell us that 
the marketmen and grocerymen in 
Quincy not only approved of the idea 
at the time it was proposed but they 
are backing it up now — say it is one 
of the best community affairs ever 
started. People from the outlying 
districts come in with their surplus 
produce, sell it, spend their money in 
the stores and markets, and it has 
helped their trade rather than hurt it. 

“My suggestions for starting are 
as follows : 

“First — Get the town officials, the 
marketmen and the grocers, some of 
the larger and smaller producers, to 
meet with your committee to take up 
the question of a community produce 
exchange. 

“Second — Get one or more indi- 
viduals to underwrite the expense. 
(The city council of Quincy voted 
fSOO, yet the committee has spent to 
date only filOO. ) The final expense, 
of course, if properly bandied, would 
be zero, for the cost of doing the 
business is a small charge at best 
and is pro-rated among all doing 
business at the exchange. 

“Third — Pick out a live man to 
manage it. 

“Fourth — Get the woman’s com- 
mittee or some women’s organization 
to furnish volunteers to take turns 
Wednesdays and Saturdays during 
tlie exchunge season. ^ 

“Fifth — Get a central location — 
tlie town square, the common or, in 
the larger places, a vacant store or 
park space should be4>btained. Get 
a place where electric cars and auto- j 
mobiles pass. | 

“.Sixth — Advertise the fact through ! 
every possible source so that not i 
only the small garden surplus, but ' 
all fruits aud vegetables of tlie larger 
gardens may come to tlie exchaugc. 

“Thetiuiucy committee veport lliat 
the second Saturday 81000 worth of 
vegetables were sold. 'I’he second 
\\T<lnesday 8000 worth. Only on 
one day was there a surplus aud that 
in lettuce, owing to a very large 
ijuaiitity wliich liappened to come in.

Nar- 
row old gold braid Is sewed along 
the rod at the f«a)t of the ruffle, han- 
dles are muile by covering small rope 
with old gold satin and sewing the old 
gold hriihl over them. The hag is 
caught up at each side of the bottom 
with small gold tassels.

The fresh coconut la ao dcllciotia 
when carefully peeled and grated, so 
much superior to 
tho dried article, 
that it should be 
used more freely 
when It In In nca- 
aon and may he 
bought for eight to 
ton cents. 

Coconut Soup. — 
Put two quarts of 
good white stock Into a saucepan, ndn 
n half Icaspoonfnl of salt, one blade 
ot mace, two hoy leaves ond half a 
cupful of finely chopped coconut; sim- 
mer gently for one and a half hours, 
then strain and reheat, adding six ta- 
blespoonfula of rice flour mixed with a 
little of tho cooled stock, add two cup- 
fuls of thin cream and serve hot. 

A Jinlf cnpftil of grnted coconut add- 
ed to a cream plo or to a simple cus- 
tard, cither cup custiml or a pie, 
makes a pleasing change. 

Coconut Croquettes. — Put a quart of 
milk In a double holler, stir in a cup- 
ful of farina, a tcnspoonful of salt, 
and cook, stirring until thick and well 
cooked. Add a cupful of chopped co- 
conut, one tcnspoonful of butter, three 
tablespoonfiils of sugar and a half 
teaspdonful of almond extract. Re- 
move from the fire and let stand over 
hot water l.'i minutes. I'our Into a 
blattered imn to mold. When ehllled' 
cut in slices, roll in plenty^ of fine 
bread crumbs and fry In hot fat. Drain 
and serve wlTh n sw'eot sauce. 

Coconut Souffle.— Bent four eggs un- 
til light, add six tnlilcspoonfuls : of 
flour, a tcaspoonfql of baking powib-r, 
six talde spoonful/} of sugar, one teu- 
siKionful of orange, extract, one cup- 
ful- of finely choitffcd coconut and two 
cupfuls of milk. Mix cnrefnlly nhd 
turn Into n huttcredfflreptwf dish iur 
soop ns It Is set, sprinkle \yjth finother 
cupful of graU'd cocoput pud two ,tu- 
blespoonfiils of sugar. Serye hoj. 

Coconut Filling for Layer ACakfe. — 
Beat the -whites of three ej^s uhtil 
.stiff, add enough confectlqnefs’ sugar 
to make it of the consistency to 
spread, flavor with a little rose ex- 
tract and sprinkle It thickly with 
fresh grnted coconut. . 

Fondant stirred thick with coconut, 
flavored and made intd balls, la • very 
nice confection.

A FEW APPETIZING SALADS. 

Salads well combined, well seasoned, 
and well garnished are always a great 
addition to nn.v menu. 

Vegetable Salad. — Mix 
together well chilled, 
cooked string beans, 
thinly slloul, cucumbers, 
and shredded lettuce. 
Fur the dressing use 
three tablespoonfiils of 
olive oil, one tnblespoon- 
fiil of lemon juice, salt, mustard, pa- 
prika and red pepper in small ipiantl- 
tles, beat with an egg heater and 
place on Ice to chill. I*our over the 
vegetables just as they are served. 

Colli cooked carrots, cut In shoe- 
strings, cold string beans, with a few 
capers and mayonnaise dressing served 
on lettuce Is another good mixture. 

Orange Jelly Salad. — Dissolve one 
tnblespoonful of gelatin in one-third 
of a cupful of strained orange juice, 
and stir over the Are until well heated. 
Have ready half a cupful of nut ments 
coarsely chopped. Peel three ornnges, 
divide Into sections and out each sec- 
tion Into half. When the jelly Is 
ready to mold, pour n little of It into 
the wet molds, add soiih* of the nuts, 
and oninge sections, then more jelly 
until the molds are full. When ready 
to serve, tiirn out on crisp lettuce 
leaves and toji with a spoonful of 
whipped cream. 

Pineapple Salad. — Arrange slices of 
i canned pineiipple on Individual plates, 

, ))lace a whole marshinalhiw In the 
I center willi snmll pieces of mnrshmal- 
I low scattered over the iilni-apple, then 
! jiut a few ilicrrles around It, ami on 
I top of the marshmallow a tint meat. 
Over the top pour a rich mayonnaise 
dressing. To make the mayonnaise, 
pat yolk of an egg Into a cold howl, 

I add a fourth of a Icaspooiiful of salt, 

I a dash of red pepper, a fourth of a 
; teaspoonful of mustard, beat until 
I thick, then adil a half teaspoonfiil of 
l>ow(lered sugar and a teas|S(onful of 
I lemon Juice, heat well, then add a 
J little at a time the olive oil, w imn It ‘is 
; thick, thin with more lemon .juice or 
vinegar, ndillng more nil until two 
! tnhlesiMtonfuls of lemon juice or vlne- 
! gur anil three fourths of a cupful of 
oil are usetU 

Oatmeal rookies to he entirely 
' wholesome should have the oatmeal 
1 well browned in the oven before com- 
Mnlng It with the other Ingredients 
and If It Is the coarse large flukes It 
should he ground through the meat 
grinder before hrownliig. An oatmeal 
cook^ baked from twelve to flftei'ii 
minutes Is not well enough cooked as 
It is Impossible to cook oatmetl ouffl- 
clently In tliut length of time.

NATIONAL GUARD. 

The availability of transports is prob- 
ably the only thing which will prevent 
the men of the Massachusetts National 
Guard recently mustered into the Fed- 
eral service, leaving for the battle- 
front abroad late in November or early 
in December. This Information was 
secured from the War Department at 
Washington, and in the same connec- 
tion it was learned that the Bay State 
men will leave for the training camp 
at Charlotte about Sept. 1. 

In a statement Monday, General 
Clarence R. Edwards, commander of 
the Department of the Northeast, ex- 
pressed the belief that the order for 
the move to the South might be is- 
sued by Aug. 25, and his further an- 
nouncement that the department is 
only waiting for definite word that the 
camp at Charlotte is ready for occu- 
pancy before ordering the Massachu- 
setts regiments there is verified by in- 
formation from Washington. Reports 
received by the department are to the 
effect that two and possibly three 
weeks’ more work are necessary to put 
the camp in shape for the men. 

High military ofllclals at Washing- 
ton, as well as General Edwards and 
those who have the men under con- 
stant surveillance here, are agreed that 
three months provide ample time for 
training the MaBsaebusetts Guardsmen 
at the Charlotte camp. They are among 
the best trained in the country right 
now, and it is believed that they will 
be ready to go to the front within the 
three months prescribed. 

TO MOBILIZE AT QUINCY. 

It was reported Wednesday that the 
entire 5th regiment, which includes K 
Company of Hingham. may be mobil- 
ized at Merrymount Park, Quincy, to- 
day or Saturday. 

Pour companies of the 5tb Regiment 
were mustered into the Federal serv- 
ice Tuesday by Capt. McGrath, U. S. 
A., Cos. B and H, Somerville, the Head- 
Quarters Company and the Supply 
Company, at the armory on Bunker 
Hill street, Charlestown. 

Many of the enlisted men were ex- 
empted from service Wednesday, be- 
cause of having dependents. 


The Selectmen have received an 
answer to their enquiry at the Adjti- 
tnnt General’s office, relative to Wey- 
mouth’s Civil War quota. Adjutant 
General Stevens says: ‘‘It appears 
from the returns of the Town Clerk 
of Weymouth, that Weymouth fur- 
nished in all, 918 men under the var- 
ious calls. The quota for Weymouth 
was 880, thirty of the 918 men fur- 
nished were commissioned as officers. 
In addition to the above, 87 Naval 
credit were made to Weymouth.” 

At the recent meeting of the Rose 
Cliff Association, the president, 
Clarence Burgin, was requested to 
ask the Selectmen to “regrade and 
construct C liff street so that the sur- 
face water would not wash the street 
during every rainfall, as is the case 
at the present time. This street has 
quite a grade and should be so built 
that the surface water would run in 
gutters, then the service when once 
placed in proper condition would re- 
main BO and give the residents some 
oemforts and safety in travelling up 
ai^ down the bill.

I mending that he put it in safe and 
passible condition. The appropri- 
ation for streets will not however 
permit of any large expenditure this 
year.

If thor* arc Importaat rcasona why 
t aoldirr In enmp nr In hnrracks should 
Ittok to his health, these reasons are 
liifliiltely more Important when on the 
marrh. For If a sick soldier Is a draht 
on the reirimentnl resources while In 
camp, In the field, If he has to he car- 
ried In an amhulance, or sent hack to 
the hospital In the core of another sol- 
dier, he becomes an utter encum- 
brance. 

It Is for this reason that the phys- 
ical examinations are now so exacting. 
In order to weed out all those predis- 
posed to break down under mnrehlnR 
conditions. Yet It Is not necessary for 
a man to be actually sick fur him to 
become a dead weight on a body of 
troops. If be does not take care of his 
feet, ho will become fully os useless. 
One half-inch blister may, for march- 
ing purposes, turn a six-fout soldier 
Into an Invalid. 

In the first place, the shoes should 
be fitted with special attention. They 
should neither be too wide nor too 
short. Sores and blisters should be 
promptly dressed during a halt. At 
the end of the march the feet should 
be bathed and dressed, and, If prac- 
ticable, the shoes should be changed. 
A soldier should under no circuiu- 
stances, however, go barefoot, for his 
feet would swell and give him In- 
creased difficulty as soon as be starts 
to march again. 

One of the points which cannot be 
emphasised too strongly Is that water 
should not be drunk on the march. A 
soldier may take an occn.slonni swal- 
low from his canteen, rinse out his 
tnoulh and then expel the water, but 
If he drinks outright — as he may do 
freely at the end of the march — the 
consequences are disastrous. 

One National Guard regiment on the 
Mexican border last year started upon 
a six-rolle march. The column was a 
shining succession of uplifted can- 
teens. Before five miles had been cov- 
ered, 29 men were stretched out by the 
roadside In collapse. Another Na- 
tional Guard regiment. In which the 
men drank without restraint on a hot 
march — even scooping up water from 
puddles, lost approximately two hun- 
dred out of the column on that day. 

A soldier should never sleep on the 
ground. He should always have his 
rubber poncho, or at least his blanket, 
beneath him, and, whenever possible, 
a bed of straw or leaves beneath pon- 
cho or blanket If the dampness of 
the soli entered his system, he would 
contract cold and rheumatism and be- 
come, as with all sick men, a heavy 
drag upon his organization. 

Just as it Is essential, for the sake 
of his health, that a soldier keep scru- 
pnlonsly clean, so for the protection of 
the general health, a camp or barracks 
must also be rendered immaculate. All 
trash, even small pieces of paper, 
should be swept from the floor of the 
lent or quarters, or “policed" from the 
company street. For trash breeds In- 
s«*ct8 and Insects carry dlsen.se. All 
pools and damp places near the camp 
should be drained, so that mosquitoes 
may have no place to multiply. For 
this reason soldiers are supplied with 
nios(]uito bars, as a protection against 
purveyors of fever. All camp refuse 
is either buried In a sink or burned In 
an incinerator. 

THE SOLDIER AND HIS COM- 
<RADE8. 

If the new soldier, before Joining the 
colors, has had everything much his 
own way at home, the first thing that 
be will discover when he goes to camp 
la that be counts fur just one Individ- 
ual In his squad. 

While In the family circle bo may 
have been 100 per cent Important In 
all raotten relating to himself. In camp 
he Is simply one of eight men who oc- 
<'upy the same tent. Theoretically, the 
oew soldier may know that be should 
obey uffleers and noncommissioned of- 
ficers, Including the corporal who lives 
In bis tent; but what be may not real- 
ize Is that In all questions not Involv- 
ing authority from above, be Is also 
circumscribed by the rights and privi- 
leges of others. The rights and con- 
venience of others as well as bis own 
must be thoroughly fixed In bis mind. 
It must be a process of giving and tak- 
ing all down the line. 

The ratio of the rights and conven- 
iences of others to his own. In fact. Is 
about seven to one. Klimlnating the 
cori>oraL whose position In the tent is 
orticial and paternal, the new soldier is 
entitled to bis share of the common 
rights and privileges — no more — and 
must ungrudgingly perform his share 
of the common work — no less. 

If the new soldier fulls to conform 
to these rules of conduct, not only w ill 
he be disciplined with odious fugs and 
details by the cor|M>ral, but he will find 
that his tentmutes instinctively league 
themselves against him. Thiy watch 
for every opi>ortuniiy to make life 
lrks»)iue for him. Ingeniously piling the 
w.irk upon him in deft ways which they 
will discover; and. if he is lncorrigll)le, 
they will find a chance (wheth*‘r it is 
proliihited or not) to toss him up in a 
blanket, or send him tlirough a s^iuad 
spanking maehiue. A s<iuad spanking 
muchlne oper..tes with' slats. .\nd if 
tlie new soldier has rendered him»clt 
obnoxious in the tent, he will find that 
the c- rixirul. If he does not actually 
assist In this treatment, will at least 
sanction it. 

lu short. It Is the easiest thing in the 


world for tbo pamparHI and 

tered new soldier from a home wker* 
he has been spoiled to get himself "In 
bad." Once "In bad,” It Is a long, ar- 
duous and contrite process to get ont 
And. discovering himself "In bad,” It 
he does not Immetllntely begin lo re- 
form, he win find that he Is a marked 
man, not only la his own squad, but 
to the squads on either side of him, 
and at length become the butt of ths 
whole company. In that case, his days 
and nights will be made wretched tor 
him. 

But If the new soldier, from the 
start. Is cheerful, agreeable, alert, will- 
ing at all times to help In policing the 
tent — keeping his own effects In order 
and the common space and property 
clean — always ready to respond to de- 
tails, and never forgetful of the fact 
that he Is but one of seven privates 
with equal duties and rights, he will 
have nothing to worry about from his 
companions. 

HOW TO DISTINQUISH RANK. 

It would be useless for the new soldier 
to know the courtesies he must pay to 
rank unless he knows how to distin- 
guish such rank. He must know the 
marking which designate the officer 
and the noncommissioned officer, and 
he must also know the general symbols 
of the service. 

The corporal, the lowest rank of 
noncommissioned officer, wears a pri- 
vate's uniform, with chevrons on his 
arm. A corporal’s chevrons consist of 
two parallel stripes of cloth in the 
shape of a triangle without a base, 
with slightly curving sides. The chev- 
rons, In the olive drab uniform, are 
of a different shade of brown, while 
on the blue army uniform they are of 
the color which dlstingtilshcs the cor- 
poral's particular branch of the serv- 
ice. 

The sergeant, next In rank, wears 
chevrons of three stripes; while the 
first sergeant, chief noncommissioned | 
officer of the company, wears a chev- | 
run of three stripes, with a square in 
the center. 

The second Ileatenant, In olive drab, 
Is marked by the difference between an 
officer’s and a private’s uniform — that 
is, be wears leather or wool puttees. 
Instead of canvas leggings; there is 
a stripe of brown braid around the caff 
of his coat, and he wears the officers’ 
hatband, a snake-cord of black and 
gold strands. The first lieutenant 
wears one sliver bar on each shoulder. 
The captain has two silver bars on 
each shoulder. The major has a gold 
leaf, the lieutenant colonel a silver 
leaf. The colonel is marked by a sll- ' 
ver eagle, and the brigadier general by ! 
one silver star on each shoulder. The i 
major general (the highest rank at 
present In our active service) is desig- 
nated by two silver stars. 

The officers’ Insignia presents a 
somewhat different appearance on 
dress and full-dress uniforms, el- 
tbough the marks remain the same, but 
as the new soldier who goes into 
camp now Is likely to see nothing but 
the field-service uniform. It would be 
confusing to burden his mind with a 
further description of officers’ shoulder 
straps. j 

It is e.ssentlal. however, that he 
should know the colors of at least the 
three great branche.s of the service — ; 
Infantry, cavalry and artillery. The 
infantryman in the field uniform wears , 
a blue hut cord, which may be seen at , 
a considerable distance; the cavalry- 
man wears a yellow hut cord, and tir- 1 
tilleryman red. A troop of cavalry j 
rides with a guidon, a yellow ting, on 
which the letter and regiment of the 
purtleulur unit appears in white. Thu 
battery of artillery rides with a red 
guidon, similarly Inscribed.

Drive in Flanders and Make 
Big Gains. 

mm AT U-BOAT BASES? 


Good Work by the Russo-Roumanian 

Foroea— Teutonic Peace Move De- 
rided — Agreement Reached on 
Food Control Bill — Exemp- 
tion boarde Are Busy. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

After twenty days of the most tre- 
mendous artillery tire of the war, the 
Anglo-French armies lu Flanders be- 
gun on Tuesday a great drive that 
urou.sed the highest hopes for deflulte 
results. Great ma.sse.s of troops dashed 
forward uloug a front of twenty miles, 
overran the enemy’s flr.sl three Hues of 
defense between Wurnetoii and Ulx- 
mude and captured eleven towns and 
more than 5,000 prisoners. They 
crossed the Yser at many places, the’ 
engineering curp.s performing prodigies 
in the way of bridge-buildiug under 
lire. Tanks and airplanes played Im- 
portant parts in the terrific conflict. 
The Germans resisted stoutly and on 
Wednesday, when the allies' advance 
was checked by torrential ralas, tlie 
Teutons by fierce counier-altacUs won 
back a little of the lost ground. Next 
day tlie Hritlsli ugalti drove tlie Ger- 
inutis Imek, and iIh-ii tlie artillery re- 
sinned tlie tusk of lilowiiig I'riiice Ku- 
preclit’s men out of the .supporting de- 
fenses to wlilrli tliey laid retired. 

Generals Iluig iiiul I’etiiiii exeliaiiged 
telegriinis of eoiigrutuliitlon on tlie 
suceess in Fltindefs, and tlie kaiser, 
not to lie ouKlone, eoiigratulaied Ku- 
preclit on ids "great succe.s.s" and at 
once called a conieri-iiire in Hrussels of 
his coiiiiiiuiiding olllcers on tlie uest 
front and otlier otilclals. Tlie Gerniuii 
losses are reported to liave lieea tre- 
mendous and tliose of tlie allies eom- 
puratlvely liglit. Several Aiiiericaii 
surgical teams worked ou the tiglitlug 
Hue side by side with llieir British al- 
lies. 

The exact objective of this drive was 
not otilclully utiuoum-ed, but the peo- 
ple of the allied iiuUoiis lioped and tlie 
Geriauiis a.ssumed tliut tlie .\nglo- 
Freuch armies intend to (lusli along tlie 
Belgian coast uud force the (ieniiuus 
to ubundou their suinnuriue bases. 
Such a movement would also turn the 
rlglit end of tlie Germau line uud 
might well compel a general retlre- 
meut toward the Itliiue. If the allies 
could reach tlie Dutch border it Is be- 
lieved Holiuud miglit be persuaded to 
throw ill her lot witli them, a decision 
wliicti Germany evidently has feared 
for some time. 

Cendttiana in RuMia. 

The disorganized Uusslau troops 
continued their retreat eastward 
tbrougli Galicia, and at some points 
the pursuing Teutuua uud Turks 
crossed the Kussiaii border. However, 
there was a perceptible stiffeuiug of re- 
sistance l>y the , Slava, uud further 
north ttiey held their lines fairly well. 
On the Itouiuuniau front the llusso- 
Uouiuaulan army fought bravely uud 
successfully, making conslderahie ad- 
vances. Its good work may go far to- 
ward saving tile rich grain fields of 
southern ttusslu from the enemy. 

Meanwhile Kerensky and Ills col- 
leagues are working fast to avert dis- 
aster. Ttielr program, according to tlie 
ollii-lal new.-.pap«-r, is to restore the 
ariny’s [lower liy u clear definition of 
tile limits of Itussla's [u'eseiii iilieriy, 
tile taking of tlie severer.! and most 
iiit-rclles.-- measures for le-esialill'lilng 
mllliury disei|illiie, and tlie restoruiloii 
of tlie sliukeii aulliorily of ttussia's 
most di.siiii«-r'»lt-d and self-saeiiliiing 
ser\a.iits, tier otlii'ers. Hundreds of 
tiermiiu s|ii>'S in ltu>siaii uulfurins 
found iiiiligling wilti tlie soldiers tiiive 
liea-n exei'Uled suiiiiiiuril.v, and liie mu- 
tinous troop.s are ln-lng |>uiiisiied as 
traitor-^, it is now re[ioriid that Le- 
iiine lias es-'aped from Itussla, prolia- 
Idy i-i tieruiany through Finlund and 
.'>w«-d<-n. 

ituasiau seeret service agents report 


that Hlndenburg, having prepared for 
the Giilielau affair with the aid of Ids 
spies, promised the kui.ser be would 
put Itussla out of action within two 
months. But Kerensky, thougli lie is 
terribly linudicnpped and Is not a sol- 
dier, is proving himself to be a iiiucli 
greater man than the German chieftain 
and civilization still looks lo him with 
confidence In his ultiiiiute success. 

It was announced on Tliursdny tliat 
General Brussiloff hud reslgiu'd as 
coiiiiimnder In chief of the Kussian 
armies and that General KornilolT hud 
been made generullssimo, being suc- 
ceeded on the southwestern front by 
General Tchereralssoff. 

The licrolc conduct of Vera Hutch- 
tnureff's feminine battalion at tlie 
front has resulted in a |io|)ular move- 
ment for the formation of a great 
army of Russian women. 

Teutonic Peace Bunk. 

The beginning of the week was 
marked by the asoeusion of three large 
[leiice liailoons sent up by the central 
[lowers. One was piloted by ('huncel- 
lor Michaells, one by Couut Czeriiin, 
Austrian foreign minister, and one by 
the un-American correspondent. Ben- 
nett, acting for Michaells and Luden- 
dorff. The balloons went up swiftly for 
a time, but, being filled only with hot 
air, they soon came to earth again, the 
de.sctmt accompanied by the ironic 
laughter and cheers of the allied na- 
tions. The Imperial cliuncellor, to 
abandon the metaphor, told a vivid tale 
of secrek treaties between France and 
Russia booking to conquest, and I’re- 
mler Rlliat promptly branded him as a 
liar, l^ichaelis uttered a lot more 
cla|)trup about the wicked alms of the 
entente allies and “the Justice of our 
defensive war," and, tlirougli the un- 
American correspondent, gave out a 
mess of lilgh-souiiding [ilirnses and 
foolisli accusations, and declared the 
suliiniiriiie warfari* would coiitliiue un- 
til the Hritlsli raise tlieir lilockade. 
('zi'i’iiiii gave an Interview that sound- 
ed more reasouiilile, iiiiil a eou[)le of 
days later fi Vienna [)a[)er aiuiouinvd 
iiuilioritatlvely tliat Germany would 
gladly act upon [leuce overtures com- 
ing liy way of VIeunn. Tlie entire 
peaee move of tlie week, however, was 
declared liy Washiiigtou, Loudon uud 
I’arls lo lie liisliicere uud evidently 
made in the liope of slowing u[) tlie 
war [ire[mrutiuus iu America and tlie 
restomtlon of uutliorlty uud dlscliillne 
In Russia. 

Ou Wednesday tlie kaiser Issued two 
[iroelumations, to tlie Germau peo|)le 
and to the Germau army uud navy aud 
colonial forces. In which lie defiantly 
set forth Ills determination to prosecute 
to a successful termiiiutlou "this right- I 
eous war of defense," 

The German attempt to buuko the 
Poles with vague promises of a re- 
storeil kingdom has fallen through. 
Dispatcties from Berlin say tlie Polish 
legions liuve been disarmed aud in- 
terned, because the Germans found 
tliemselves confronted by a mutinous 
Pollsli army, while Austrian subjects 
enmlltsl in the original legion insisted 
on taking the oath to the new Polish 
kingdom as If Galicia were a part of 
it. 

America's Bubmarine Detector. 

The problem of the submarine Is 
still bolding first place in the consider- 
ations of the allied nations, for while 
the Oermuns admit the U-boat cam- 
paign Is not reducing FIngiand to star- 
vation, Admiral Jellico admits the 
submarine has not yet been mustered, 
and says until the effective antidote Is 
discovered the allies must couceutrute 
ou the building of patrol bouts and 
merchant vessels. Secretary Daniels 
believes the American navy de|iurt- 
ment has found a [ilun for protecting 
.\iuerl<‘un slii|iplng and it will be put lu 
<i[ierution very soon. Tlie deiiurtmeut 
is working on a giant detector wliicb 
Rear Adiiilrul Grant iliiiiks will bring 
liiiiiiediute results.

What CongrcM Is Doing. 

One month behind time, the adminis- 
tration food control bill was reporttnl 
out of conference wltliout tlie features 
that were olijectlonulile lo the presi- 
dent. Us eiinclmeiit within a week 
was cunfideiitly predlctetl. The chief 
features that were eliminated were tlie 
congresslonul war expenditure com- 
mittee and the three-member food con- 
trol liourd. The [irlce-Hxlng and con- 
trol [irovisions were greatly restrieted 
and tlie proliibitloii sei.'tioti is lessdras- 
lle. 

Partly as n result of the compromise 
on the food i-oiitrol liill, the senate 
adopted the !Sli«^i|iurd resolution for a 
national prohibition amendment to the 
constitution. The vote — 85 to 20 — 
would have been mucli closer hud the 
dry forces not consented to a provision 
that the umendiiient shall nut be opera- 
tive unless it is ratified by the states 
within six years. The constitutionality 
of that limitation Is doubtful. 

The dry leaders decided to await the 
December 8e.sHlon of congress before 
trying to get the resolution through the 
lower house. 

Another commendable action of the 
senate was the adoption of McCum- 
ber’s resolution culling upon the presi- 
dent to undertake to obtain the consent 
of the European nations allied against 
the central powers to the draft of tbelr 
subjects In the United States for the 
war. It Is believed the allies will 
quickly agree to this and that the plan 
will be In operation before long. 

The new war Industries board, with 
F'rank A. Scott instead of Bernard Ba- 
ruch as Its chairman, has taken up 
with vigor its work of governuieut 
buying nud supervision over the gen- 
eral liidu.strlal activity. Mr. Scott un- 
nouiiced that profit-making must now 
yield to patrlotl.sm, extruvuguuce to 
economy and selH.shness to service. 
Tlie reorganized shipping board also is 
speeding u[i and lu.st week it made the 
Soutliern [fine producers promise 
prompter delivery of tlie timber they 
liave pledged, for tlie board intends to 
liuild us uiany w’uoden sliips as pos- 
sible. 

The embargo that l.s designed to stiut 
off Germany's suiiplies of food and 
war munitions is going to have an ef- 
fect oil tile supply of shipping. Nor- 
way already lias proposed to place al- 
most its entire merehant fleet at the 
disposal of the allies and promised to 
export nothing but fish to Qerinuny if 
assured of rcceivlug American food 
products, and Holland, too. Is willing 
to exchange ships for food If the ves- 
sels are nut to be sent into the danger 
zone. Sweden and Denmark, It Is be- 
lieved, will follow suit. The effective 
ness of the embargo policy, however, 
depends to a considerable extent, on 
whether or not the shipment of food- 
stuffs from Russia into Germany can 
be prevented. 

The shipping board last week pre- 
pared to commandeer all American 
■hipping, and President Wilson Issued 
an order that bus the effect of cutting 
off steel exports to Japan unless Jap- 
anese vessels sre diverted to war uses. 

Exemption Boards Busy. 

The exsmlnutloD of drafted men by 
the exemption boards Is going on rap- 
idly and smoothly, and under Instnic- 
tions from Provost Marshal General 
Crowder the boards have tightened up 
on the exemptions. They have been 
told to keep In mind that the two 
things to be accomplished are the rale- 
Ing of armies and the maintaining of 
Industries. Meanwhile the federal and 
local authorities all over the country 
are rounding up the slackers 

Contiiiulug their work of co-operat- 
ing with the Germans, the Industrial 
Workers of the World stirred up vari- 
ous troubles for mine owners, lumber 
[ini'lucers and tliemselves, lu many 
Western localities. Some towns fol- 
lowed ttie example of Blsliee and de- 
[Hirled the disturliers, and oue of their 
leaders, F'raiik Little, was taken out 
and hanged liy masked iiieii at Butte, 
Muni. .Such occurrences, of course, 
must be tle[ilored — llieoretlcally. 

Tile governiiieiit cannoi and will not 
tolerate strikes tbiit tie up Industries 
ilial are vital lo tlie suci i'ssful conduct 
of I lie war. 'I'lils was demonstrated by 
Ilie i[uick ending of a strike of thou- 
sands of railway swiicliuien that 
started at t'lileago. Wlieii Ilie federal 
autlioritles took a tiund, both sides 
found tliey could yield points and 
1 reucli an uiulcuble agreeuieut.

Trautmann Affair 
Cause of Trouble

T he Trautmann affair was one 
which caused a wild sensation 
at Potsdam In the autumn of 
1912. I became Implicated In It 
In a somewhat curious manner. 

I chanced to be lunching at the Es- 
planade In Berlin, chatting with La- 
roque of the French embassy. Our 
hostess was Fran Breltenbach, a 
'wealthy Jewess — a woman who came 
from Dortmund — and who was spend- 
'Ing money like water In order to 
IwrtSfle Into Berlin society. As per- 
sonal adjutant of the crown prince, I 
*was, of course, one of the principal 
tguests, and I suspected that she was 
tangling for a card of invitation to the 
next ball at the Harmor palace. 

I Frau Breltenbach was lunching with 
sixteen guests at one big, round table, 
!her daughter Ellse, a very smartly 
dressed girl of nineteen, seated oppo- 
site to her. It was a merry party. In- 
tcludlng, ns it did, some of the most 
renowned persons In the empire, among 
■them being the Imperial chancellor, 
Bethmnnn-Hollweg, and that grand 
seigneur, who was a favorite at court, 
the multimillionaire serene highness. 
Prince Maximilian Egon xu Fuersten- 
berg. Of the latter It may be said that 
no man rivaled his Influence with the 
emperor. What be said was law In 
Germany. 

Fuerstenherg was head of the fa- 
mous “prince’s trust." now dissolved, 
but of that time, with Its capital of 
S.V)0.000,000. It was a great force In the 
German commercial world. Indeed, 
such a boon companion was he of the 
kaiser's that an august but purely dec- 
orative and ceremonial place was actu- 
slly Invented for him colonel mar- 
shal of the Prussian court, on excuse 
to wear a gay uniform and gorgeous 
decorations, as befitted a man who, 
possessing a hundred millions, was an 
Important asset to the emperor In bis 
deep-laid scheme for world power. 
Young Man Across tho Room. 

That merry luncheon party was tho 
prologue of a very curious drama. As 
we chatted I noticed that far across 
the crowded room, at a table set In a 
window, there sat alone a dark-haired, 
sallow, good-looking young civilian, 
who was eating his lunch In a rather 
bored manner, yet bis eyes were fixed 
straight upon Ellse Breltenbach, as 
though she exercised over him some 
strange fascination. 

Half a dozen times I glanced across, 
and on each occasion saw that the 
young mao had no eyes for the no- 
tables around the table, bis gaze being 
fixed upon the daughter of the great 
financier. 

Somehow I felt a distinct belief that 
the young civilian's face was familiar 
to me. It WHS not the first time I bad 
seen him, yet I could not recall the cir- 
cumstances In which we hud met. 

Two nights later I dined with the 
Breltenbuchs at their fine bouse In the 
Alsenstrasse. The only guest besides 
myself was the Countess von Basse- 
wltz. and after dinner Frau Brelten- 
bach took the countess aside to talk, 
while I wandered with her daughter 
Into the winter garden, with Its high 
palms and gorgeous exotics, that over- 
looked the gardens of the Austrian em- 
bassy. 

When the man hud brought os cof- 
fee. the pretty Ellse comtnenced to 
question me about life at the crown 
prince's court. 

“How Inten.sely Interesting It must 
be to be personal adjutunt to the 
crow n prim e ! Mother is dying to get 
a command to one of the receptions at 
I'otsdum,'' the girl said, ‘'tluly today 
she was wondering — well, whether you 
could possibly use your Influence In 
that direction.'' 

In an Instant I aaw why I bad been 
Invited to dlunera and luncheons so 

ofUa. 


I reflected a moment. Then I said : 
"I do not think that will be very dif- 
ficult. 1 will see what can be done. 
But I hope tha't If I am successful you 
will accompany your mother.” 

When I looked In at the court mar- 
sbal's room In the palace next morn- 
ing, I scribbled down the name of 
mother and daughter for cards. 

A week later the crown prince and 
princess gave a grand ball at the Mar- 
mor palace at Potsdam, end the em- 
peror himself attended. 

Frau Breltenbach, gorgeously at- 
tired, made her bow before tbe all- 
blghest, and her daughter did the same. 

I spoke with Ellse, and afterward, 
when I danced with her, I saw how Im- 
pressed she was by the glitter and 
glamour of the Potsdam court circle, 
and by the fact that she was In the 
presence of the all-hlghest one. From 
words she let drop that night as she 
hung upon my arm. I wondered wheth- 
er she was really as Ingenuous as she 
pretended. She was, I found, an ex- 
tremely discreet and clever little per- 
son, n fact which further increased my 
oiflclal interest In her. 

Questioned by tho Emperor. 

One night about two months later 
I had an appointment with Max Rein- 
hardt at the Dontsches thAter, In Ber- 
lin, to arrange a royal visit there, and 
after the performance I went back to 
the palace, prior to retiring to my 
rooms in the Krausenstrasse. The 
guards saluted as I crossed the dark 
courtyard, and having passed through 
the corridors to the private apart- 
ments, I entered with my key the 
crown prince's locked study. 

To my surprise, I found ‘'Willie" 
seated there with the emperor In ear- 
nest discussion. 

With apology, I bowed instantly and 
withdrew, whereupon the kaiser ex- 
claimed : 

"Come In, Heltzendorll ; I want yon.” 
Then he cast a quick glance at the 
young man, who had thrown himself 
In a lazy attitude into a long cane 
lounge chair. It was as though his 
majesty was hesitating to speak with 
me, or asking his son’s permission to 
do so. 

‘Tell me. Heltzendorif," exclaimed 
his majesty suddenly, "do yon know 
this person?” and he placed before my 
gaze a cabinet photograph of the pretty 
Ellse. 

"Yes.” I answered frankly. “It la 
Franelln Breltenbach. 

"And what do you know of her?" In- 
quired his majesty. “You Introduced 
her and her mother to court, I believe." 

I saw that the emperor had discov- 
ered something which annoyed him. 
What could It be? 

At once I was compelled to admit 
that I had set down their names for 
invitation, pnd, further, I explained all 
that I knew about them. 

“You are certain you know nothing 
more?" asked the emperor. “Under- 
stand that no blame attaches to you.” 

I assured hlin that I had revealed all 
that I knew concerning them. 

“Hold no further communication 
with either mother or daughter," his 
majesty said. “Leave for Paris by the 
eight o’clock train tomorrow morning, 
and go to Baron von Steinmetz, the 
chief of our confidential service in 
France.” 

Then, turning to the crown prince, he 
said : “You have his address." 

“Yes." said the younger man. "He 
Is passing ns Monsieur Felix Reumont, 
and Is living at 114 bis. Avenue de 
Neullly, close to the Pont.” 

I scribbled the name and address 
upon the back of an envelope, where- 
upon hts majesty aald : 

"Carry my verbal orders to Stein- 
metz, and tell him to act upon the or- 
ders I sent him by courier yesterday. 
And you will assist him. He will ex- 
plain matters fully when you arrive." 

Then, crossing to the crown prince’s 
writing table, his majesty took a large 
envelope. Into which he placed tbe pho- 
tograph with several papers, and 
sealed them with the crown prince's 
seal. 

"Give this to Von Stelnmetx from 
me," his majesty said. * 

I bowed as I took It from his majes- 
ty’s band, my curiosity naturally ex- 
cited regarding Frau Breltenbach and 
her daughter. What, I wondered, was 
In the wind? 

“And. Beltzendbrff, please report to 
me.” remarked the heir, still lounglog 
lazily In the chair. 

Bowing. I took leave of my Imperial 
master, and next morning at eight 
o'clock, set out upon my misaloo. 

Baron van Steinmetz. 

I found the Baron von Steinmetz liv- 
ing In a gurtd-sized bouse in the Ave- 
nue de Neullly. not far from the bridge.

“Why. I don’t understand. But his 
majesty told me that you would ex- 
plain. The young lady and her mother 
are friends of mine." 

"Exactly. That’s Just it!" he ex- 
claimed. “You apparently know but 
little of them — eh?— or you would not 
call them your friends!" 

These words surprised me. but I was 
the more astounded when be contin- 
ued ; 

“Ton of course know of those dis- 
graceful anonymous letters which have 
been continually arriving at conrt— of 
the emperor’s fury concerning them.” 

I replied in the affirmative, for, aa a 
matter of fact, for the past three 
month.s the whole conrt had been flood- 
ed with most abnsive and disgraceful 
correspondence concerning the cama- 
rilla that bad again sprung op around 
the kaiser.

Both mother nnd dntighter, however, 
kept their own counsel, met Seeliger 
next day, nnd wntebed. subsiMjuently 
learning, to their surprise, Ihnt he wns 
the son of General von Trautmann, 
nnd, further, that he had ns a friend 
one of the personal valets of the em- 
jteror, from whom, no do»ibt, he ob- 
tained his Inside luforumtlon about 
persons at court.

BUILT FOR KING’S DAUGHTER 

Famous French Road Constructed by 
Louis XV to Rsndor Travel 
Mors Easy. 

The high road running along the 
edge of tbe plateau of Cruonne, 
France, frequently mentioned in tho 
official communiques during the second 
battle of the Aisne, and which is going 
down, to history under tbe name of the 
“Chemin des Dames,” (the ladles’ 
way), dates from the time of Louis , 
XV. 

This road, beginning at the Parls- 
Maubeuge road, about ten miles north- 
cast of Sols.son8, crosses the plateau 
of Cruonne, a distance of about twelve 
miles, then descends into the valley of 
the Ailette to cro.ss the Vuuclerc 
woods to tbe domain of the ancient 
chateau of Dove, near Bouconvllle, 
where the Princess Adelaide, Sophie 
and Victolre, daughters of Louis XV, 
visited one of tbelr ladles of honor, 
Mme. de Narbonne, every summer. 

The roads of the region were de- 
testable, Out of consideration for the 
princesses u new paved road was built 
along the crest of the plateau and from 
that fact it derives tbe name of the 
“Chemin des Duiues."

In fact, some of the early 
homes contained parts which were 
built In England and carried over 
here In ships. The typical Colonial 
house Is a wide structure with a sim- 
ple roof, the surface of which Is usu- 
ally broken up with a number of small 
dormers, spaced symmetrically. The 
entrance Is at the center of the build- 
ing. A hall extends back from thhs en- 
trance, dividing the first floor into two 
sets of rooms. 

• A house modeled closely after the 
Colonial sf.vle can hanlly be successful- 
ly built on a lot less than 100 feet 



“sf.vle." Any architect who has the 
requisite skill may produce a house 
which embodies un architectural style 
of his own conception, but It Is hardly 
possible for any man to so design a 
house that it does not show the ten- 
ilency of some style already estab- 
lished. Perhaps the efforts of inex- 
perienced architects to produce some- 
thing original is accountable for some 
of the bouses lacking beauty, charac- 
ter and the evidence of common sense, 
which may be seen in almost any com- 
munity. 

The recognized architectural stylos 
are used with varying degrees of modl- 
flc'uUou, in house design. 

In the final analysis, it is the degree 
to which sunlight, the gift of nature 
wlik'h makes life possible, is utilized 
which determines the beauty of the 
house. Sunlight makes it possible for 
us to utilize color in the bt-autificatlon 
of the home. Sunlight casts the shad-

ow* which are a very Important fac- 
tor in the artistic scheme of the home. 
Thus nature has furnished the basis, 
light, tif architectural or any other aje 
Iilicutiou of heauty, uud it remains fur 
man to supply the remaining factor, 
form. 

The greatest success is ordinarily 
attained in simplicity. The great 
muster in the fine arts si>euds years of 
his life in attaining i>erfectlou in Uie 
•imple things and It is not uncomimm 
luit the masterpiece which crowns hi- 


wide. The small house may he de- 
signed to follow this style, however, in 
such u manner that It will appear well 
on a lot very much more narrow than 
this. It requires freedom in following 
the style and extreme simplicity of out- 
line. The example shown in the Illus- 
trations is not u true Colonial type, 
but it is in the class of small bouses 
designed for a fairly narrow lot and 
suggesting the Colonial style in its out- 
line and arrangement. The exterior of 
the house is finished In a simple man- 
ner, with wide clapboard siding, large 
porch with turned columns across the 
front and heavy outside chimney at the 
side. 

Clapboards were originally made 
wide because of the difficulty in cutting 
them out of the logs, fewer being re- 
quired to cover a given surface when 
cut wide. At the firesent time wide 
clapboards may he obtained and are 
used lo reproduce the uiipeurunce of 
these earlier siding hoards, especially 
in the Colonial style house where their 
use is most appropriate. 

The large chimney Is of brick and 
I tapers sliglilly above tlie first floor. No 
porch rail is used, w hich maki*« it pos- 
sible to easily inclose the porch en- 
i ttrely with screens or storm sash. The 
liouded windows with their shutters 
form u distinctive feature of the ex- 
terior. 

True to the typical Colonial arrange- 
ment, u hull runs hack through the 
center of the first floor to the stair- 
w)W'. Cased ojienlngs lead from this 
liull to the living room and the dining 
room. The living room is a very pleas- 
' unt room extending hack from the 
j Front along the side of the bouse. A 
j ilreidace is built into the outer wall 
' near ilie center of the rotun. The dln- 
' iug room, kitchen and pantry are situ- 
ated along the other side of the house. 
Tliere is u buffet in the dining room 
uud the pantry is fitted with shelves 
uud a work table. Tlie refrigerator is 
placed on the hack porch,. Iiut it is ar- 
ranged so that it oi>eus from the pan- 
try. The stair leading to the basement 
is entered from a passage between the 
kitchen uud the porch. 

The second floor is pleasantly ar- 
ranged. One large bedroom uituve the 
liviug room is espeelully pleasant. 
Tliere is a fireplace in this room. The 
i-luset is lighted by u front window. 
Two other liedrokms are provided oa 
this floor. The bath is large and flt-

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SITE MAHER OF IMPORTANCE 


Should Bt Seltettd by Homo Builder 
Only After Many thinge Are 
Taken Into Conelderation. 

Rplcction of the proper *!tp, the one 
most adapted to the style of structure 
gnntemplated, Is a question of great 
importance to the prospective home 
builder. Many features should be con- 
sidered in choosing the location. All 
of the reasons why much care should 
be exercised In picking the right situa- 
tion have an important bearing on the 
enjoyment of the home by the occu- 
pants. 

Proximity to the hnsiness of the 
head of the honse and to transit facili- 
ties, schools and chnrch should be as- 
cortalned before a site Is decided npon. 
Other features to be considered are 
advantages from n publlc-fncllltles 
viewpoint — good streets, drainage, gas 
nnd water supplies and sanitation. 
Healthiness nnd beauty of lorntion, 
street lighting, privacy and general 
ehnrncter of the neighborhood are 
other features to he Investigated, 

Relation of the site’s value and sur- 
rotmdlngs to the proiwsed cost of the 
contemplated home should he consid- 
ered. Size of the lot should also 
greatly Inflnenee the style of building. 
The type of the home should he deter- 
mined by definite condittons, In which 
the character of the site nnd surround- 
ings are of predominating Importance. 

While a prospective builder may 
have In his imagination nn adaptation 
or reproduction of a period design, it 
is very frequently unwise to permit 
snch nn Imn^nntlon to be the deciding 
factor ns to what design a home should 
represent. Errors In construction are 
often made through . placing a repro- 
duced design in on Inappropriate set- 
ting, where n uniquely constructed 
dwelling Is entirely out of place with 
Its surroundings. 


CITY PLANTS SHADE TREES 

Women of Oakland, Cal., Aid Superin- 
tendent of Parka in Beautifica- 
tion of Reaidenee Streets. 

All of the big residential streets In 
Oakland are to be planted with shade 
trees, according to Lee S. Kerfoot, su- 
perintendent of parks. He will be as- 
sisted in the matter by local society 
women. 

The plan had its inception ot after- 
noon teas and other social gatherings 
where society women qiet The sub- 
ject of lining the residence streets 
with trees of uniform growth and 
species was often discussed, and a 
committee appointed to take the mat- 
ter up. 

According to the park superintend- 
ent, the plan is to use trees grown 
by the city in its conservatories in 
Lakeside park. Poplars, willows and 
eucalytus will probably be used, and 
no two varieties will be planted on 
any one street.

LIABILITY NUMBERS 
OF FIRSHHOUSAND 

All In List May Be Summoned For Examination 

To Fill First Quota 


Many excinptions for various 
causes will make it necessary to 
summon many more to take the 
examination for military service under 
the first quota. 

Aliens cannot be pressed into 
service against their wishes, and 
there were 27 of these in the 166 
summoned for the first day — Wednes- 
day — of whom 10 were from Wey- 
mouth. 

Only a small percentage is ex- 
pected to pass the physical examin- 
ation, and if successful they, may 
claim exemption for various causes. 

An Extra edition of the Gazette- 
Transcript on Saturday will^ print, 
if possible to obtain the information 
from the Exemption Board : 

1 . — A list of persons called into 
the service of the LJnited States, not 
exempt or discharged. 

2. — A list of persons exempted or 
discharged from the^ service of the 
Unit^ States.

Am glad to see that one of our Se- 
lectmen has come ont strongly in fa- 
vor of a public bath house or bathing 
place, properly attended. This idea 
has been put before the townspeople 
over and over again. For a numiier 
of years articles in a town paper have 
called the public attention to tl^ 
necessity of a public bathing place. 

The attention of the Weymouth 
Board of Trade has been called to 
the matter, and articles calling for 
an appropriation for the same were 
presented to tliat body which voted 
to see that the same were placed in 
the town warrant. 

The writer has served on com- 
mittees wliosc duty was to look into 
the matter of bathing places and the 
committees liavc reported liaok, that 
land was availalilc at Norili Wey- 
at cxhorl)itanl prices, and of no 
nvailalilc land at AVard .‘5 except one 
parcel that could be had provided 
the town would take a large estate of 
which it was a part. After reports 
were made, nothing was done, as is 
usual with most committee reports. 

After other committees at different 
times looked into tlie matter, the 
town at an annual meeting appointed 
the Park Commissioners as a com- 
mittee to again look into the matter. 
Looking into the matter will never 
give Weymouth public bathing places 
nntil the town means business, and 
goea at it in a business like manner 
with the cash to pay the bill, and 
that is up to the voters. 

Everybody admits that we should 
have public bathing places, properly 
attended, but that is as far as they 
will go. The town, owns streets at 
North Weymouth that extend to the 
waters edge where a bath bouse can 
be built. No doubt but what land 
can be taken by the town for this 
purpose by right of “eminent do- 
main.” 

If Mr. Kelley wants to give the 
what it needs and should have, be 
can do it by seeing that proper arti- 
cles are placed in the next town war- 
rant calling for a sum of money large 
enough to pay the bill. 

He can see that the Appropriation 
Committee are made to see the value 
of such a needed thing, and persuade 
that body to forget the “no action” 
recommendation and report in favor.

TURNING THE SQUAD COM- 
PLETELY ABOUT. 

We now rrttirn to the sound for fur- 
ther liislrurtioii therein. “8quud 
.^<ht," which wns explained In the thir- 
teenth article of this nerlen. Is at once 
t inovenienf so (llOlcult and so Impor- 
tant — Important ns the hnsls for chanR- 
nit the front of n platoon or company 
.—that It would he henertclal to (to over 
t attain In pre|)arutlon for "siiuad ri(;ht 
^bout.” 

tn "squad riKht," the rlttht man on 
the fnnt rank, at the command 
‘MARCH !’’ faces to the riKht In niarch- 
ni; and marks time. He must cense 
ihsolutely to advance until the move- 
ment Is completed. If he Inches ft)r- 
tvard, he then censes to be a "fixed 
nivot :" and unless "squad rlitht” Is p«>r- 
•oniied upon a fixed pivot, the squads 
will not fit to(tetlier properly when a 
rolunin of squads swlnss into a com- 
aany front. If, however, the pivot man 
turna U(Mtn the fixed spot and marks 
ttzne, as he should, the various squads 
« company front will slip Into place 
ike boards with tongues and i;ri>oves. 

At the command of execution, 
•MARCH," the three other front-rank 
men oblique to the right, place thein- 
lelves abreast of the pivot man, and 
UHt-k time. They do not stumble into 
position in loose and sagging circles. 
ISsch of these movements should be 
l>ri*cl»e and roi'.Uary. Otherwise, the 
squad formation will be ns slack as 
die movement of the slacke.st man. 

lu the roar rank, the third man from 
Uie right (No. 3, in the "count off”), 
followed la eoliimn by Nos. '2 and 1, 
moves straight to the front until he 
tinds himself Immediately to the rear 
of his ftont rank man. Nos. 2 and 1 
place themselves behind their front 
rnnk men likewise. Then alt face to 
the right in marching and mark time. 
The other man of the rear rank — No. 
i — moves straight to the front, at the 
«lde of No. 3 for four paces and places 
limself abreast of the man on his 
right. Each man, as he reaches the 
new line, glances toward the march- 
ing flank — that Is, those still to come 
in to tho new line — while he marks 
time, and when the Inst man arrives 
m the line, both ranks proceed with 
•forward march" without further com- 
mand. 

For the guidance of the squad 
members, the movement has been 
worked out in six counts — at the quick 
time cadence of 120 steps a minute — 
from the command “MARCH.” In 
other words, if each man will perform 
his appointed task while counting six, 
inoluding the marking time, the squad 
will be ready to advance in' the new 
direction upon the sixth count. 

“Squads left" Is, of course, exe- 
cuted as above with the fourth man 
in the front rank as the fixed pivot. 

Now, in order completely to reverse 
the front of a company and the direc- 
tion of inarch, "squads right" (left) 
iiliout” is executed. At this com- 
nmnd, the pivot man (No. 1, front 
rink) ^executes “squad right” twice. 
He docs not, however, make this a 
eUtppy merger of the two, but .starts 
the .second “squad right” when the 
last man in the front rank on tlie first 
"squad right” has arrived abreast of 
the rank. They execute the movement 
la two distinct counts of six. 

The front rank moves then, as in 
"squad right." The movement of the 
rear rank, however. Is somewhat differ- 
ent from the same rank's ta.sk in "squad 
right." and this difference should be 
•arefully noted. Thus, In the rear rank, 
the third man from the right — No. 3 — 
followed by No. 2 and No. 1 In col- 
umn. moves straight to the front until 
««n the prolongi.l'.on of the line (qo 
laches in the rear of the front rank) 
til be occupied by the rear rank; 
< tiangps direction to the rlglit ; moves 
In the new direction until he, and Nos. 

2 and 1 also, are each in rear of his 
re.sjiectlve front rank man, when all 
f.iee toward the right In marching, 
mark time, and glance toward the 
oiarching flank. 

The fourth man marches on the left 
of the third man to his new posi- 
tion. and, as be arrives on liiu 
tine, both ranks execute "forward 
march" — on the second count of six — 
without further coiutuuad. 

EXTENDED ORDER. 

Everything we have taken up so far 
from "the school of the siiuad" except 
"t.ike Intervul" and "take distance," 
bas been "close order" drill. 

Close order Is necessary for march- 
ing, parade and disciplinary purtMises. 
hut in modern warfare — tliut Is, out- 
sole of a trench — a squad fights in ex- 
t-nded order. Even in a trench, the 
principle of the extendiHl order is maln- 
taiued ;.thut *i8 to say, the distance be- 
twe.'n rifles is iipproximutely the same 
as when deployed on Its skirmish line. 
«‘f nil the great armies In Europe, the 
liermans alone at the pr*sent time 
send troops Into liattle In ••lose oriier, 
or "massed formation," with the result 
that their casualties are appalling. 

Extended order, on the other hand, a 
characteristic of American troops. Is 
also uniformly practiced by tbe allied 
armies. The pur|>i>se of extenib*il or- 
•ler is so to distribute tbe men of a 
stiuad that they may work in unison 
and witliout serious reduction of the 
anioiini of fire ivbieh can be delivered 
friiiu a single Section of the line, but 
vho-h at tbe same time leaves sufll- 
cieot space between tbeiii to miuiim^e 
lue chances of their t'eiug bit. 

Even a machine gun v.ould not an- 
tUuiata a aquad in azieoded order 


I qaltc 00 ospedltloaalf to It could 41a> 
pose of one In close order. For not 
only does the extended order aeporato 
the men. but In that degree Increases 
their chances of escaping hiilleta, but 
It also affords them Infinitely bet- 
ter chances of finding cover while ad- 
vancing. 

To deploy "as iklrml.shers," which 
Is the descriptive command for extend- 
ed order drill, the corporal at the com- 
mand of execution, "march," apringa 
In front of the squad, if he does not 
occupy that position already. At 
a run. the other members of the squad 
place thcmsolvoa abreast of the cor- 
poral at half pace Intervals. Since a 
pace I.S 30 Inches, there Is 15 Inches 
of space between men so deployed. In- 
.stead of the four Inches of clo.se order. 

No. 2 of the front rank springs to 
(ho corporal'a lmnie<1la(e right. No. 2 
of the rear rank takes station to the 
Imniedliite right of No. 2 front rank. 
No. 1 front rank Is on tho Inimedlato 
right of No. 2 rear rank, and No. 1 
rear rank on tho right of No. I front 
rank. On the corporal's Immediate left 
Is No. 3 rear riink, who has No. 3, 
front rank, on his left, while on No. 
3 front rank's loft Is the remaining 
member of tho squad. No. 4 roar rank. 

In other words, with the exception 
of No. 4 roar rank. In extended order 
the rear rank men nil place th»*mselves 
on the riglit of their re.specllve file 
leaders, and each front rank man. In 
springing to the side of the corimral, 
leavt's room for the rear rank man of 
the snnie number to step Into his prop- 
er position in the skirmish line. 

If there are any extra men In the 
.squad (which aometlmcs happens), they 
fall in at the left of No. 4 rear rank, or 
at the extrimie left of the skirmish line. 
In moving, the entire line conforms to 
the corporal's gait, whether that be 
route step, double time, or still flust- 
er runiilug. Deployed as skirmishers, 
A squad does not keep step; but It 
must take pains to see that a space 
of 15 Inches Is maintained between 
each man. A common error is for the 
men to bunch after a few steps for- 
ward have b«>en taken. 

Inasnuieh us the normal Interval be- 
tween skirmishers Is one-half pnee, or 
15 inches, each man has practically 
one jmed of front. The front of a 
.squad thus deployed is ten paces, or 
25 feet. 

WHEN THE SQUAD IS ACTING 

ALONE IN EXTENDED ORDER. 

The squad in combat drill Is what 
might he call»*d a siihsldlhry first unit. 
The squad Is not the regulation first 
unit — tills Is tlie platoon (one-fourth 
of a company roughly speaking), as 
will he explalneil later. But within a 
platoon, a closer fire control Is often 
neces.sary, and to this the .squad organ- 
ization Is adapted. Particularly Is this 
•‘ssentlal to "firing by squad.s" which 
bs. under certain clrcumstancea. the 
most effective way In which the fire 
can be delivered. 

In addition, the sqund Is a most 
practicable unit for patrol and out- 
{)o.st duty, since It places a small and 
flexible holly of men In charge of a 
noncommissioned ofllccr for work 
which requires discretion and conceal- 
ment. This Is not to say that patrol 
nr outpost duty Is confined to squads, 
liut It Is often subdivided finally upon 
the squad basis. In any event, the 
sqund In extended order work of nil 
kinds has many occasions to work In- 
dependently, nnd It Is then that the 
ill.sclpline nnd sense of unity acqulr»>d 
in close order drill will Justify Itself, 
as well as obedlenca and attention to 
the corporal. 

When the squad Is deployed with 
other squads, the front ninl rear rank 
men place tliemsclves nhrenst the cor- 
poral at half-pace Intervals, as we 
have seen, hut when tlie squad Is act- 
ing alone, the skirmish line Is formed 
In the same way upon No. 2 of the 
front rank. No. 2 stands fast In Ids 
place or continues the march, as the 
case may he. . Meanwhile, the cor- 
poral placi's himself In front fif the 
squad when udvaiiciiig, nnd in the rear 
when halted. When he Is in line, tlie 
corporal Is the guide; when he Is not 
In line — that Is, when he advances In 
front of the s<|iiad ns Its coiiiiiiaiider — 
No. 2 front rank Is the guide of tho 
: line, and it Is the duty of No. 2 front 
j rank to follow in the tracks of the#or- 
I poral, with the rest of the squad guid- 
I lug on No. 2. 

^ The comnianii for a.ssenibllng the 
squad niay lie given either us "Assem- 
bly, MARCH." or by the corporal's 
waving his arm In short clrcli*s above 
his head. At the command, the men 
move toward the corporal, wlierever ho 
has taken his station as a base, and 
form upon him, in their proper plm-es, 
in close order. If tho corporal contin- 
ues to uilviiiice, they move In double 
time, form, and follow him. The as- 
sembly. while marching to the rear, Is 
not executed. 

It will he sc-tm that In dt-plojlng us 
skirmishers, the precise form of move- 
ment prescribed for close order drill 
is not adhered to. A miin iias more 
ease and latitude in currying out the 
movements. This is to make speed. 
While nu-n in close order are com- 
p«-lled to turn corner.s sliur|)ly and 
maneuver, so to speak. In nngb*s. In ex- 
tended order It would be inelllcient for 
I u niau to turn on uu angle to reach his 
position when be could make a strulgbt 
, cut for It. 

Yet this In no sense oullifles the 
i need for precision lu close order drill, 
without it troops would become bope- 
les>ly tangled Up, and without It also 
there woubl not be tlie uniformity of 
movement which would cause members 
• of u stjuud lu ex*endj*d ord*-r insLinct- 
I'el.v to cb'Mxe the tno^t direct — and 
in that s*-tjse, preciiio — ■chort-ciits in tbe 
b- ist iMisslble time, in fact, without the 
■•I »se order, tln-y couli! make no short 
cuts at all. for they wcijld not know 
where to turn in order t«) find their 
, places in tbs sijuaiL

I'liirty days after the 
date of Us approval it will he nnluw- 
fill to use food'itiiffs in the inaniifac- 
Inre of distilled heveruges or lo im- 
port distilled siilrlts for hevt*riige pur- 
poses, and the prt'sident will he em- 
powered lo coniinundeer for military 
pnrposi‘.s distilled Ibjiiors now liehl in 
hond and lo regulate or restrict Iht* 
Use Ilf foods in the maniifaclure of 
wine and ll••^>r. 

The senate also aibqired the con- 
fcreii 'e rcpiu l on tiie food survey hill, 
designed to sii.muhite production and 
to give the country iiiform.ilion on 
food n-sonrees, and thus the adminis- 
(ration's fooil control program was at 
last conipicicd.

OW completely we have put 
to sleep these very dear 
cpuslns of ours, the Brit- 
ish !’’ His Imperial hlghuess, 
the crown prince made this remark 
to me as he sat In the corner of a 
6r8t-class compartment of an express 
that had ten minutes before left Pad- 
dington station for the West of Eng- 
land 

The crown prince, though not gen- 
erally known, freciuently visited Bng- 
laad and Scotland incognito, and we 
were upon one of those flying visits on 
that bright summer's morning as the 
express tore through the delightful 
English scenery of the Thames valley, 
with the first stopping place at Ply- 
Qioutb, our destination. 

The real reason for the visit of my 
foung hot-headed imperial master was 
concealed from me. 

Pour days before he had dashed into 
«y room at the Marmor palace at Pots- 
dam. He hud been with the emperor 
In Berlin all the morning, and had mo- 
tored back with all speed. Something 
dad occurred, but what it was I failed 
to discern. He carried some papers 
11 the packet of his military tunic. 
From their color I saw that they were 
lecret reports — those documents pre- 
pariMl solely for the eyes of the kaiser 
tnd those of his oldest son. 

He took a big linen-lined envelope 
ind, placing the papers in it, carefully 
lealed It in wax. 

“We are going to London, Heltzen- 
dorlT. Put that in your dispatch box. 

I may want it when we are in Eng- 
land.** 

“To London — when?'* I asked, sur- 
prised at the suddenness of our Jour- 
ney, because I knew that we were due 
at Weimar in two days' time. 

“We leave at six o'clock this eve- 
ning," was the crown prince's reply. 
“Koehler has ordered the salon to be 
attached to the Hook of Holland train, 
llardt has already left Berlin to en 
gage rooms for us at the Uitz, in Lon- 
don." 

“And the suite?" I asked, fur It was 
one of my duties to arrange who trav- 
eled with bis imperial bigtiness. 

We'll leave Eckhardt at home,* 
he said, fur he always liuted the sur- 
veiliauce of the commissioner of se- 
cret police. “We sliall only want Schu 
ler, my valet, and Knof."

Navy Older Than Government, 

Tlie United States navy has tlie dis- 
tinction of heiug somewtiut older than 
tlie government itself, for nine mouths 
before tlie actual Declurutloii of Inde- 
pendence congress authorized the con- 
struction of two "natloiiul" cruisers 
uud appointed a committee to purcliuse 
ve.ssels to form the nucleus of a fleet, 
Witiiiu iliree mouths of its appoint- 
nieut this committee got togetiier 14 
armed vessels uud appointed a (ier.soa-

The preat American fence la comlnf 
nirnin Into Its own. 

Time waa when every home every- 
where (tainerl a aenae of aecluslon with 
the aid of post, picket or paling, hut 
in n'cciit yeara iheae have been con- 
verted Into firewood from one end of 
the country to the other. SnhurtMiii 
development nn<l the hroaOeasting of 
the “home beautlfur Idea had mueh 
lo do the ev«>lutlon. 

In nine r-asea In ten the change was 
for the b«‘ttcr. The fence had deteri- 
orated. From a work of art. in ninny 
Instances desigiuH) by the architect of 
the home I4 Inclosed, It heenme a mat- 
ter of unsiuhtly “plcketa,” and finally 
n solid, forbidding, ugly affair of 
hoards, oftei: unrelieved by any effort 
at decoration whatever. 

A new Interest in the fence, how- 
ever, is developing. It is nmnifeat In 
many famous suhiu'hnn colonies In the 
North, it has spread westward to wage 
war with the universal hedge. 

The revival prows out of the fact 
that few apprc<lHted the de<*oratlve 
IMissihllltics of the fence. The white- 
washed array of pickets, the forbid- 
ding hide<iusuess of the vertical rows 
of knotted boards, the equal unlovell- 
ness of iron spikes were not represen- 
tative of the id«>H. They were a de- 
generation born of an era of utilitari- 
anism. They deserve<l the ban that 
»‘aiiie to he place<l upon them. The 
fence rejuvenation has nothing to do 
with cither typ?. And yet the fence 
that is coming into its own again is 
not new. It is a revival from the best 
era of typical American domestic ar- 
chitecture when the Justly famous 
“American Colonial’’ type was evolved 
upon English foundations, but. with an 
admixture of originality which still 
makes the product noteworthy for dis- 
tinction and beauty.

space-saving articles of home equip- 
ment, lieeause tlie results obtained by 
their use in a very small house is very 
striking. ThVlr application to the lar- 
ger bouses is Just us elTectlve, if not 
so striking. Any house might hove 
one or more disappearing beds in- 
stalled as a substitute for the eitra 
bedrooms. Houses iiaving sun parlors 
nre not yielding tlie fullest return on 
tile investment unless Ibe sun parlor 
is also serving ns a sleeping porch. 

Tlie type of building whleh is se- 
lected will detennine largely to what 
degree economy of space can be cur- 
ried into tlie design of the house Itself. 
I’erlmps tlie griutest eupueity per 
sipiare foot of ground witliiii the foun- 
dation walls is possible with the so- 
called “■-qmire’’ tyjie of bouse. A 
house of tills tyjK* is very easily di- 
vided up into rooms witlinut necessary 
loss of usvfiil space. Furtliermore. 
tin* aiqiearanee of the square house is 
ultugetiier iileasing, us limy be seen 
from a study of the uccompunylug per- 
spective view. 

In the design illustrated, the walls 
of tin* lioiise proper are finished with 
stucco, wliile the sun parlor, porch, 
chimney and foundation wall above 
Die grade are Iniilt of hriek. In u house 
of litis size Die combiuutlon of stucco 
and lirick is striking. The color and 
texture of tlie lirlek surfaces may be 
selected with Die object of producing 
tlie efTei t wliieli is most pleasing to 
tlie owner, and tlie stuci'o is cuiialtie of 
various trealnieuts to bring out Die 
desired effect. 

The rooms are arranged In a very 
Iileasing manner, lu the large rece|>- 
tion hull an open staircase is built. 
Double doors lead off to the llviug 
rooms, lu the main living room a 
brick brcpiuce and two bookcase* are 
the most uitractivtt features. Glass 
doors having an oriiumeoial window on 
each side are placed between the main 
living room and Die sun parlor. These 
two rootiis give the houe-e a splendid 
basis upon whli|h a model home may 
he founded. 

The dining room and kitchen are 
connected !•> a pantry built out from 
the rear wall of the bouse between 
these two rooms. The arruugemeiii 
is very convenient.

Four bedroom* and a bath are pro | 
vided on the second floor. Every ro<m> | 
IS well lighted, of good size and fu' 
height. There I* a balcony above tli 
torch, the roof being covered win 
deck cloth and waterproofed.

nuals are used, or perennials raised 
from seed. The skillful use of lattices 
and trellis work is of great hid. The 
pergola requires taste and judgment, 
for effective results, and it easily be- 
comes a failure, from an artistic stand- 
point. 

These are merely suggestions. The 
subject, discussed in all Its pliase.s, 
would fill an eneyclopedln. Some very 
helpful books have been written for 
jiersons Interested in flowers, and for 
a ditalled knowledge of the subject, as 
well us for specific Instructions and 
suggestions, one cun with profit turn 
to these works for guidance and for 
avoidance of needless mistakes — and 
the beginner in gardening will make 
blunders enough, at best. 

Suggestion* for Home Builder*. 

Few* persons In planning the loca- 
tion of a house take into consideration 
the necessity of hnving the rooms so 
placed as to make them as oonifortable 
as jiossihle. Little heed Is paid as to 
whleh way the lot should face and on 
which side of the house certain rooms 
sliould be idaced. Fareful attention to 
wliat are considered for the most part 
as immaterial points In building locu- 
tion and design Is very Important and 
results in satisfaction after the house 
is hnilt. 

The lot should face either south 
or west and whatever else Is done the 
house must suit the ground on which 
It is built. Tlie dining room Is a great I 
factor, worthy of consideration, and It 
should he so planned as to have south 
or east exposures. If so located It will 
he warm In tlie morning sun and at 
other meals will be sheltered from the 
hot sun. 

Overplanting of Street*. 

There is no sort of tn-e grown that 
should be planted on streets as close 
as “5 feet to each other. It is not 
desiruhle, in any cose, that a green 
tunnel should be built or that green 
walls at street sides are deslraUe or 
admired by any. The Individuality of 
a tree is one of Its strongest traits or 
points of ( liaracter and It should have 
ample space in which to develop Its 
natural form and outline. Thirty-five 
•’eet sliould he fixed by law a* the mini- 
mum distance, and any street will, lu 
I few years, be well embellished if 
lie sort of tree is uniformly planted 
c distances of fiO feet apart.

Lawrence Brea, of Tera, Saakatche- 
wan, are looked upon as tielng atnongat 
til* most progressive fanners In West- 
ern Canada. They have had their 
"npa’anfl'flo^*.” and know what It 
la to be In tight pinches. They perse- 
Tered, and are now in an excellent 
Bnanclal position. Their story Is an 
InteresDng one. Coming In from the 
atatea they traveled overland from 
Calgary across the Dnttle river, the 
Red Deer river, through the Engle 
Hllla and on to Battleford. On the 
way their horses were stolen, but this 
did not dishearten them. They had 
oome money, with which they ^ught 
more horses, and some provisions. 
When they reached Battleford they 
had only money enough to pay their 
ferriage over the Saskatchewan river, 
and this they had to borrow. It w'bs 
In 1906 that they filed on homesteads, 
having to sell a shotgun for ten dol- 
lars In order to pet sufllclent money to j 
do so. Frank Lawrence says : 

“Since that time we have acquired 
altogether a section and a half of 
land, in addition to renting another 
three qunrter.s of a section. If we 
had to sell out now we could probably 
realize about SfiO.OOO, and have made 
all this since we came here. We get 
crops In this district of from 30 to 
85 bushels of wheat to the acre and 
oats from 40 to 80 bushels to the acre. 
Stock here pays well. We have 1,700 
cheep, 70 cattle and 00 horses, of which 
a number are registered Clydes.” 

Similar successes might be given of 
the experiences of htindreds of farm- 
ers throughout Western Canada, who 
have done comparatively ns well. Why 
choilld they not dress well, live well, 
have comfortable homes, with all mod- 
em equipments, electric light, steam 
heat, pure ventilation, and automo- 
biles. Speaking of automohlles It will 
be a revelation to the render to learn 
that during the first half of 1917.

000 automobile licenses were Issued In 
Alberta, twice ns many ns in the whole 
of 1916. In Saskatchewan, 21,000 li- 
censes were Issued up to the first of 
May, 1917. In its monthly bulletin for 
June the Canadian Bank of Commerce 
makes special reference lo this phase 
and to the general prosperity of the 
West in the following; 

"Generally speaking the western 
farmer Is, in many respects. In a much 
better position than hitherto to In- 
crease his production. Two years of 
high prices for his products have en- 
abled him, even with n normal crop, 
to liquidate a substantial proportion 
of his liabilities and at the same time 
to buy Improved farm machinery. His 
prosperity Is reflected in the demand 
for building materials motor cars 
and other equipment. It Is no doubt 
troo that some extravagance Is evi- 
denced by the astonishing demand for 
motor cars, but It must be remembered 
that many of these cars will make for 
efficiency on the farm and economize 
both time and labor.’’ — Advertisement.

CHARGED WITH MANSLAUGHTER. 

Jeremiah Pitts of 180 Bridge street, 
North Weymouth, was arraigned in the 
Quincy district court on Monday for 
manslaughter, in connection with the 
fatal auto accident at Milton early 
Sunday morning. 

A Quincy man was killed and a 
Quincy girl was seriously Injured, 
when a speeding automohile In which 
they were riding on Canton avenue, 
with thrive other persons, one from 
Quincy and two from North Wey- 
mouth, rode off the road and smashed 
head-long into a tree at the side of 
the road. A speedometer, registering 
60 miles an hour was practically the 
only part of the heavy machine un- 
damaged after the terrific smash. 

Russell L. Nix, 22 years, a carpenter, 
for the past three years living with 
his uncle and aunt, Mr. and Mrs. 
James E. Nix at 13 Klttredge avenue, 
Quincy, is the dead man. Miss Mar- 
garet McGrail, 22, of 2S Newbury 
street, Atlantic, ia at the F'orest Hills 
hospital with a fractured skull, dis- 
located jaw, bruises and severe inter- 
nal injuries. 

The driver and owner of the wreck- 
ed car, Jeremiah PUts, sustained in- 
juries to three fingers when the crash 
came. 

Mias Helen M. Welsh,* 22, daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. Peter Welsh of 91 
Franklin street, Quincy, was another 
occupant of the smashed machine. 
She was badly shaken up and bruised, 
but was not seriously Injured. The 
other passenger was Reuben Fraser 
of 140 Hancock street, North Wey- 
mouth. While investigating the ac- 
cident about eight o’clock Sunday 
morning, Deputy Chief Timothy Mc- 
Dermott of the Milton iiollce was 
struck and run over by an automobile 
at the scene of the wreck. 

The cause of the accident to the 
first cur is not exactly known. The 
party were returning from u trip to a 
Foxboro Inn and were said by Patrol- 
man Emory Farrington of the Milton 
poliei' to have blen racing with all- 
ot In r car when tliey jiassed him near 
the railroad station on Canton avenue.

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Four dof.en i)nlrs of pnJnmnN. nnd nn 
aqunl number of sheets nnd plllow- 
rascs, the work of Mrs. Woodrow Wil- 
son nnd Miss Helen Woodrow Bones 
for the Amerlenn Red Cross, diirliiK 
the past month, have been divided 
equally nnd distributed to the Red 
Cross societies of England, France, 
Italy nnd Canada. 

Mrs. Wilson and Miss Bones have 
been devoting much time to sewing for 
the Bed Cross nnd their example has 
been followed by women high in offl- 
clnl nnd diplomatic circles. Mrs. 
Thomas R. Marshall, wife of the vice 
president, organir.ed the wives of the 
senators, nnd they Imve been meeting 
weekly to sew for the Red Cross. Mrs. 
Franklin K. Lane, wife of the Interior 
department for the same puritose, 
while Mrs. David F. Houston, wife of 
the secretary of agriculture, is work- 
ing along other lines of Ited Cross 
work. 

In a letter to tJie British Red Cross 
; society regarding Mrs. Wilson’s handi- 
work, Eliot Wadsworth, acting cliair- 
mnn central committee, wrote os fol- 
lows : 

“We are sending you under separate 
cover a bundle containing one dozen 
pillowcases, three pairs of pajamas, 
and a half-dozen sheets. These sup- 
plies have been made by Mrs. AVood- 
row Wilson and Miss Helen Woodrow 
Bones. Mrs. Wilson and Miss Bones 
work wlUi their own bauds on Red 
Cross supplies nnd have sent to the 
American Ited Cross for dlsfribution 
the product of their first month’s work, 
which Is very material In quantity. 

"The American Red Cross sends 
this special shipment to the British 
Rod Cross at the request of Mrs. Wil- 
son to evidence her active nnd most 
practical Interest In the work of mercy 
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and relief carried on by Red CrosA 
societies. 

“We trust that the shipment will 
reach you safely, na It carries with It 
such cordial good wishes from the Im- 
mediate family of the president of the 
United States." 

Red Cross offirlala sny that the enor- 
mous quantities of surgienl dressings 
nnd hospital supplies made by the 
women of the country, working in Red 
Cross chapters, hare all been sent 
abroad and that an appeal for renewed 
activity In this phase of Red Cross 
work had been sent otit to all chapters 
to provide these supplies which will 
be needed In large quantities. 

Bonnets for Babies. 

When sunshine gct.s uncemfortnhly 
hot. mother iays away baby’s tight ilt- 
i.e muslin cap, substituting the wash 
lionnet to sliiide her toddler’s eyes 
from the sun’s rays. Material for this 
h«>um‘t may vary from the finest ba- 
tiste ami handkerchief linen to the 
heaviest pique. 

I’ique forms the outside of an ntfrac- 
tlve bonnet, the brim of which is lined 
with a soft rose-colored linen. Button- 
holing with white cotton holds the ma- 
terials together at the edge. This 
should he done first along a basting 
thread to show the shape of the brim 
and the goods cut away afterward. A 
very fine picot edge 6f pink cotton Is 
worked Into this white buttonholing.

Plaid gingham is much In vogue for 
hats this summer, and delightful mod- 
els of gray-colored ginghams are often 
faced with black or bright colored 
straw. Dimity Is auother fabric that 
has come in with gingham, and is re- 
ceiving Its share of attention.

plannefl with care nnd may he both 
delicious nnd ap- 
petizing. ns well 
na easy of diges- 
tion. Figs nnd 
prunes are both 
highly nutritious 
nnd good for <'hll- 
dren, hut lliey tire 
of them, served In 
two or three ways. 
As candy Is so liked liy the little peo- 
ple. the following .suggestion may he 
used to satisfy that longing wltliout 
feeling that the child Is being In- 
jured. Take the stones from soaked 
prunes nnd add nn equal i)iiaiitlty of 
figs, put them through the meat chop- 
per, nnd use the water in whicli the 
prunes were soaked to boil witli 
suptr, until a heavy sirup that will 
make a soft hall in water. Is foniicd, 
remove from the heat ami stir until 
creamy, n<id the chopped fruift tnake 
Into small halls, roll In powdered 
sugar, nnd set away to luinlen. 

Home-Made Soda Water. — ’I'ake two 
pounds of sugar, two ounces of tar- 
taric add, three pints of water and 
a half-ounce of tin* essence of winter- 
green, the whites of two eggs. Mix 
the sugar nnd tnrtarle acid . legeilier 
with the water, lot It boll slowly for 
two minute's, then set aside to cool. 
When <*ool, stir In the wlnti>rgrccn es- 
sence and the licate-n wliitcs of the 
eggs. .Stir all toge-tlu'r. put into Jars 


Hats for the Schoolgirrs Needs. 
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Hats that fill In the time between 
the end of summer and the hepiining 
of winter are obliged to meet the de- 
mands of the weather lu both seasons. 
They must look cool on warm days 
and hint at warmth on cool days.

Lrd stand 15 minutes, then hreak off 
a portion nnd knead until soft and 
sntooth tJiroughout, then press into n 
mold lined with oiled jiiiper. This 
will fill n quart mold. When It Is hard 
It may he cut in slices or cubes, dipped 
chocolate or wrapped in paper with- 
out dipiiing.

The way they make cherry pie in 
India may bo Interesting to us. and 
worth trying.

Add a ciiiifiil of sugar, 
n cupful of boiling water, twfi table- 
spoonfuls of htitfer, nnd hake one hfiur 
In a moderate oven. If there Is not 
j sulficient Juice to serve as sauce, cream 
may he used If desired. 

Cherry Sponge. — I'tit a jiound and a 
half <if (lurries into a satKUpan, a 
cupful of cold water, two cu|ifuls of 
sugar and co<ik gently until all the 
Juice Is extracted. Siralit, add two 
I heaping taldesponnfuls of iiowdered 
gelatin with a half cupful of boiling 
water itnd a leuspoonftil of almond e.\- 
trnct. When nearly cold, add the stiff- 
I ly beaten whites of two eggs. 

I Four Into a wet midd and turn out 
1 firm. Decoriite around the base with 
ripe stoned eherrles. 

Cherry Cake. — (’ream half a cti|i- 
fiil of shortening, add one-half cup- 
ful of sugar, a little grated nutmeg, 
four well-heaferj ('ggs, two eupfuls of 
flour, sifted with one tcuspoonful of 
baking |M>wder, a teuspoonful of va- 
nilla and a half eupful of milk, mix 
well, and add a half cupful of pre- 
served cherries cut In small jdeces. 
Four the mixture into long tins and 
hake until nicely brown. 

Cherries are an addition to any fruit 
salad, and as stewed sauce to he served 
with cookies, make a most delicious 
dessert.

BrIghL Hot Sunny Days Are Best, and 
Cloae Watch Should Be Kept That 
Rain or Dew Doea Not Hit 
Product— Avoid Insecta. 

(From FARMKRS’ BFI.I.KTIN Ml. Fulled 
Ntates Department of Agrlculliire.) 

The drying of fruits and vegc'tablrs 
In the sun Is a simple process If they 
have been prepared properly. In Us 
simplest form such drying consists In 
spreading the freshly pre|mred slices 
or pieces on sheets of paper, or. If 
there Is danger of the product’s stick- 
ing, spreading on old pieces of muslin 
held down with .vtones. Bright, hot, 
sunny days are cho.sen for this work, 
nnd a close watch Is kept to see that 
no rain or dew wots the product. If 
flies nnd other insects are abundant, n 
mosquito bar Is thrown over the prod- 
uct. Once or twice a day the slices 
are stirred or turned over with the 
hand and the thin ones wiilch dry first 
are taken out. Sun drying has much to 
recommend It, since It requires no ex- 
penditure of fuel nnd there Is little 
danger of the product heroming over- 
healed. Dust, however, gathers on tl»e 
product, nnd, unless It Is protected 
carefully, flies, nnd osiiorlally certain 
Inserts which luihltunlly attack tlrled 
fruits, will lay their eggs upon It. 
These eggs later will hnteh out, nnd 
the worms, or larvae, will riddle the 
dried fruits or vegetables, rendering 
them unfit for the table. 

Trays of Uniform Size. 

Fruits and vegetables, wiien dried in 
the sun, generally are spread on Inrgi' 
trays of uniform size, so constructed 
that they can be stacked one on to|t 
of the other and protected from rain 
by means of a cover mode of oilcloth, 
canvas or roofing paper, 

A very cheap tray can be made of 
strips of lumber three-fourllis of nn 
Inch thick nnd two Inches wide, which 
form the sides and ends, nnd lath, 
which is nailed on to form the bottom. 
Spaces one-elghth Inch wide should be 
left between the laths for ventilation, 
nnd the traps can he raised off the 
ground by placing them on poles or nn 
Improvised trestle. As laths are four 
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gHlvnnlr.ed tron which Is three Inrhew 
less III length nnd width than the bot- 
tom. This sheet rests on two wires 
fnstrnrd to the sides of the drier. TMn 
prevents the direct heat from coming 
In contact with the product nnd serves 
ns n rndintor to spread the hent more 
evenly. 

Tlie first Imy la placed three Inches 
shove the rndlator. The trays rest on 
the dents three Inches npnrtr A drier 
of the given dimensions will hold eight 
trnjs. The frame of the fray Is made 
of one-inch strips on which Is talked 
galvanized screen wire, which forms 
the bottom of the tra.v. The trny Is 
21 by 15 Inches, making It three Inches 
less In depth than the drier. The low- 
est tray, when placed In the drier. Is 
pushed to the Itack. leaving the thre»'- 
Inrh simce In front. The next tray Is 
placed even with the front, len\lng n

feet long, these lath tra.vs are most 
economical of material w hen made four 
feet In length. 

Better hut more expensive trays can 
be made by substituting gnlvanlzed- 
wire screen, one-eighth or one-fourth 
Inch mesh, for the laths. In which case 
the most economical size would depend 
upon the width of the wire screen ob- 
tainable. 

A cheap nnd very satisfactory drier 
for use over the kitchen stove can he 
made by any handy boy or carpenter 
from a small amount of small-mesh 
gnlvanlzed-wire netting nnd a number 
of laths or strips of wood about one- 
half Inch thick and two Inches wide. 
The screen may be tacked directly on 
the framework to make the drying 
shelves, or the framework can he made 
to support separate tra.vs. By using 
two laths nailed together, the frame- 
work can be stiffened nnd larger trays 
made If desirable. This form or any 
of the lighter makes of driers can he 
suspended from the ceiling over the 
kitchen range or over the oil, gasoline 
or gas stove, and It will utilize the hot 
air which rises during the cooking 
hour. It can he raised out of the way 
or swung to one side by a crane made 
of luth when the stove is required for 
cooking purpos<‘s, nnd lowered or 
swung hack to utilize the heat which 
otlK'rwlse would ho wasted wijen Uie 
top of the stove Is not In use. 

Another homemade cookstove drier 
can he used on a wood or '■oal range 
or a kerosene stove cun he made easily 
and cheaply. Dimensions: Base 24 by 
10 indies; height 30 Inches. A base 
six inches high is made of galvanized 
sheet Iron. This base slightly flares 
toward the bottom and has two small 
openings for vcntilatiou In each of the 
four sides. On the base rests a boxlike 
I frame made of 1 or l</i-lnch strips 
of wood. The two sides are braced 
I with lV4-Ineb strips which serve ns 
; cleats on which the trays In the drier 
rest. These are placed at intervals of 
three Inches. The frame is covered 
with tin or galvanized sheet Iron which 
' is tacked to the wooden strips of the 
frame. Thin stripe of wood may be 
used instead of -tin or shtn-t Iron. The 
door is fitted on small hinges and fas- 
tened with a thumb It^eh. It oiiens 
wide, 80 that the trays can be removed 
easily. The bottom of the drier Is 
made of a piece of perforated galva- 
nized sheet Iron. Two Inches above 
the bottom is placed a solid sheet of

three-inch space In the back. The 
other trays alternate In the same way. 
Tlil.s permits the current of heated nlr 
to puss around nnd over the tra.vs. A 
ventilator ojienlng, about two Inelies 
wide nnd six inches long, is left in the 
top of the drier, through which the 
moist air may pass away. 

This principle of construction is fol- 
lowed BO that currents of air w ill pass 
over the product os well ns up through 
It, gathering the moisture nnd passing 
away. The movement of the current 
of nlr Induces a more rapid and uni- 
form drying. The upper trays can 
he shifted to the lower part of the 
drier, nnd the lower trays to the upi>cr 
part ns drying proceeds, so as to dry 
the products uniformly throughout. 

Another Home Drier. 

Still another home drier Is the cook- 
stove oven. Bits of food, leftovers, 
especially sweet corn, can he dried on 
plates In a very slow oven or on the 
iinek of the cookstove nnd saved for 
winter use. If the oven Is very warm, 
the door should be left ajar and tho 
temperature of the oven often noted. 
Trays for tise in the oven can he made 
from a convenient -sizt'd galvanized 
wire screen by bending up the edges 
one or two Inches. 

Cookstove Oilers on the market are 
of two types. One type consists fif a 
series of trays upon which the material 
to he dried is spread. These trays are 
placed In a framework one above the 
other, forming a compartment througli 
which the heated nlr rises, carrying off 
the moisture. The second tyjie ecn- 
slsts of a shallow flat metal box filled 
with water nnd designed so that one 
end can rest on the back of the stove

Use of Electric Fan. 

The use of nn electric fun in fatill- 
tatlng drying Is feasible for those who 
already own a fan. It has been found 
that ujuny sliced vegetables and fruits 
placed In long trays three by one foot 
and stacked in two tiers, end to end, 
before an electric fan can be drl«-d tf, 
the requisite dryness within twenty- 
four hours. Some require much Icse 
time. For instance, sliced atrlng beans 
and shredded sweet potatoes will dry 
before u fun running ut a moderate 
speed within a few hours. In many 
cities tho electric fan will cost not 
more than one-fourth of a cent an hour 
to run. The fun should be placed close 
to the stuck of truys, and tlx y should 
nut be filled so full that the air eaauot 
puss freely through them. The fun 
method bus a marked advantage In 
that the product keeps cool owing to 
I evafmrutlon while It Is being dried, 
thus tending to retain the color and 
eliminate spoilage.

THREE GHDRGHES 
STBUGK BY L16HTH1H6 

Also Several Houses Particularly In South and 
! East Weymouth 


Terrific thunder showers arc follow’- 
ing each other In rapid succession, 
each apparently trying to outdo the 
other. Last Friday evening, and again 
Tuesday afternoon, Weymouth and the 
South Shore w’ere visited. On the 
latter date three churches and several 
houses in Weymouth were struck, the 
[Streets flooded and gullied, sidewalks 
|dug out, gardens almost ruined, 
[branches blown from trees, some trees 
Uprooted, and other damage. Not 
only was the storm accompanied by 
thunder and lightning, but hailstones 
that were destructive. 

The greatest loss was at the Old 
South ^Congregational church at South 
Weymouth. The lightning struck the 
spire, setting fire to the belfry. One 
of the weights on the bell fell, causing 
considerable damage. The firemen 
used consumable w’ater, w’hich ruined 
be celliilW^ the auditorium and soak- 
d the cushions in the pews and the 
rpets. The loss may amount to 
3,000 or 14,000. 

The Union Congregational church 
cross the street was also struck, but 
be damage w’us slight. 

At Lovell’s Corner, the Methodist 
Episcopal church was struck and the 
cross turn off, together with a few 
shingles. The bell was cracked. 
During the thunder stortn Tues- 
ay afternoon a building at the labora- 
ory of E. S. Hunt & Son, used for 


mixing purposes, w’as struck by light- 
ning. There was a keg of powder in 
the building, and building and con- 
tents were blown to atoms. Fortunate- 
ly no one was in the building at the 
time. 

The house of Maurice Cleary, 20 
Keith street, was struck and a hole 
put in the roof. 

The home of H. Wilbur Dyer, 518 
Main street, was struck and the roof 
damaged. Mr. Dyer’s laundry, which 
adjoins bis home, was also damaged, 
the lightning striking an iron flag pole 
and bending it double. About 50 large 
panes of glass on the roof were broken 
by the hail and the interior of the 
building was drenched. 

At the home of Frank A. Tribou, 
Pond street, lightning hit the chimney, 
passed fronv the roof to the cellar and 
then apparently returned and escaped 
through the roof of the L kitchen, fol- 
lowed the ground 15 feet, uprooted an 
elm tree and then disappeared into a 
well, dislodging several stones. 

Other houses struck were those of 
Gordon Willis, 78 Pleasant street; 
Frank A. Jordan, Union street; Jacob 
Denbroeder, Pond street; John H. 
Thompson, High street; B. H. Hatch, 
Charles street, and Eugene A. De 
Rusha, Pleasant street. 

The storm was the most severe at

' The Knglish chief scout in his let- 
ter from London also tells something 
of it)e work done for their ismiitry Ity 
KngIKli Boy, Scouts, as follows: 

"On the great historical slop taken 
hy the I’niled States In eoinlng into 
the war 1 feel that I must send you 
one word of greeting from the Boy 
Scouts’ (lolnt of view, 

"We have done war work oyer here 
In various f«'rms behind the scenes, 
not necessarily Involving the -taking np 
of arms hy hoys under the age for 
military service, hut hy acting ns 
wntchers over railway hriilges, lele- 
gniph and cable lines, resi'rvolrs, 
power works, etc., the lads have done 
valuable nidlonal service. 

“Also they have performed the du- 
ties of orderlies In large niiinhers for 
the war office, admiralty, government 
imd other offices ami have carried out 
the coast-watching service ever since 
the first outbreak. of war. They have 
also supplied trained signalers and 
amliulanoe men where required. 

“I feel sure that with the training 
ttiey have received the Boy Scouts of 
I America are In a position to do veiy 
valuatile service for their country Ite- 
hlnd Ihc scenes in the present crisis." 

SCOUTS’ FIRST WAR SERVICE. 

lifernhers of the Boy Scouts of 
.\incrira gave a practical demonstra- 
tion of the services which they can 
render In an emergency when the dis- 
aster at tlie Eild.vstone Munition com- 
pany's works occurred. More than I'JO 
lives were lost In this explosliin and 
sevenil hundred people were Injured. 

Word was sent to schools in ncnrliy 
towns requesting the services of 
scouts. All members were linniediaie- 
ly released from school duties and hur- 
ried to Eddystone and to Chester, 
where they did splendid work assist- 
ing in first aid; acting as guards and 
doing various sorts of patrol duty. 

Their assistance was so invaluable 
during this trying period that many of 
them were held for three days. They 
also came to the rescue of the We.st- 
ern Union Telegraph company, which 
was flooded with telegrams from 
anxious relatives of munition workers. 

TAKE DOWN YOUR WIRELESS. 

Here’s another opportunity for boys 
to demonstrate their loyalty and llicir 
scouting ability. In accordance with 
an order Issued by the president of 
the United States, it Is illegal for any 
persons not authorized government of- 
ficials to operate a wireless plant or 
to have one in such condition as la 
be cr.pable of operation. This applies 
to receiving as well as to transmitting 
stations. 

Every scout should dismantle has 
apparatus immediately. Tliis meuns 
the taking down of the antenna wire, 
and the disconnecting and packing of 
tbe instruments. 

Scouts should not only dismantle 
their own apparatus, Init report tc» tlie 
local police department any stullons 
aside from those they know to be 
government stations which are in 0 {>- 
erution. 

SCDUTS AID FIREMEN. 

The fire departments in many clti<f 
are beginning to recognize tlie value of 
the assistance wlilcli trained Bo.v 
Scouts cun give.

Whenever n fire is reported tiie 
scout commissioner is notitled, ami he 
In turn notlllcs the scouts in llie city 
tiirougli the officers of tlie various dis- 
trict comiiilssloiiH, Tills Is part of tin* 
plan devised hy Mr. Charles for the 
iiiobilizutiun of Boy Scouts in time of 
fire or other disaster. 

SCOUT KNOWS HIS CITY. 

A scout knows his city as well as he 
knows the trulls in the forest. He cun 
[ guide a stranger wherever he <lesireK 
, to go, and his knowhslge of sliort cuts 
I saves him many needless steps. He 
knows wli£-re lliu police slutlons are 
ibeuted, wliere tlie fire-alarm lioxes are 
placed, where ilie nearest doctor lives, 
where tlie liospiluls are, and wlilch is 
' the quickest way to reach (hem. He 
' knows tlie names of tlie city otUciuls 
! and the nature of their duties. A scout 
' is proud of his city and freely offers 
' his services when he cun help. 

j CIVIC GOOD TURNS. • 

j Tlie civic good turns of scouts are 
' adding very cousiderubly to tlie com- 
fort and wellbeing of the commuulUea 
in which they live. Ilecently the Boy 
Scouts of Aluiuedu, Cal., cleaned the 
tMwebes on tiie south side of their city 
for a distance of several miles.

THE CORPORAL'S IMPORTANCE IN 
EXTENDED ORDER. 

W« hnr« Ro^ti thnt, an thn aqtlnil Is 
InItlatPd Into extendod order the men- 
tion of the corporal becomes more fre- 
quent In the some deftree, his Impor- 
tance Increases. For, while a corporal 
commands a squad In close order to a 
limited extent, he exercises more au- 
thority and discretion when It Is^de- 
ployed In a line of skirmishers. He 
then has the responsibility for the con- 
duct and safety of his men under vary- 
Imr conditions and rules far less mi- 
nutely prescribed. 

If the new soldier. In rerdant Igno- 
ratice, has been Inclined to resent the 
corporal and his exercise of authority 
heretofore, he will appreciate It dis- 
tinctly now. For, exactly as the rules 
for extended order work are less rut 
and dried than In close order, generally 
apeaking, the new aoldler now feels the 
need for enconragement and guidance. 
The function of a corporal la to encour- 
age and Instruct ai well as command 
his men. 

The bosla of the resentment which 
the new soldier may at first derelop 
against a corporal or a sergeant lies 
tn the fact that the noncommissioned 
olllcer, save for two or three stripes on 
the arm, shoulders his gun and plugs 
along In the line just like a private. 
The “rookie” therefore dislikes to be 
“bossed around," as he would express 
It. by a man with whom he rubs •!- 
hows. As soon as he finds himself 
tn extended order, however, and loses 
the sense of mutual support that comes 
from standing shoulder to shoulder as 
In close order, the new soldier becomes 
ex'-cedlngly grateful for constant ad- 
iiionitlon. Instruction and command 
from the corporal. These act ns n prop. 
They do a vast amount toward tilling 
«p the 15 Inches of vacancy to either 
Hide of him. 

When a squad is deployed on the 
firing line with a platoon or company, 
the corporal transmits to his men 
commands and signals from the officers 
when necessary. Even when It Is not, 
ot all times he observes the conduct of 
Ills squad and by talking in a cheer- 
ful, encouraging manner — verbal pats 
<)ti the buck — abates the excitement. 
“The best troops," says the Drill Regu- 
lations, “are those that submit longest 
to fire control. Loss of control Is an 
«vll which robs success of Its greatest 
re.sult. To avoid or delay sach loss 
•hould be the constant aim of all.” 

In everyday, uninilltary English, this 
means that the last troops to “blow 
up” in a fight will win. Therefore, 
oever blow up. It Is the corporal’s 
Job to see that the new soldlqr does 
uot blow up. And the new soldier, 
after a skirmish exercise, even 
against blank cartridges, will find that 
tie Is extravagantly grateful for every 
word with which the corporal has 
(telped to keep him firmly anchored to 
the ground. 

The experience of citizen soldiers on 
the Mexican border and. In a more Im- 
Iiortant degree, in the new* armies of 
ICugland, has shown that obedience to 
the corporal and the sergeant, curried 
Htlll a step further to obedience to the 
senior private, then to the next In 
length of service, rather than making 
men servile, has an effect quite the 
Ml^slte. For each man thereby learns 
autuRiatlcally to cuiuiiiuiid the next 
man below him, and In a buttle, If 
bis noncommissioned officer or seniors 
are put out of action, he assumes 
tUelr authority without a bitch. 

THE RUSH. 

Consider the squad as one unit of a 
company on the skirmish line, de- 
ployed for the “fire attack." If it is im- 
practicable for the company to ad- 
vance as a whole against the enemy's 
lines. It may advance In rushes. This 
Is done either by platoons or by squad. 

The new line to be occupied Is indi- 
cated by the platoon leader or the cap- 
tain of the company, who gives the 
command “By squad, from the right 
<left) RDSIll” This means that the 
aquad on tba extreme right of the 
company la to move, or rush, to the 
Xiew line first. 

The men of the squad, who may be 
tying flat on the ground, or In a kneel- 
ing position, gather themselves io read- 
iness to spring forward. The corporal, 
at tha word "RUSH 1" cries “Follow 
me!" and, running at top speed, and 
bent over to offer as small a target 
as possible to the enemy, leads the 
aquad to the new line. Here the men 
<irop to the prone position at the cor- 
lioral's command or the signal for 
“halt." made by thrusting the arm up 
vertically from the shoulder, and at 
Ins command reoiw-u fire. Unless the 
platoon or company cummuoder has 
«le>lguated the distance lo he covered 
tn tlie rush, the corporal of the squad 
selects lite new line. 

Alter the first squad has taken up 
the new line, the other squads fol- 
low in sucecsslon, each starting the 
rush when its Immediate predeces.sor 
Ims gained tiie new line. The various 
positions that the soldier takes in the 
Kkirmlsh line for firing, suih us lying 
prone or kii»“ehug, will explained In 
another article. It should also he 
stated that a knowledge of the rlfie 
must be assumed in this and later 
Illustrations of extended-order work, 
since the manual of arms, loadings and 
firings cannot be adequately put down 
oa paper for young recruits. More ao 
than any other {lurt of the drill regu- 
latluas. this must he taught by cuu- 
p«U aiampla. la other word#, the 


now aoldler can femiUartae hlnnelf 
erlth the rifle when be has • rifle In 
hand, hnt he may oUierwtae school 
hiraaNf In the equad or tmpany move- 
ments which accompany or are predi- 
cated npen the use of the rtfle, for he 
can carry through the equad or com- 
pany movemiMta with n broomstick. 

For various reasons, depending upon 
the Immediate Mtnatlon, It may be nec- 
essary for the squad to Increase or di- 
minish the Interval at which the men 
are deployed. For Instance, the apace 
to be covered may be wider or nar- 
rower than the ten paces which the 
normal Interval would give for the 
squad front, or, 'he fire of the enemy 
may at this point be so “hnt” that. In 
nnler to advance against It, the 
chances of cnsualties must be reduced 
by widening the space between the 
men. 

If the latter be the case, or If, as 
previously stated. It Is desirable to 
cover a wider front. Instead of the 
command, “As skirmishers, MARCH I" 
(when the men deploy at half-pace In- 
tervals), the command may be, "As 
skirmishers, at two paces. MARCH t" 
This would mean that. Instead of the 
half-pace, or 15 Inches, twice the full 
puce, or 00 inches, would Intervene be- 
tween each two men. This would ex- 
tend the squad front over a distance of 
I approximately 20 paces, or 50 feet, and 
thus Increasing the front of, or the ter- 
ritory covered by, the squad, redut’e 
materially the chance of each man be- 
ing hit. 

It Is essential for the new soldier to 
pay the closest htvd to extended-order 
iltill, for It symbolizes real fighting. 
He must be so grounded In the details 
of It that he will execute them auto- 
iiioticnlly when Is action, for, once un- 
der fire, he will have plenty of things 
to think about besides how he Is to 
reach the designated point at the do.s- 
Ignated time. The u.se of his rttle will 
require his full and aetive attention. 

THE USE OF COVER. 

From a military standpoint — though 
not in the slightest sense from a ' 
moral or patriotic standpoint — a dead 
soldier Is of no liiore use to his com- 
fnand. IJut If a dead soldier Is of no 
further military value, a wounded sol- ' 
iller, like a sick soldier. Is doubly use- 
less, since he requires the attentiou i 
and energy of other soldiers, either In | 
first aid or hi removing him to a place 
where he can he rescued by stretcher ; 
bearers, unless, of course, the action | 
is too violent to allow for the iimnedl- , 
ate care of the wounded. | 

It Is, therefore, highly Important up ' 
to the point where It retards the mill- | 
tary purpose to reiluce the number of | 
eusiialties. This is done, when dt*- | 
ployed ns skirmishers, by increasing ! 
the Intervals, as explained in a pre- | 
vious article, by advancing In single 
file — In squad colutnu — or by advanta- 
geous use of cover. 

All American boys will remember 
the defeat of General Braddocks’ regu- 
lars by the Indians — a defeat which 
only the young Col. George Washing- 
ton saved from utter disaster. The In- 
dians fought from under cover — from 
behind trees — and the British grena- 
diers, accustomed to march Into buttle 
us if on dre.ss parade, w’ere thrown Into 
consternation. That principle of fight- 
ing, from behind cover, was taken over 
by the American Minute Man at Bun- j 
ker bill, and nntin the British regulars ! 
wore cast Into confusion by volleys I 
from a foe wiiom they could not see. j 

The United State.s army has never | 
wholly departed from this principle of 
warfare learned from the Indians, and | 
the modem sj’stem of «leplo.vment and i 
skirmishing Is but a further develoj)- I 
meut of It. From the Amerirun Indian, i 
tlien, through the United States army, 
this method spread to Europe, and, 
rendered trehly necessary by the In- 
credible deudllness of modern attack, 
has reached its most scientific stage 
In the trench warfare in France. 

But It Is not out of place to observe, 
as American officers will point out, 
that this very trench warfare, like 
nearly all the major Inventions with 
wifich the present great conflict Is be- 
ing waged, la an American develop- 
ment. In the Civil war, before Vicks- 
burg nd before Petersburg, there 
were months of trench warfare, the 
same In principle. If less devastating, 
than that now io progress in Europe. 

The new soldier should give careful 
attention to the Individual use of cover. 
By taking advantage of natural cover 
that is, throwing himself prune behind 
a clump of earth, a depre.sslon in the 
ground, a rock, a log or a bush — be will 
be able to conceal himself as much as 
possible while firing and while advanc- 
ing, and this will give him opportunity 
for settling bis sight, taking deliberate 
aim, and sending his bullet to the 
murk. He should fire around the right 
of bis couceulment when this Is pos- 
sible, and when not possible, over the 
top. 

In order to advance In single file, the 
corporal will give the command “Squad 
column, MARCH !" He moves to the 
front, and the mcmt*era of tlio squad 
oblique from their positions in the line 
toward liini and full in behind him at 
easy murehing distances. The chief 
value of a siiuud column, however, is 
uudersto(nl (o |)e to fucilliute an ad- 
vance over rougii or brii-li-growu 
' ground, since it is held to ufTord liitle 
material advantage in securing cover.

: take their places in line. When in squad

British and French Give Enemy 
Another Smashing Blow in 
West Flanders. 

CANADIANS STORM HILL 70

Hoover Takes Control of 
American Wheat — Train- 
ing Camp Men Get 
Commissions.

Meanwhile Haig ilirected another 
{real attack on a nlne-tnlle front east 
iiid nortli Ypres. with th»* elllcient 
co-operation of the French on their 
left. The latter ocrniiled Dreigracliten 
ind shoved their positions forward to 
Hie eilge of tlie llooded area, and then 
forced tlie crossing of the Steenheke 
ind took fJerman positions to tin ex- 
:r**me depth of l.fkX) yards. The Brit- 
ish took the village of I.ungetnari'k 
ind occupied much territory there and 
ihoul St. .Tulieu. 

Increasing resistance by the Rus- 
sians and hard fighting by the Rouma- 
nians slowed up sAmewhat the prog- 
ress of the Teutonic forces through 
Moldavia toward souttiern Russia, but 
the advance of the enemy continued, 
ueverihelesa. Von Mackenseu's most 
Important victory of the week was the 
capture of i'unclu. a big railway junc- 
tion. UuU*8s there should be another 
collapse, the further east the Germans 
go, tiie harder they will find the going. 

Fearing that enemies of the new re- 
public would attempt to lilierate the 
ex-czar, the government bad Nicholas 
and his family removed secretly and 
swiftly from Tsarkoe-Selo and sent 
them to Tobolsk, a Siberian town that 
Isn't even on a railroad. 

Peace PropoMie From the Pope. 
Pope Benedict lust week submitted 
to the warring nations u definite pru- 
IMJSul fur peace. In nil the capitals it 
was received wltli the serious consid- 
eration due It because of its impres- 
siveness and its distinguished source, 
but the general trend of upiiiioii among 
diplomats was that It would re.sult In 
notliing. Despite the evident sincerity 
of tlie |M>pes' plan, the peace lie pro- 
poses is loo mucli of u "German peace” 
to suit Great Britain. France and Italy, 
and it is not cunceivahle that Presi- 
dent Wilson and llie United States 
would accept It us stated. Germany 
and tier allies duulitless would he only 
loo pleased to end the war on Itie 
terms sUggesred ; indeed, the pope's aji- 
peal at this time Is considered by many 
to iiave been Inspired by Austria. 

Brlcrty, Ids liolineus would iiave all 
conquered territories r«'stored. iiiclud- 
tiig Germany's colonies, and tlie peace- 
ful settlement of the questions of .Al- 
sace- Lorraine and Italia Irrideuta left 
lo the future; he iliiiiks tliere must he 
no reparation for losses sustained, and 
no cuiitinuuilou of tlie war by an eco- 
uuiiiie struggle thereafter; and for 
ttie uvuidunce of future wars he in- 
dorses President Wilson's plan of In- 
ternational agreement to reduce arma- 
ments, enforce peace and obtain rec- 
Mgultiou of the national aspirations of 
'lie smaller peoples. 

Do Not Seem Rcaaonable. 

Unless the utterances of their lead- 


ers do not represent fairly the aentl- 
tnent of the Americana, the British, 
the French and tlie Itniluna, those peo- 
ples firmly believe the defeat of the 
centml powers Is certain aiid will not 
be satisfied with the restoration of the 
“status quo ante," leaving Germany 
unpenalized for the tremendous losses 
and sulTeritig she has liitllcted. Uiie 
other thing, which may sound more un- 
important than It really la — the Brit- 
ish have sworn that justlee shall ho ad- 
ministered to those individnals who 
were reaponsihle for Hie murder of the 
Lusirnnin victims. .Nurse Cm veil. Cap- 
tain Fryatt, Hie women anil elilldren 
slaughtered In Hie air raids on lOii.g- 
Innd, and Hie others in tlie long list of 
those noncotnhatants slain in cold 
blood by Hie Teutons. The English 
are not a revtuigefnl people, hut their 
cry Is “lest we forget,” utid they are 
not going to forget. 

The pope’s peace proposals have 
many good points, Iim; they seem iin- 
po.sslhle. Not so itnpossihle. however, 
as the plan presented hy Senator La 
Follette in a resoltiHon sithmiHed to 
congre.ss tlint the .Vrm'rican govern- 
ment .should deelare that all the na- 
tions at war should “chlj) In" anil pay 
for all the ilutmige dotie hy the coti- 
tlict. This, of eourse, Implie.s that all 
the belligerents are equally gtilliy, 
whieh Is going rather far even for the 
pro-lremian l,a Follette 

Hoover Gets Busy. 

Herbert C. Hoover Is wasting no 
time In taking up his duties as food 
ndminlstrutor. Most of hIs plans were 
made iu advance and are uow being 
put Into action ns rapidly na possible. 
Some of them are proving very painful 
to the speculators in foodstuffs, but 
they are rens.suring for the consumer. 
.Antong Hie first things Mr. Hoover did 
was to form a corporiitlon to take over 
the control of the country’s grain sup- 
ply. The same day u committee was 
uppointerl to negotiate the voluntary 
regulation of the milling Industry. On 
Seineniber 1 tlie food administration 
will undertiike the purchase of wheat 
for the government at Interior termi- 
nals, and at the request of Mr. Hoover 
I lie grain exclianges ordered the dl.s- 
contlnuance of all future trading iu 
wlieat after August ‘2~>, in order not to 
intertere wlHi Hie governm|ut’s efforts 
to staiillize prices. 

On TIinrsduy Mr. Hoover announced 
that all iiroeesses In the production of 
distilled spirlt.s for beverage purposes 
must cease at 11 o'clock p. m., Septem- 
ber 8. 

Guardsmen Going to France. 

Tile next Anierlenn expeditionary 
foree to be .sent to France will he the 
“Rainhow division” — officially the For- 
ty-second — and will Include National 
Guafd troops from ‘25 states and the 
District of Columbia. The war de- 
partment plans to assemble these meu 
very soon and ship tliem across for in- 
tensive training. 

Some of the troops already overseas 
were marclied through London the 
other day, in respouse to the denianda 
of Hie English, and were greeted with 
wild entliuslusiii. Tlie cabinet ad- 
journed to watch them pass hy, and at 
Buckingham palace tliey were reviewed 
oy King George and Ambassador Page. 
Meunwlille the boys iu France are coa- 
tinulng Hieir cluseup training and now 
and then even getting a shot at the 
enemy. The safe arrival of the en- 
gineer regiment of railway meu was 
unnouiiced, giving the lie to unotber 
of Hie many pro-Germuu rumors of 
disaster. 

Tliuusauds of young Americans last 
week received tlie commissions they 
liuve earned in the officers’ reserve 
truiniiig camps iind are ready uow to 
lielp make Hie uiiHonut army out of the 
drafted men in Hie caiitoiinient camps. 
Tlie first 2(K),(XX» of Hie latter will lie 
mobilized ill a few days, and the work 
of exaniliiiiig Hie otliers will tie con- 
tinued. In the niaiii this great task is 
proceeding smoothly, though In .N'ev/ 
York at least one board was accused 
of corruption. 

China at War With Teutons. 

China formally dei'liireil war on Ger- 
many and .Ausirhi-lluiigury on Tues- 
i day, muking 17 nuHons now actively 
I against the central powers. In return 
! fur her action. It U understood, the eii- 
I leute powers will grunt a suspension 
of payment of tlie Boxer indemuities 
and will help Cliinu In her preparations 
to make lier participation in the war 
of full value. Dulles on Ciilnese im- 
ports are to i>e raised about 5 per cent. 
I Japan's lulssiou to the United States. 
< tieadt-d liy Viscount K. Ishil, lauded 
1 safely iu America, and its members 
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lost no time In assuring Americana 
that their country la firm In Its deter- 
mination to stand by its allies until 
Oemiany Is brought to Its knees. The 
conference of these commissioners 
with the officials of the United States 
in Washington Is recognized as being 
of the utmost tuiportunce, both In re- 
gard to the war and In regard to the 
relations between Amerfca and Japan. 

That Stockholm Conference. 

The Socialist conference nl Stock- 
holm Is causing trouble out of pro- 
portion to Hie probable Importance of 
Us delllierations and conclusions. In 
the different countries the Socialists 
Hieiiiselves are split over the ndvlsa- 
tilllty of attending It. and the govorn- 
nu'iits of Hie entente- allies and of Hie 
United States, recognizing that It Is 
pro-Geniian In Us Inception, have re- 
fused passports to would-be delegates. 
The English Labor party decided to 
send representatives, whereupon Ar- 
thur Hetider-son, Labor member of Hie 
war eahUiel. was accused hy Premier 
Lloyd-George of double dealing and 
resigned. His place was promptly 
filled by George Nlcoll Barne.s, minis- 
ter of pensions, and the crisis was 
passed, at least for the time, alHiongh 
a general election may be called If Hie 
laihorites Insist on sending delegates 
to Stockholm. 

Marked reduction In the number of i 
vessels sunk by Geriunn submarines l.s 
shown In the British admiralty’s week- 
ly statement, while the number of ves- 
sels unsuccessfully attacked Increased. 
A story from Copenhagen says the big 
commercial submarine Deutschland 
has been converted Into a war U- 
boat and may soon be operating In tha 
Pacific against ships from San Fran' 
cisco. The same dispatch says tba 
Germans have lost about 20 subma- 
rines and now have nearly 300, these, 
however, including many small ones 
built for pas.suge through the Belgian 
cuiial. Tlie newest aud largest curry 
six-inch gnus. 

Premier Lloyd George made two 
speeches last week that heartened up 
tlie British people immensely. Declar- 
ing that the lilgli point of Germauy’i 
strength had passed, he said the diffi- 
culties of the allies from uow on wooW 
grow less and their power Increasg 
steadily, and thnt with patience, cour- 
age and endurance the foes of tlia 
great military despotism could not full 
to w;ln. He culled utteution to tha 
waning efficiency of the submarlnt 
campaign, that though the U-boat loss- 
es in April were 500,000 tons, in July 
and August the average was only 175,- 
000 tons a month. So far from beiag 
reduced to starvation, he said, Great 
Britain is now in better position so fai

Everyone ought to save at least a 
part of their garden seed for another 
year,, Among (he seeds easy to save 
are: peas, beans, squash, cucumber, 
tomato and corn. 

The best seed is none too good. Thus 
a little care in selecting the best ear of 
corn for seed or the best beans to 
plant wlH repay you at the next har- 
vest time. 

Are you taking advantage of your 
local Produce Exchange to market 
your surplus vegetables? The ex- 
change retails at current prices and 
deducts five per cent for selling the 
goods. Patronize this market, it is in- 
creasing its sales every day. 

Watch the cabbages for the cab- 
bage worm — a little coarse salt 
sprinkled in the bead will control 
them. 

In pulling beans for drying don't al- 
low them to' get too dry, as many of 
the beans will rattle out of the pods 
while pulling them. In drying them 
keep them off the ground. 

The cucumber vines will continue to 
bear better if tbe cucumbers are cut 
from the vines rather than allowing 
them to remain on. 

If you have not already thinned your 
late planted turnips, do it now; give 
them plenty of room, at least six or 
eight inches between plants.

America’s Production and Needs of the 

Allied Natiohs Sat Forth— What 
We Must Do to Keep Wolf 
From tha Door. 

WnMliInKton, Ant?. 20. — norhort C. 
HcKivor, Unitrd StHtoe food ndinlnle- 
trntor, todny Issuod to the American 
piihllc hla statement covering the food 
Hltuallon as It now exi.st.s and the ne- 
coH-sIty of conserving the food re- 
aonrcps of the nation to provide for 
the future during the continuance of 
the war. The statement follows: 

Food Is always more or less of a 
prwhiein in every phase of its produc- 
tion, handling and consumption. It Is 
a problem with every fanner, every 
transporter and seller, every house- 
holder. It Is a problem with every 
town, state and nation. And now, very 
conspicuously. It Is a problem with 
three great groups of nations, namely, 
the allies, the central empires and the 
neutrals ; in a word it is a great inter- 
na I ional problem. 

The food problem todny of our own 
nation, therefore has as its most con- 
spicuous phase an International charac- 
ter. A sufficient and regular supply 
of food for the maintenance of the 
great Held armies of our fighting allies 
and of their no less great armies of 
working men and working women in 
the war industries, and flnnlly for the 
niaintenance of tlie women and chil- 
dren in the home, is an absolute ne- 
cessity, second to no other, fo* the 
successful prosecution of tlie war for 
llherly. In the providing of this food 
for the great allied food pool, the Unit- 
ed States plays a predominant port. 

Willi tlie present diversion of tens of 
millions of men from the fnrm.s Into 
the tigliting and iiulustrinl armies, re- 
sulting In a marked lessiming of food 
production, and the present necessity 
of Increasing tlie daily ration of other 
millions of men turned from sedentary 
occupations into tiio.se of strenuous 
physical labor, resulting in a marked 
Increase of consumption, tills deficiency 
between the food needs and the food 
production of the allies becomes great- 
er than ever, with tlie consequence of 
a large Increase in tlie fond quantities 
Imperatively needed from the United 
States if the allied armies are to be 
able to' “carry on.” 

World’s Lardar Examined. 

This Is a general statement of a con- 
dition which only needs to be elabor- 
ated in detail to sliow Just what we 
have to do. Tlie time lias come when 
this detailed statement cim be made. 
Our harvest and the .hasveats of Eu- 
rope can now be forecast. We can 
also survey our combined stocks of 
food nniatalst'ln other words, the size 
of Hint part of the worhi's larder on 
which we and the allies can draw for 
the next twelve months can now lie es- 
timated. Tills eslimnte sliows at onoe 
tliat it contains too little for our own 
and our allies use unle.ss we nil iid- 
nilnister the supply witii (lie greatest 
care and wisdom. Tlie allied peoples 
are energetically undertaking tills ad- 
ministration. It lies now with us to 
do our part. If we fall, the people of 
the allies cannot lie maintained at war. 
Their soldiers cannot fight without 
food. A ceriain definitely determina- 
ble part of that food must come from 
us. Let us then examine carefully the 
world's larder as it appears today, or 
to much of it as is at our disposal. 

I proimse to review the situation 
first, as regards the cereals, second, as 
regards food animals and their prod- 
ucts, third, ns regards sugar, fourth, 
aa regards vegetables, fifth, as regards 
fish and sea foods, and, finally, as re- 
gards our duty in the matter. 

Cereals. 

I'he 1917 harvest is now so far ad- 
vanced that we may compare it with 
previous production, and with the de- 
mands which are going to be made on 
It. 

Table No. 1 Is given to show the 
oonnsi peace sources of the annudl 
supplies of France, Italy, the United 
Kingdom and lielgluin, being an aver- 
age of the three-year pre-war period. 

It will be seen from this table that 
the normal imports of wlieat are 381,- 
000,000 bushels and of utlier cereals 
H4&,UOO,OO0 busliels. Tiie e.stiniute of 
the 1017 harvest In the allied countries 
based upon crop reports from tiiese 
countries, is as follows:

Tile iirospis'tive fiosltlon of our own 
and tlie (!uaadiuu harvest is given in 
talile No. 2. 

Our crops, espei'lally our corn crop, 
cannot yet lie coiisidereil as I'eriuiu, 
but if all mature aafely. North Amer- 
ica will liave an apiiareiit surplus of 
wtieat of 2O8.i>j0.ikX) bu.->iiels and of 
other cereals of about 9^,000,000 
buishels. 

Demand on Our Crops. 

Tlie allies ar* Isolated from those 
uurkets, other than Canada and the 


United Stnten, on which tiicy were ac- 
customed to rely before tite war. The 
Hussion supply cannot he got out. 
Bulgarian and Roumanian supplies are. 
In the hands of the central empires. 
The voyage from Australia and India 
is three times as long and therefore 
requires three times os many tons of 
shipping ns Is required from North At- 
lantic ports. It Is also twice as dan- 
gerous because of the longer exposure 
to submarine attack. Tlierc has been 
a large failure In the South American 
countries and the new harvest from 
that quarter will not be available in 
Europe until next spring. As already 
said, ail the allied countries are and 
have lieen for some time rigorously ad- 
ministering and economizing their 
food. In Belgium, the relief commis- 
sion has been compelled to reduce the 
con.sumptlon of cereals by nearly 50 
per cent ; this brings the food supply 
.so low that the population are In- 
capable of labor. 

From the above tables It will be 
seen that on normal bases of consump- 
tion the total nllled wheat Import re- 
quirements are 577.000,000 bushels 
against a North American surplus of 
208.000.000 bushels— and from our 
United States supifiles we must re- 
serve a certain amount for neutrals 
from which we receive vital supplies 
and nl.so an amoiint to protect our 
stocks better next year than this last. 
There la therefore on normal con- 
sumption a deficit of over 4(X),000.000 
l)ushels. In the otlier cereals used In 
Europe mostly for nnlmnl feed, tlie 
import necessities of tlie allies on nor- 
mal consumption basis are about G74,- 
000,000 agninst a North American sur- 
plus of 950.000.000. But again a re- 
serve for neulrnls and increased “car- 
ry over" will nb.sorb all the margin. 
Ill any event It nicaiia we must multi- 
ply our exports of these cereals 20 
times. However, upon the basis of our 
pre.sent crop pro.spects we should be 
able to supply tbelr requirements in 
cereals otlier than wheat. 

Wheat Situation Difficult. 

The altuatlon in wheat la one of 
great difficulty and concern, and must 
be met by an elimination of waste and 
reduction of consumption on the part 
of the allied peoples and ourselves, in 
one word, by an effective administra- 
tion of the available supply. 

The allies are unable to use other 
cereals alone for bread. They can 
use them only ns added to wheat flour 
to make the war bread now In uni- 
versal use in European countries. Ex- 
cept in Italy, whose people norinolly 
consume much corn, our allies ^hnve 
few corn mills and cornmeni Is not a 
durultle commodity and therefore can- 
not be shipped In great quantities. 

Moreover, for generations tlie.v have 
houglit bread from the hokerles ; they 
have no equliirnent nor do they know 
liow to tiake in the liou.sehold. Every 
American knows tlint it is infeasible 
to distribute corn lirend from bakeries, 
and it Is tlierefore necessary for us 
to furnish our allies with sufficient 
wheat to enable them to have a wheat 
busts for the loaf. However, they can 
use and must use other cereals for 
mixture In their war bread, and by 
this substitution and by savings on 
tlielr part a great deal can be nccom- 
plislHHl. On the other hand, a deficit 
of 44X).000,000 bushels can be at least 
partially overcome if we con Increase 
our exports from 88,000,000 to 220,- 
000,000 or nearly triple. This can be 
accomplished If w# will substitute one 
pound of other cereals for one pound 
of wheat flour weekly per person ; that 
la, if we reduce our consumption of 
wheat flour from five pounds per week 
to four pounds per week per person. 
It will be no privation to us and will 
reduce the privation of our allies. 

Food Animals. 

Owing to the ascending standard of 
living, the world was already strained 
to supply enough animal products to 
meet the demand before tlie war be- 
gan. Tlie war has injected into an al- 
ready difficult situation a number of 
vicious conditions which are Jeopardiz- 
ing the ultimate animal products sup- 
ply of the world. Tlie production of 
fodder in Europe has been diminished 
by tlie diversion of productive labor to 
war, and its Import has been curtalliHl 
hy shortage in shipping and by tiie 
Isolation of markets liy belligerent 
lines. From tlie.se causes not only are 
tile nctuul iiuiiibers of uiiiiuuls de- 
creasing ill Europe, but the average 
weight and tiie annual output of dairy 
products per animal, are deiTeusing. 

A careful estliiiute of tlie world's 
food animal position shows tlie follow- 
ing position;

Tlie iiroldeiu facing the American 
people is not only one of supplying 
' the liume^itute demand of the allies, but 
one wbicli is more far-reucUiug in Itf 
future significance. As the war goes 
‘ on there will be a constant lessening of 
; (lie capital stock of food animals of 
Hie world. Among our western al- 
, lies the demand outruns further evtry 
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day the decroaalng production. M ship- 
ping hocomea further shortened by con- 
tinued submarine ilestnictlon, leas ton- 
nage can he devoted to fodder, and fur- 
ther reduction «vf the herds most en 
sue. These destructive forces have 
given rise to reactions in many direc- 
tions. The world’s supply of Aieat and 
dairy products, of animat fata and In- 
dustrial fats, wool and hides, are all 
involved not only now, but for far Into 
the future. # 

Meats. 

The Immediate problem Is to fur- 
nish Increased meat supplies to the al- 
lies to maintain them during the war. 
An important factor contributing to the 
present situation lies In the disturb- 
ance to the world's trade by destruc- 
tion of shipping resulting In throwing 
a larger burden on North America, the 
nearest market. Shipments from the 
Australasian, South American and 
from the continental countries into the 
allied countries have been Interfered 
with. Their contributions must be re- 
placed by Increased sliipments from 
North America. 

Tlic growth of American meat ex- 
ports since the war began, most of 
wliich have been supplied by nllled nn- 
Hons, is revealed by the following fig- 
ures : 

Tliree-yenr pre-war average, 493,- 

845.000 pounds. 

Year ending June .30, 1910, 1,339,- 

19.3.000 pounds. 

Tlie impact of European demand 
upon our animal products will be 
maintained for a long period of years 
after pence. We can contemplate n 
higli range of prices, for meat and 
for nnlmnl products for many years to 
come. We must undertake to meet the 
demand not only during the war, so as 
to enable our allies to continue to fight, 
but we must be prepared to meet the 
demand after the war. Our herd can- 
not be increased in n single night or 
In a single year. Our producers will 
not only be working in their own ul- 
timate interest in laying the founda- 
tion of larger herds and flocks, but 
will serve our national Interest and the 
Interest of humanity, for years to come, 
if the best strains of young animals 
are preserved. The increase in herds 
can only be accomplished if we save 
more of our roughage and raise more 
fodder grains. It Is worth noting that 
after the war Europe with lessened 
herds will, pending their recuperation, 
require less fodder and will therefore 
produce more bread grains and Im- 
port less of them, so that we can after 
the war safely reduce our bread grain 
production to Increase our fodder. But 
we must lay our foundation in tiie 
meantime to Increase our herds. 

There is only one immediate solution 
to the short supply of meat for ex- 
port pending the increase in our herds 
and flocks which will take years. Dur- 
ing the course of the war, we can, Just 
as with the cereals, reduce the con- 
sumption and eliminate the waste par- 
ticularly among those classes which 
can best afford It. In the tneanllnie, in 
order to protect all of our people, we 
must carefully control our meat ex- 
ports in order that the people shall not 
be denied this prime neces^ty of life. 

Dairy Products. 

The world's dairy supplies are de- 
creasing rapidly for two Important rea- 
Hons. First, tlie dairy cattle of Eu- 
rope are dlminisliing, for Europe Is be- 
ing driven to eat Its cattle for meat; 
second, the diversion of labor to war 
has decreased the fodder supplies and 
the shortage of shipping has limited 
the amount of Imported fodder and 
therefo/e the cattle which can be sup- 
ported and the productivity of the Indi- 
vidual cow have been reduced. Even 
our own dairy supplies are not keeping 
pace with our growth of population, for 
our per capita milk supply has fallen 
from 00 to 75 gallons annually in the 
past 15 years. Yet today we must ship 
increasing amounts of dairy products 
to our allies. 

The dairy supplies of the allies In 
normal times came to a considerable 
degree from western Scanyinavla, Hol- 
land and Switzerland, hut under Oer- 
niuii pressure these suiqilles are now 
partly diverted to Oermuny. The men 
under urins and Hie woumied innst lie 
supplied witli condenK(»d milk in large 
quantities. The net result of these 
conditions, despite rigorous redui'tlon 
of consuinpHon among Hie adults of Hie 
civil population In Europe, is Hiut our 
allies are still sliort of large (luuiitities 
and again Hie liurden of tiie replace- 
ment of tills sliortage must fall on 
North America. The growing exports 
of ilairy products from Hie United 
Siali-s to Hie allies are sliowu in the 
following (able :

in nnme section*. The only sections in 
which dairy product* have had a rise 
ni ^ce in ipproprlnte proportion to 
the Increase In most of feeds are those 
producing condensed milk and clieese. 

Our home milk and butter supplies 
are therefore looked at In a broad way, 
decreasing wlille our population Is in- 
creasing. ThI* deficiency of dairy liul- 
ter Is shown by the Increased sales of 
margarine, which show an Increase of 
several million pounds per month over 
similar periods In 1915. Dairy iiutter. 
however, has qiinlittes which rentier It 
vitally necessary for children. Milk 
haa no suhstitute and Is not only In- 
trinsically one of oiir cheapest animal 
foods, hut Is alisolutely fiintlatui'iilal 
to the rearing of the children. 

The dairy situation re.solves itself 
Into several phaao.s. First. It is to he 
hoped that Hie forthcotniiig nhiindnnt 
harvest together with a, proper restrie- 
tlon upon exports of feeding stuffs will 
result In lower prices of feed anti til- 
minish the Impetus to sell the cattle 
for meat. Second, the Industry tieed.s 
encouragement so ns to Increase Hie 
dairy herd and thus our dairy supjille.s. 
for .the sake first of our own people 
and second of the allies. Tlie people 
mnst realize the vital dependence of 
the well-being of their chllilren. nnd 
thus of the nation, upon the encourage- 
ment and upbuilding of the Industry. 
Third, we must save the wastes in milk 
and butter during the war If we are to 
provide milk supplies to all. We waste 
large quantities of our milk value from 
our lack of national demand for prod- 
ucts of skimmed nnd sour milk. 

Pork Products. 

The hog Is the most efficient of ma- 
chines for the production of nnlmnl fat. 
The hog not only makes more fat from 
a given amount of feed, hut also the 
products made are specially capable of 
preservation nnd most eoonotiilcnl for 
commercial handling. 

The swine of Europe are rapidly de- 
creasing nnd the consuinpHon demand 
Induced hy Hie war is much Incronsed, 
this particularly because Imcon, liiini 
nnd lard are so adaptable for military 
supplies. Moreover, our allies are iso- 
lated from many markets nnd a large 
amount from nortliern neutrals is 
being diverted to Oernuiny. 

Willie our liogs liave Incrensc'd in 
number liy 3,000.000 animals. Hie aver- 
age weiglit at slaughter is falling and 
our production is prolialil.v only aiiont 
maintained. Tlie increasing diMiiainl 
upon us since the war began is shown 
by the following figures of coiiiiiuratlve 
exports :

376.000 pounds. 

Wool and Leather. 

Our national supply of tiotli wool 
and leather are less than our needs, 
and we are Importing them more and 
more largely, as shown by the follow- 
ing figures: 

Importations of wool and manufac- 
tures of wool (value) for the three- 
year pre-war period, 862,457,903; for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1916, 
$158,078,271. 

Importations (value) of lililes, leath- 
er, and manufactures of leatlier aver- 
age of the tliree-yeur pre-war period. 
$133,171,398; for the year ending Juue 
30. 1916, $177,880,002. 

At the present time the world’s de- 
mand for these products has increased 
fur above Hie pence level oiling to the 
extra consumption In supplying Hie 
armies. This demand is now ugiiin in- 
creased hy the molilllziition of ii large 
American army. In the face of this, 
not only is the European herd decreas- 
ing, but also American sheep liave de- 
creased about 3,000,000 since the war 
began. After Hie war Is over, the va- 
rious countries of tlie world from 
which we formerly drew our wool are 
likely to retain It for their own use 
until their flocks again become normal. 

Sugar. 

The sugar supply on which our allies 
in Europe normally draw has been 
tremendously reduced, so that they 
must have recourse to other sources. 
In consequence of the shipping situa- 
tion the area from whicli they must 
draw is also curtailed and, as a result, 
they are driven into those markets 
from which our own supply normally 
arises. Furthermore, their own pro- 
duction has been greatly diminished. 
Before the war, Europe supplicMl in a 
large measure Its own needs, through 
the production of beet sugar, as will 
appear from the following table show- 
ing the average yearly production and 
consumption for the five years before 
Hie war (1909-191.3), In soma of the 
chief countries of Europe :

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Tlic lilph price of fixlder and meat in 
the I'lilti'il States during the past few 
months induced by Hie pressing Euro- 
pean demand tias set up dangerous cur- 
rents in this country, espe<-lall.v In 
Hiose regions deji* ndent upon liuiter 
and the sale of milk to municipalities 
liuvlug made it more profitable to sell

and produce dairy products. Tliere- 
I fore; the dairy cattle are decreasing 


As appears from Hie tulile, France, 
Italy, Russia uinl Belgium were sclf- 
siiiiiMirting, wlille Hie United Kingiloiii 
drew Its entire sugar suiiply from ex- 
terior sourc(*s. 3’lie sup|ily of Hie Unit- 
ed King'l'Uii came to Hie amount of 
about 70 [ler cent from countries from 
which it is now cut off liy tlie war. 
Ten per cent came froru the East In- 
dies and 20 per cent from tlia United 
Slates and Hie West Indies. 

Tiie prospective 1918 iTOii In France 
has diminished to 207.000 tons and 
that of Italy to 7.5.000 tons, and they 
are tlierefore sliort .’iOO.OOO tons. Tlie 
dls[)lacemeiit of UiilH'd Kingdom sui*- 
plies amounts to l,4.‘t5,000 tons ; and 
tlierefore, in total, these three allied 
countries must lmi>ort about 2,700,000 
Ions ill order to inaiutulo their nuniial 
consuinpHon. Of this, 2,000,000 tuns 
must come from new sources. 

The disturbance of shipping re- 
duces the touuge available and drives 
the demand to a large degree u{>oa the 
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nearest markets, the rnited State* 
and tlie West In«lle.s. Tltls field has 
since Hie war liicrciiscd Its pnvltictlon 
Iiy 1,000,000 tons per aifniim. How far 
this detnnnd will Interfere with Hie 
.\inerlcaii supply of 4.0(X),000 tons Is 
difficult to foreenst, first, hccntisc some 
Increased supplies may lie obtained hy 
Hie allies from (he East Indies, and. 
second, heciiiiso Hie allies liiive re- 
diK'ed Hielr ooiisuniptioii to some ex- 
tent. 

Ill nny event. If nil the enemies of 
Hemiaiiy are to lie supplied, lliere 
must he economy In consuinpHon 
I'verywliere. Tlie iionnnl Aiiiericnii 
consiimpHon l.s about 90 pounds per 
liersoii par nniiniii and Is Just doulile 
Hie Frencli eonsuinitllon. 

Vegetables. 

We liave fills year a most nlmndnnt 
crop of vegeiaides for our use ns a re- 
sult of a patriotic endeavor almost 
iinlversnl Hinmgliout the country. Our 
potato Iiiirvest alone promises an In- 
(Tea.se from 28,'>,0(H 1,000 httshels Inst 
year to over 40().000.000 husliels this 
year. The oHkt vegetaliles are like- 
wise enomionsly Inerensed tlirough 
Hie planting nnd extension of millions 
of gardens. The sweet potato crop 
promises to he from 10 to '20 per cent 
above what It was last year, and the 
commercial crop of swiM't corn for 
canning purposes is esHinnted to he 
from 20 to .30 per cent nliove that of 
last year. Tlie coninierclnl crop of 
tomatoes for canning purposes will 
prolinlily be soniewliere lietween 10 
nnd 20 per cent nliove what It was last 
year. There is an Inotease In the nert^ 
age of late onions of nliotit 54 per cent 
over the area harvested in 1916. 

Fish and Sea Food*. 

Tlie waters of our coasts and lnkt>s 
ape enormously ricli In food fish iitid 
sill'll tisli. Our streams, too, contrllmte 
a great quantity of tisli. Many varie- 
ties are now not used for iiiiiniin food, 
hut are Hirown away or used for ferti- 
lizer. Habit has eimiiiiod our use of 
fisli to a few vnrli'tles, and lnad(*(iuate 
tiD'tliods of cominorelal liandlliig liave 
limited our tis(* of Hii'se largi'ly to only 
I’erlalii days In the wdek. With bi'lter 
innrketliig faellitli's, with lietter under- 
standing of how tep use Hie moat varie- 
ties, Willi proper preservation by 
smoking and salting and liy ('stabllsli- 
ing plants for frozen lish, we can In- 
crease greatly oiir supply uiid thus re- 
lieve largely the pressure due to Hie 
inadequate siqiply of meat. We only 
have to harvest otir own ftsli sniiply. 
It feeds Itself. Every flsli e.Tten Is 
Hint miieh gained In solving the jires- 
ent t>t*ol>icn> of living. The products 
of file land are conserved by eating 
those of the sea. 

Our Duty. 

I liave endeavored to sliow in previ- 
ous iirticles Hint the world is sliort of 
food ; that Europe is confronted with 
the grim specter of starvation unless 
from our ubundauce and our waste we 
keep Hie wolf from tlie door. Not only 
must we Imve n proper use of our food 
supply in order that we may turnl.sh 
our allies wltli tlie sinews with which 
they may flglit our battles, but it la 
an act of humanity towards fellow 
men, women and clilldren. 

By tlie diversion of nillliotiS of men 
from production to war, liy Hie occu- 
pation of land by nrnib's, liy Hie Iso- 
lation of anarkets, liy liclligereiit lines, 
and liy the destruction of slilpiiing by 
sulmiariiies, not only lias Hie lioine pro- 
duetloii of our allies falli'n by over 
.500,0(H).00() bushels of grain, hut tliey 
are Hirown upon ns for a niueli larger 
proportion of tlu'lr iiornial imports for- 
merly obtained from other markets. 

3'hey liave reduced consumption at 
every point, liut men in the trenches, 
men in Hie shops, and Hie millions of 
women placed at pliyslcal labor re- 
quire more food Hiiiii during iieace 
times, and the incidence of tlielr saving 
and any shortage wlilcli tliey hiiiy suf- 
fer, fulls first upon women and chil- 
dren. If tlUs privation liecomes too 
great, their peoples caiiiiot lie main- 
tained constant In the war, and we will 
be left alone to flglit Hie battle of 
democracy with Oermuny. 

The prolilem of food conservation is 
one of many complexions. We cannot, 
nnd we do not wish, with our free In- 
stitutions and our large resources of 
food, to Imitate Europe in Its policed 
rationing, but we must voluntarily and 
intelligently assume the responsibility 
before us as one In which everyone 
has a direct and Inescupable Interest. 
W* must increase our export of foods 
to the allies, nnd in the circumstances 
of our shipping situation, these exports 
must be of the most conceptrateil 
foods. These ore wheat, flour, beef, 
pork nnd dairy products. We have oth- 
er foods in great abundance which we 
can use Instead of tliese commodities, 
nnd we con prevent wastes In a Hiou- 
-iHiirt directions. We must guard Hie 
drainage of exports from Hie UiilH-d 
Stall's, Hint we ri'talii a proper supply 
for our own country, and we must 
adopt sui'li measures us will ainelior- 
Hte, so far as may lie, (In* price condi- 
tions of our Ics.s fortunate. We iniglit 
so drain Hk* suiqilles from Hie country 
to Europe ns by the lilgli prices tliut 
would follow to force our people to 
shorten their con-.uinption. 'I'lils oper- 
alloii of "norinal ecoiioinlc forces” 
would starve tliut element of Hie ciim- 
inuiilty to wlioin we owe Hie most pro- 
tection. We must try to impose tlie 
burden equally upon all. 

Action Must Be Voluntary. 

Tliere Is no royal road to food con- 
servation. We can ouly acconiplisli 
tills by Hie voluntary action of our 
wiiola people, eucli element in propor- 
tion to its means. It la a mutter of 
equality of liurden ; a uiulter of niiu- 
ute saving and subatitutloii at every 
point in Hie 20,000,()00 kitcheiia, on Hie 
20,<X)0,000 dinner tubli-s and in the 2,- 
OiMJ.tXtO munufucturiug, wholesale and 
retail estublishmeuts of the country. 
'I'he task Is thus In its es.sein'e (he dully 
II, dividual servlca of ail the people. 
Every group coo aubaUtute and even 
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the great mnjorlf.f of thrifty penpla 
can save a little— and Hn' more luxuri- 
ous elenieiit.s of tlie population can hy 
n'diiellon to slniple living save nnteh. 
Tlie final result of siihstllnllng oHiAr 
products and saving one pound of 
wheat Hour, two ounci's of fats, sevi'ii 
ouiici's of sugar nad seven otitices of 
iiK'at weekly, liy each person, will, 
wiK'n we have inultiplii'd Hits iiy one 
hundred niilfloii, liave Incri'iisiMi our 
exports to the aiiioiiiit* iibsoliirel.v n*- 
qiilnvl by our nlIR's. This means no 
more Hi.'in Hint we should eat plenty, 
hut eat wls('ly nnd without waste., 

Ftiod coiisi'rvatlon has oHi**r nejiects 
of utmosi Importance. Wars must la* 
paid for hy savings We must savi' 
In till' eonsnnititloii In ('ominodliles and 
the cotisiiin|iHon of unproducllve la- 
bor III order that we may dlvi'rt our 
manhood to Hie army and to Hie sliops.

Almost everyone who plans fo build 
a housis has an arrangement of rooms 
formed In mind ns the result of a 
great deni of thought and discussion 
with the different meinbera of the fam- 
ily. The room arrangement is nearly 
considered ns the primary restriction 
upon the architect's free hand In draw- 
ing up the design. Unconsciously, 
perhaps, the prospective home builder 
often places the architect in a dillicuU 
position because of this fact. 

Because of his training, the architect 
does not see the room arrangement 
alone, hut he sees various arrange- 
ments of partitions, one above the oth- 
er so that the floor und partition loads 
will be carried down to the founda- 
tions; he secs the Installation of 
plumbing in the most desirnble in- 
terior walls, and places the rooms, 
in which this plumbing terminates, 
where they will be most convenient; 
he sees the arrangement of floor Joists 
In rooms which ordinarily contain 
lienvy objects, such as the bathroom, 
living room and kitchen, and shifts 
the wails so that the Joist spans will 
not be excessive, causing heavy ex- 
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la a house that In <!ertiroHi ea 
that there H consldemMF space Mast- 
ed. In such a house the coxlnesa In 
sacrificed for some other effect that Is 
wanted. It Is possible to get many 
other effects In tlie house, such ns 
grandeur, elegance, etc., but this does 
not Impress the average person much 
In the design of a home. 

The little bungalow shown here has 
that homelike, cozy appearance that 
typifies the average person’s Idea of n 
real home. All the structural features 
of the bungalow combine to give this 
Impression. The roof Is very low and 
Is made with a fiat pitch. The caves 
have a wide overhang, which Is one of 
the most Inviting features of a bun- 
galow. The wide oaves and the low 
pitch of the roof have another effect, 
also. In bungalow construction. 

The bungalow at Its best Is built 
very close to the ground. In cold cli- 
mates such a result cannot be obtained 
because of the necessity of having a 
basement that is adequate to hold a 
beating plant. The same low-hullt ef- 
fect is obtained by building the bun- 
galow with wide eaves and with a flat 
pitched roof. 

This bungalow Is built far enough 
above the ground so that a basement 
can be provided with the necessary 
windows and without too much exca- 
vation. The porch also aids material- 
ly In getting this same effect of being 
close to the ground. It Is very broad 
and is built under a separate gable 
from the house. The broad, fiat roof 
and the heavy porch pillars give It a 
coz.v, inviting appearance. 

The floor plan calls for five rooms 
that are arranged In a convenient 
style. On one side of the house is the 
living room, dining room and kitchen, 
and on the other is the bathroom und 
two bedrooms. 

The main entrance to the house Is 
through a door at one corner of the 
living room. This room Is of good 
size, being 15 Jjy 13 A big fire- 

place occupies almost one side of the 
room. It is almost necessary to bnve 
a big fireplace in u bungalow, ns no 
bouse of this type would seem to be 
complete without one. It is generally 
placed In the living room, though It 
may be in the diuing room or some- 
time in a small deu built off the living 
room. On either side of the fireplace 
in this design is a narrow bookcase 
with a window over each one. There 
is also a wide window facing out onto 
the front porch. Plenty of wall space 
is provided, so that some carefully-

The home builder is often disap- 
pointed when he finds that the archi- 
tect has changed a great deni of what 
has been worked out after months of 
study. Sometimes he doesn’t realize 
that the changes mean, perhaps, the 
saving of a great ninny dollars in the 
construction of the house. It would, 
no doubt, have been more logical for 
him to consider the house from the 
architect’s point of view before allow- 
ing the fascination of arranging the 
rooms to take liold of him. 

There is one type of house, however, 
which yields to a widely diversified 
arrangement of rooms without caus- 
ing the architect a' great deal of trou-

hie. This type is tlie one-story bunga- 
low. When tlie home liuilder plans 
his room arruugemctit for tliis type of 
iiuuse he may lie rcusouubly sure that 
the architect will nut he forced to 
change u great deal in tlie result of the 
efforts of the occu{>uuts iu building up 
ilieir home. 

The buuguluw comes nearer to meet- 
ing the average persou’s Idea of home 
than any otiier ty|>e of modern build- 
ing. One of the reasons is that there 
Is no wasted space iu the bungalow. 
iCvery nook and corner is utilized and 
s iu use ull the time. This reusou iias 
>erhui»s more effect iu creating the 
lupressiou of coziuess than any other, 
rt is almost impossible to get the cozy 


chosen furniture can be obtained to 
fit in with the general scheme of this 
room. 

In bock of the living room, and con- 
nected to It by double swinging doors, 
is the dining room. This room bus a 
convenient built-in sideboard, and 
there is also u side entrance to the 
bouse that opens into it. 

In the kitchen is the inside entrance 
to the basement, which also has an 
outside entrance placed alongside the- 
back porch. A well-arranged and 
bandy pantry is built off the kitchen. 

The bedrooms are placed one at the 
front of the house und one at the buck, 
with the bathroom between. This is 
one of the best methods of arranging 
this part of the house. 

British Museum. 

The British museum recently- ob- 
served its one hundred and fifty-eighth 
birthday, us it wus established on Jan- 
uary 15, 17r<;i. It wus Sir Hans 
Sloune, un Iiisli-liorn pliysician of 
Scotch extraction, wlio is honored as 
the father of the museum. Sloane wus 
created a baronet — u title to which no 
Uuglisli physician hud before attained 
— Just two centuries ago, in recognition 
of his labors in writing a “Natural His- 
tory of Jamaica." His library of 50,- 
000 volumes und 3,550 manuscripts, 
and his collcetiun of natural history 
and art objects he bequeathed to the 
government, on condition that his 
daughters be paid $100,000, which sum 
scarcely exceeded tlie value of the gold 
und silver medals, ores and jirecious 
stones iu Ids eolleetlon. Several oth- 
er collections were added to that of 
Sloane before tlie hiuseum wus formal- 
ly opened in Montagu house in 1750. 
Of the hooks puhlislied in England 
since the invention of i>riuting about 
75 per cent are to be fouud ou the 
shelves of tiie British museum.

One may eesily turn hi* back porch 
to account by a little planning. To 
turn the back porch Into a cool rest- 
ing plncc the use of vines and hnm- 
mocka and plant.* has proved success- 
ful. These forms of decorations used 
with dlacretlon cool off the interior of 
the house, keeping out the heat from 
the acorching asphalt streets. 

Permanent wooden roofs are not 
necessary for verandns and Impnivlsed 
loggias. Awnings will easily serve this 
purpose in many Instances, for they 
can be mn up and down at every 
change of the barometer and rob the 
bouse of no sun in the winter. 

So-cnlled front piazzas, structures 
that hove roofs running all around the 
first story of a house nnd sometimes 
only atound one side, could have its 
roof flattened, hung with' awnings and 
made into a lounging place for a fam- 
ily upstairs. A house may not pre- 
sent a good appearance of Itself, but 
the piazza may make it the most In- 
teresting dwrelling place on the street 

A green and white awning hung 
from the roof makes a nice appear- 
ance. Boxes of retl and white gerani- 
ums placed on the rails, fastened with 
vines falling on the rail adds to the 
artistic effect, Turkey-red curtains 
also add charm. Stray tables, chairs, 
hammocks, bird coges and flowers on 
stands and big pots may be so ar- 
ranged as to moke a comfortable 
lounging place. 


LIMITING SIZE OF CITIES 

Speakers at Town Planning Confer- 
ence Place Ideal Population for 
Municipality at 300,000. 

Bodney H. Brandon, speaking before 
the Ad (^uh on the worth in dollars 
and cents of a citizen to a community 
in which he lives, declared that the in- 
habitant value decreases In proportion 
to the Increase in population, says the 
Des Moines Capital. The larger the 
city, after a population of 25,000 has 
been reached, the less is each inhabi- 
tant worth to the property owners. 

This brings up the question, which 
is receiving more serious attention ev- 
ery year, of how large our cities should 
be. 

At the recent national conference on 
town planning In Kansas City a speak- 
er from Dallas declared that his ambi- 
tion was to see Dallas with a popnla- 
tlon of 300,000, and that be did not 
want It to become any larger. Other 
speakers concurred In the Idea. 

A city of 300,000 has all the urban 
advantages the individual could wanL 
It has parks and modem playgrounds, 
the best there is in stores, factories, 
residences, transportation facilities 
and the other accomplishments and 
conveniences of the modem metropo- 
lis. 

The ideal plan would be to require 
a certoln area of agricultural land to 
each community according to Its popu- 
lation. Then when a city reached Its 
maximum, it would have to branch ouL

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The fir.*!! of the new fnll suits nnd 
the Inst of those for suinnior Invite 
comparison In the picture nhove. It 
will be seen thnt they have several 
points In common but that the fall 
mode' shows departures In the direc- 
tion of prenter length in coats. In the 
matter of trlmnilnp nnd In trim, defi- 
nite lines, thnt give the figure a smart, 
well-set-np look. 

The fall suit Is made of gaberdine 
In dark blue with black silk braid nnd 
bone buttons used on the coat for dec- 
oration. The skirt in this suit, ns in 
nearly all the new models for fall, is 
plain, finished with a hem and cut 
about ankle length. The rule for length 
Is six or eight Inches above the floor, 
so the day of the very short shirt ap- 
pears to have departed. It Is not so 
definitely relegated to the past ns the 
long skirt for street wear. That is 
a folly to which women are not likely 
to return. 


The c<mt Is almost three-quarter 
length nnd heralds the advent of 
longer coats with suits for fall nnd 
winter. The Insert of rows of braid 
over the hips also reflects a style fea- 
ture which Is evidenced In many mod- 
els, and this Is the emphasis of this 
portion of the new coals with decora- 
tions.

Pull the corn nnd 
. boll It five minutes, 
cut from the coh 
nnd pack In Jars, add a half toaspoon- 
ful of salt to every pint can nnd fill the 
can with boiling water. Put on the 
new rubbers and tops nnd screw them 
down tight, then turn back a quarter 
of an Inch, place In a holler on a rack, 
cover with water to the depth of an 
inch and boil for three hours, being 
sure to count the time from the first 
appearance of boiling. Remove the 
Jajw, tighten carefully and to farther 
insure them dip the tops below the 
rubbers Id hot parnflln before storing 
them In a dark, cool place. If the 
cans are perfectly sealed the product 
will keep with no trouble. Corn should 
be canned within an hour from the 
time it Is picked to Insure a good flavor. 
This Is true of other vegetables as 
well. 

Swiss Method of Drying Beans.— 

Pick string beans In their prime, string 
nnd wash, then string them through 
the middle of the bean on a strong 
doubled cotton thread a yard nnd u 
half long, using a needle. String them | 
close, then drop them Into boiling wa- !

water and hang In the sun to dry. Pro- j 
tect from the flics with netting and ! 
bring them in before the dew falls. 
Two or throe sunny days will dry them. ]

hut the dried flavor Is very attractive. | 
Corn Chowder. — Take a quart each j 
of corn, either fresh, dried or canm-d, i 
a quart of pniaioes. a three-inch cube 
of salt jiork, a sliced onion. Dice the j 
pork nnd fry until brown, add the onion j 
nnd a few tahlespoonfuls of the corn, I 
cook until a light brown. By reiuov- j 
Ing the crisp hits of pork they will not I 
overcook nnd may be put hack later. ! 
Add the potatoes nnd rest of the corn j 
In a quart of water nnd cook until the 
potatoes are tender, then add a jiint of 
milk, a little butter and six milk crack- 
ers that have been soaked In hot milk.

SOME SUMMER SALADS.

Bean and Tomato 
Salad. — Take freshly 
cooked hut cold baked 
beans, arrange them in 
the center of a cliop 
plate, nnd about the edge jilace over- 
lapping slices of ripe tomato, gar- 
nished with sprigs of water cress or 
heart leaves of lettuce. Serve very 
turt mayonnaise dressing, passing It 
in a separate dish. • 

Tomato and Cream Cheese Salad.— 
Peel chilled tomatoes and slice very 
thick, cover each slice wltli well-sea- 
soned cream cheese that has been 
mixed with cliopped green |>ei)per. 
Sene with French dressing. Kach 
salad is placed on a bed of lettuce 
or water cress. 

White grapes peeled and seeded, 
placed In nests of lettuce and covered 
with rlced cream cheese, served with 
French or mayonnaise dressing, make 
a must dainty salad and one not com- 
mon. 

Date and Cheese Salad, — Wash fine 
large dates, wipe dry and cut open 
carefully to remove the stone. Stuff 
with cream cheese, lay on lettuce 
leaves and serve with mayonnaise 
dressing. Place a small spoonful of 
cream on each bit of Biayouuuise 
when serving. 

Chicken and Brasil Nut Salad. — Re- 
move the meats from the nuts lu us 
large pieces as possible, rub off the 
brown skin and mix with chicken or 
turkey breast cut lu good-sized pieces, 
with two or three hurd-co<iked eggs. 
Serve on lettuce with mayonnaise. 

Tomato Salad. — Peel small, even- 
sized, rliie red tomatoes, and cut them 
in quartera like a flower, not seitarat- 
Ing the sections; fill the ceut«-r with 
chop])ed union and dot with rlced yolk 
of egg. Serve with From h dressing. 

Cream CheeM and Jelly Salad.— 
Make small balls of well-seasoned 
cream cheese, and place In nests of 
lettuce; make a amall depression lu 
each hall aud put lu a small s|>oouful 
of currant Jelly, or bar le due If you 
have It. Serve well-chilled with nicely 
aeasoned French dressing.

WDRKBAG IS EASILY MADE 

One Having Many Advantages Can Be 

Constructed With Cardboard Box 
as Foundation. 

The workhag here described lias 
many advantages ; it has a tiriii base. 
It will close up so thut no dust can 
. eifter and soil the contents, nnd It will 
hold quite a lot of neccs.snry Imple- 
tueiits for making or mending. 

A round cardboard box will be need- 
ed — one with a diameter of 8 or 9 
inches is a nice useful size — also some 
sateen. 

First of all, cut a circle of sateen the 
same size us the base of the box. 
Neatly paste this on the inside of It. 
then cut n long strip about 115 Iiiche.s 
to paste round the sides of the box ; 
the depth of the box sliould be about 
inches. 

Now cut another strip of sateen 
about 30 inches long niid 8 broad. At 
the top of this strip run a hem and a 
heading, so that cord can be run 
through, aud when drawn It will close 
the hug. 

The bottom end of the strip need not 
he heinnicd, hut neatly paste It to the 
outside of the box, fulling it a little 
all the way along, und scam it up the 
side. 

This pasting on Is nil hidden by u 
strip of figured tapestry, silk or lluen 
— Just whatever may he to hand. 

If there is no figured mutorial about, 
a hand of plain linen, hulT color, looks

SOLDIERS OF MERCY. 

The Masonic Ambulance Corps of 
California, in which Carl Fisher Pres- 
cott of Quincy is the only New Eng- 
land representative. Is already enlist- 
ed In the Medical Reserve Corps of the 
United States Army and is now at 
Camp Lewis, Lake America, neap 
Tacoma, Washington. 

The organization itself consists of 
a captain, four lieutenants, twelve cap- 
tains, twenty chauffeurs, and 87 pri- 
vates. Every member of the corps 
is a Master Mason in good standing, 
hailing from various parts of the 
country. Its equipment consists of 12 
motor ambulances, three motor trucks, 
and three motor cycles. 

The following extract from the man- 
ual for the Medical department of 
the United States Army defines, the 
duties of these “soldiers of mercy”: 

“671 — The function of the ambu- 
lance company is to collect the sick 
and wounded, to afford them tempo- 
ral y care and treatment and to trans- 
port them to the next hospital In the 
rear. 

"672 — In camp the ambulance com- 
pany operates an ambulance service 
between the camp infirmaries and the 
field or other hospitals. 

"673 — On the march, ambulances 
are distributed among the marching 
troops, usually one to each regiment, 
for the purpose of supplying transpor- 
tation to those who become unable to 
march. 

"674 — III comlint, the company oper- 
ates in two parts. The first estab- 
lishes and operates u dressing station 
and collects the wounded thereat, the 
second operates the wheeled transpor- 
tation in evacuating the wounded.” 

The idea of organizing this jiarti- 
cular corps originated at a banquet 
.May 12, and an executive committee 
was named June 26, and August 4 the 
corps, after dally receptions for two 
weeks, left San Francisco for camp, 
lieing given a tremendous ovation up- 
on departure. 

The Masonic Ambulance Corps en- 
tered the service through the Ameri- 
can Red ('ross, and the Masonic (Muh 
] nf San Francisco raised a fund of 
If 15 (Mid \vlii( li \(ill |je contributed to 
tile Xutiuual Red Cross service. 'J’he 
executive t ommitee will continue to | 
look iifti r ihe future \v< lfure of the 
corps, uiid will Ite as.-.isted liy a group 
of •'losii-r lailiers" and 'foster moth- 
eia" who V.ill • ad(jpt • an individual 
lueiali' r of tlie c i.rjj.s a.- their "foster 
j son" and v.ill > /at.- with the coin- 

liuitu-e in the general .-ffort to make 
I the life of the boys at the front as 
ideasuut as possible.

It is not to die, or even to die of hun- 
ger, that makes man wretched; many 
men have died; all men must die. . . . 
But it is to live miserable we know not 
why; to work sore and yet gain nothing; 
to he heat-worn, weary, yet isolated, un- 
related. girt in with cold, universal lais- 
sez falre— Tliomas Carlyle. 

I T IS beginning to be recognized 
that the great bulk of the burden 
of poverty is as unnecessary and 
preventable us smallpox or tuber- 
culosis. .lust as tuberculosis is a 
physical disease, so poverty Is a tll.s- 
ease of the social organism. It Is 
pptibnbly the greatest burden humanity 
staggers under and It exacts directly 
and Indirectly Its toll from all inem- 
hers of society. Why should there be 
hungry mouths when the proper culti- 
vation of even one state of the Union 
would furnish sufficient food for our 
whofe population? Why shtiuld mil- 
lions shiver underelothed every winter 
when we nre able to furnish textiles 
for the whole world? Why should 
there be grim periods of unemploy- 
ment with vast natural resources yet 
untouclied? These and simllur que.s- 
tioiis are beginning to demand an an- 
swer tliat must be more than a smug, 
hyimerltlcal shouldering of the respon- 
sibility upon Providence. 

Poverty Never Eeeential. 

The conquest <if poverty is now an 
economic possibility. It Is definitely 
within r4 acli If we are willing to pay 
for it and formly desire Its aebleve- 
ment. The campaign, many of its fea- 
tures now in development, is mainly 
one of social and economic betterments 
for tlie correction of social injustice, 
for the Ini reuse of the earning power 
of labor and capital, not one but both 
as a unit of efficient -production; for 
the itrolongatlon of human life through 
public sanitation and hygiene, together 
with preventive meilicine in a war on 
pre\ l■nIal>le disease; for tin* salvage 
of the deficient anil defej'tive classes 
of society, and for the rectificutlon of 
umb'ipayment urn! the prevention of 
iineinployinent, underspiod as involun- 
tary idleness of comj>etent workmen. 
Every factor of hiinnin betterment Is 
doing Its part direttly or Indirectly, 
in this war upon poverty. 

Social Surplus a Necessity. 

The success of this battle wltli pov- 
erty la contingent upon tin* existence 
of a social surplus, tin* basis of all so- 
cial well-being, 'riiut Is. Ji.s a imllnii

Workers' Condition Bettered. 

Together with this great Increase In 
nutioaul production ami w(*alth, wiili 
tlie creation of u great unpre<*e(l<*iiteil 
social surplus, has gom* a womlei-ful 
hetterment In the comJItion of iho 
Working classes. Wages have risen, 
expenditures liuve Increased for mm- 
physical sutlsfuctlou ; the deposits in 
savings bunks have augmented ; tho 
per capita consumprion of wlieitt, 
sugar and meat liuve grown ; tlie death 
rate has declined, and, taken alto- 
getlier, there has been a sti*ad.v and 
uiiiire<.*edeiit«*d liMproveimut In Uih 
cunditiou of the VNorkers, 

But the creation of tlds huge social 
surplus bus nut removed tlie chulleiigH 
of want ; It iius not destroyi*d tlio 
iiiemici* of poverty. It has only made 
a solution of a hitter prolilem possi- 
ble. Willie there Is no doiilit tliat tlie 
Intensity of poverty Is less today than 
In the past, even In tlds cxiintry, yet 
tile cliiilleiige of poverty utid Its con- 
sequent misery still stands wolfilke at 
our tlireshold. In the words of Profes- 
sor Hollander; “'I’lie mot of the 
Iiroblem Hen deejier. Poverty, like cer- 
tain of Its primary caus«*.s, is a phase 
of modern Industry. The very forces 
which Increase the natbiiial product 
and enlarge (he social surplus, if left 
to tllemselves. breed cotl*lilioi!s of 
want. . . . Fur from ditididsliing 

i will'. Increased wvultli production, t!;e 
mlsi-ry resulting from su< li causes Is, 
' ill tlie face of social Iniictioii, likely to 
I aiigiiiciit and liiti-ii.'-ify. .Society may 
■grow rli'lier, ci vllizutlcu may iidvuuce, 
utid yet poverty coniitiue to gnaw can- 
' cer-llke at Its vitals."

Shortening the p*rlod of work 
lengthens tlie period of d«*velopmeiit.

creascs lu wages give the workers the 
means for taking a tvaniage of the in- 
creased opportunities of the sliorter 
workday. The worker* of short liours 
aud h«*tter wages bciome \i*ry differ- 
ent citizens from th '-.e w lio are so ex- 
liaustc'.l by the dally grimi that they 
liHve neither the time nor Ihe energy 
for thought or :i>»piratlon. 'Ihese galus 
mean belter homes, better food, (letter 
i'luthlug ; time aud opi>oriuuity for 
tlie cultivatl' n of the best aud the 
iilghest that Is possible to man.

These employers oppose restriction of 
Iminignitlon because restriction will 
defeat their iiollcy of having two or 
mon* men for every job.

The 
C4ingress fif the l.’nlteil States has 
voiced this opposition in am<‘n<lments 
to the untitru.st laws. Judicial Inter- 
pretations of the term "property” In 
the fouriet*nth amendment to the feil- 
eral con.stitutloii are losing their force. 
What was originally iiiiendcil to end 
.slavery has been used to thwart the 
eniuinient of social legislation, but 
i-oiirts have fulled to iheck the swell- 
ing tble of democracy. 

The trade union movement Is con- 
stiuus of the part It has played in the 
t<*ndenclcs above referred to and this 
consciousness will be an inspiration to 
greater effort during the coming year.

floor |iltin is IntiT«‘stinc in that its ur- 
raiiKPiiirnf Is qiilto ont of tlio onlintiry. 
The exterior Is fliiislietl In quite a 
slmplo manner, nlllioiiK;l) Its npjtenr- 
ance Is not larking In any respect. 
The walls of the lioiise are given the 
rhararler of three nmlerlals. The 
roitndation walls ahovo gratle are of 
face brick. Above this iiinl carried n|i 
lo the head trim of the tylndows. the 
walls are (Inished with narrow beveled 
siding.

The hnngalow shown In the perspec- 
tive view Is built around the living 
room and the dining ntoni. Since these 
rooms are ••rdlnarlly tlie most used 
and the most notlcealde rooms In the 
house. It Is logical lliat they should 
he ireafed with special attention. Here 
they an* made equal In size and are 
plnci'tl one behind the other, with at- 
tnicllve F'rench doors between. At the 
front of tlie living room there is a 
door on oltlu’r side, one leading to the 
terrace and the other to the porch.

Tlic flrciilacc Is liullt into the corner 
of tills room where it forms an altrac- 
llvc fonlure nnti pe'nnMs the use of 
single chimney with two flues to .serve 
the furnace, fireplace and kitchen 
range. 

The kllchen has been given consid- 
erable attention. A counter is placed 
Itciicatli tlie window and two cup- 
boards are provided. The sink Is 
handy to the counter. A little pniUry 
adds to the convenience of the ar- 
rangement. There arc shelves and n 
table in tite pantry. An entry from 
f'.ic porcii furnislics plenty of room 
for the rcfrlgcnitor. Tlie stairs lead- 
ing to the biisi'iiient are framed In 
Just lo tlie rear of the kifehen and a 
sniiill rttoni whleh may lie used either 
as a lM•(l^lonl tir as a den occupies 
tile rear corner of the liouse. 

The iirincipal hedrooins, two in num- 
ber, are located <in Iht* otlicr side of 
tlie central living nnd dining rooms.

W’hilc this eonstnictlon diu-s ntit take 
anything from tlie elTi'etlveness of the 
design nnd is really included for the 
ptirpose of removing iiny trace tif what 
some peojile call a “stilf" effect, tnenn- 
Ing that lliere Is fo<i inciliodical ad- 
herence to tlie syminetrl«ul, it might 
he criticized by some, in which case 
fliere is no reason wliy eitlier llie one 
or tlie other of llie railings eiinnot he 
iiltered to conform witli tlie otlier. If 
the cliange is desired, it would un- 
doubtedly lie nindt* in tiie pon li rail- 
ing walls, wlilili would be constructed 
of face brick witli a wliile stone or 
concrete coping in ord<“r tliat <-onforni- 
Ity iniglit exist l.etv.een llie louiidii- 
llon. terrace and poreli walls. Tlie 
terrace Hour and steps are of con- 
crete. Tin* porcli lloor iis sliown in 
the lllnsiraiions is of wood llooriiig and 
the steps are coniTite. If tiie imrcli 
walls were to be eliuiiged to liri«k. tin* 
poreli floor would be iieiter if built of 
concrete. 

Tills house is 41 feet wide, not In- 
cluding tin* extension of tlie terrace 
luyond tile wail of llie liouse or llie 
steps of the porch.

Tlie bungalow retpiires pleiit.v of room 
or its appearance is di stroyed. tine oi 
tlie particularly pleasant features tif 
tills liouse is tlie faciliiy whicli it firo- 
vides for lawn th ctuation. .Acro.s.s 
pructiciilly the entire front of tlie 
bouse tlie wnll surfaie is unbroken 
near grade.

BAD ROOFING FIRE DANGER 

Investigation Into Crums of Big At 
lanta Conflagration Lays Blam* 
on General Use of Shlnglea. 

Following the Atlanta conflagration 
of May 21. 11117. the committee on fire 
prevention of the national board of 
, fire underwriters dispatched one of Its 
j most experienced engineers to the 
I stricken city In order to make a close 
' study of the charnctcrlstlca of the fire, 
the causes to wiilch It was due and 
the lessons which might be deduced 
from It. 

The report finds thnt the Atlanta 
dl.suster was essentially a “shlngle- 
n>or’ conflagration of the familiar 
'type; It questions the utility of the 
1 ilynainltlng of buildings or>l records 
j the fact that some of the hose sent 
i from nearby cities could not be used 
, through lack of standardized couplings, 
j The icport’s greatest emphasis, how- 
ever, Is laid upon had roofing condl- 
! tlons, which are summed up In the 
I following statement: 

I This conflagration, together with two 
; of the other fires occurring at the 
same time, emphasizes the ease with 
j which spreading fires may develop in 
I cities wiiere wooden shingle roofs pre- 
' dominate, even when the fire depart- 
ment is muinl.v well equipped nnd 
manned. It Illustrates the startling 
suddenness with wiiich such a fire may 
j grow Info a conflagration under favor- 
able conditions.

A WEYMOUTH RELIC. 

WTio was Joseph Vinlng of Wey- 
mouth, and when did he die? These 
questions have come up in reference 
19 a curious relic now in the Tufts 
Library. It is an old and much bat- 
tered lead inkstand, lland-raade, the 
lead evidently melted down, perhaps 
from Revolutionary bullets, and run 
into a mold. On the four sides are 
the marks — “Jos. Vlning, Weymouth, 
Feb. 1C, A. D. 1790.” All that has 
come down to me is the vague re- 
membrance of being told that Joseph. 
Vinlng was a “famous scholar” in 
Weymouth. It would bo interesting 
to And out about him and tuck away 
the memorandum with the inkstand. 

With it was found an old bill which 
shows how the cost of education has 
advanced in seventy years. The bill, 
in a pretty, delicate old hand, is from 
Miss Mary N. Blanchard to Mrs. Char- 
lotte Coleman for tuition of Mrs. Cole- 
man’s daughter. This bill for "two- 
thirds terra $ 2.00 and ten-twelfths 
term $2.50,” was rendered in 1848, 
and immediately paid. The little Cole- 
man girl went to school only in the 
summer. Mrs. Coleman was the much 
respected colored woman who left the 
bequest of thirty dollars to Mr. Garri- 
son for Anti-Slavery work, and who is 
buried in the Village Cemetery. It 
would be interesting to learn particu- 
lars of Miss Blanchard's school.

Is dr- 
ridotlly small, bnt It Is slriiplp rnotipb 
for tlip nvi’rapo bonu* drossmakor.
